‘An Ordinance for preventing and extinguishing fires, 
and establishing a Fire Department. 


Sect. 1. Be wt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council cssembled, ‘That the Fire Department shall 
consist of a Chief Engineer, and as many other En- 
gineers, not less than twelve and not exceeding 
twenty in number, one of whom shall reside in each 
ward at the time of his election, and of as many 
Firemen, Engmemen, Hosemen, and Hook and Lad- 
der men, to be divided into companies, as the num- 
ber of Engines, and the number and quantity of other 
Fire Apparatus, belonging to the City shall from 
time to time require or make expedient; and the 
said Engineers shall be annually chosen according to 
law, for one year, and until others shall be chosen in 
their place: Provided, that vacancies may be filled. 
at any time, and the said chief and other engineers 
shall on his or their appointment, receive a written 
or printed certificate or warrant in the words follow- 
ing, viz :—*‘ this certifies that A. B. is appointed an 
Engineer (or Chief Engineer) of the Fire Depart- 
ment of the City of Boston, and is entitled to all the 
immunities belonging to said office.

and the respective rank of the Engineers shall he 
determined by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 2. Be it further ordained, That the En- 
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gineers so chosen shall meet and organize themselves 
into a Board of Engineers, a majurity of whom shall 
form a quorum, and of which in the absence of the 
Chief Engineer, the senior Engineer present shall be 
the presiding officer; and they may appoint such 
Secretary or other officers, and may make such rules 
and regulations for their own government, as they 
may see fit. ‘They shall at all times have the super- 
intendence and coutrol of all the Engine and other 
houses used for the purposes of the Fire Department, 
and of all furniture and apparatus thereto belonging : 
and of the Engines and all other Fire Apparatus 
belonging to the City, and over the officers and 
members of the several companies attached to the 
Fire Department, and over all other persons present 
at fires; and may make such rules and regulations 
for the better government, discipline, and good order 
of the Department, and for the extinguishment of 
fires, as they may from time to time think expedient, 
the same not being repugnant to the laws of this 
Commonwealth, and being subject to the approbation 
of. the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 3. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of said Engineers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the City, to repair forthwith to, or near 
the place where the fire may be; to take proper 
measures that the several engines, and other appara- 
tus, be arranged in the most advantageous situations, 
and duly worked for the effectual extinguishment of 
the fire ; to require and compel assistance from all 
persons, as well members of the Fire Department, 
as Others, in extinguishing the fire, removing furni- 
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ture, goods, or other merchandize, from any building 
on fire or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards 
to secure the same; and also in pulling down cr de- 
molishing any house or building, if occasion require, 
and further to suppress all tumults and disorders. It 
shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserv- 
ed in going to, working at, or returning from fires ; 
and at all other times when companies attached to 
the Department are on duty: Provided, however, 
that when any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
towns, it shall be the duty of only such, and so many 
of said Engineers to repair to such town, as: shall 
have.been previously designated for said purpose by 
said Board of Engineers. | | 

Sect. 4. Be tt further ordained, ‘That the Chief 
Engineer shall have the sole command, at fires, over 
all the other Engineers, all members of the Fire De- 
partment, and all other persons who may be present 
at fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the 
extinguishment of fires, protection of property, pre- 
servation of order, and observance of the Fire Laws, 
Ordinances and Regulations, and it shall be the duty 
of said Chief Engineer, to examine into the condition 
of the Engines, Buckets, and all other Fire Appara- 
tus, and of the Engine and other houses belonging to 
the City, and used for the purposes of the Fire De- 
partment ; and of the companies attached to the said 
Department, as often as circumstances may render it 
expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, or by the Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen on the Fire Department, and 
annually to report the same to the Mayor and Alder- 
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men, and oftener if thereunto requested 3 also to 
cause a full description of the same, together with 
the names of the officers and members of the Fire 
Department, to be published annually, in such man- 
ner as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct. And 
whenever the Engines, or other Fire Apparatus, Ein- 
gine or other houses used by the Fire Department 
require alterations, additions, or repairs, the Chief 
Engineer, under the direction, of the Board of Alder- 
men, or of the Committee on the Fire Department, 
shall cause the same to be made. And it shall be 
moreover the duty of the Chicf Engineer to receive 
and transmit to the Board of Aldermen all returns of 
officers, members, and Fire Apparatus, made by the 
respective companies as hereinafter prescribed, and 
all other communications relating to the affairs of the 
Fire Department: To keep fair and exact Rolls of 
the respective companies, specifying the time of ad- 
mission and discharge, and the age of each member ; 
to report in writing to the City Clerk, who shall 
keep a record of the same, once in each year, or of- 
tener if directed so to do by the Mayor and Alder- 
men, all accidents by fire which may happen within 
the City, with the causes thereof as well as can be 
ascertained, and the number and description of the 
buildings destroyed or injured, together with the 
names of the owners or occupants. 

Secr. 5. Be it further ordained, 'That in case of 
the absence of the Chief Engineer, the Engineer next 
in rank who may be present, shall execute his office 
with full powers. 

Sect. 6. Be it further nuinde That as many 
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Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, and Fire Compa- 
nies, shall from time to time be formed by the May- 
or and Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and 
each of said companies shall consist of as many men 
as said Mayor and Aldermen may appoint, not ex- 
ceeding to each Engine Company seventy-five, to 
each Hose and Hook and Ladder Company fifty, 
and toeach Bucket, Fire or other Company, twenty- 
five, unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor and Al- 
dermen. 

Secr. 7. Be at further ordained, That no person 
under twenty-one years of age shall be admitted a 
member of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 8. Be it further ordained, That every 
member of the Fire Department shall upon his ap- 
pointment by the Mayor and Aldermen receive a 
certificate or warrant which he shall be holden to 
_ produce within thirty days after he shall have be- 
come a member of said department ; and annually, 
in the month of May thereafter, to the commanding 
officer of the militia company within whose bounds 
he may reside. 

Src. 9. Be it further ordained, ‘That each of the 
companies formed, and appointed by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, shall choose a foreman, two assistant 
foremen and a clerk, at such times as they may deem 
expedient, to be approved and warranted by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, who, after being so approved 
and warranted, shall serve until others are chosen, ~ 
unless sooner discharged by the Mayor and Alder- 
men. ‘They may also make such rules and regula- 
tions respecting the internal government of their re- 
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spective companies as they may deem expedient — 
subject to the approbation of the Mayor and Alder- 
men; anda copy of said regulations shall be depos- 
ited with the Mayor and Aldermen, and another with 
the Board of Engineers. 

Sec. 10. Be tt further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the foremen to see that the several en- 
gines and apparatus committed to their care, and the 
several buildings in which the same are deposited, 
and all things in or belonging to the same, are kept 
neat, clean, and in order for immediate use; it shall 
also be their duty to preserve order and discipline at 
all times in their respective companies, and require 
_and enforce a strict compliance with the City Ordi- 
nances, the Rules and Regulations of the Depart- 
ment, and the orders of the Engineers. ‘They shall 
also keep, or cause to be kept by the clerks of their 
respective companies, fair and exact Rolls, specify- 
ing the time of admission, discharge, and age of each 
member, and accounts of all City property entrusted 
to the care of the several members, and fair records 
of the proceedings of the company, in a book provid- 
ed for that purpose by the City, which Rolls or Re- 
cord Books are always to be subject to the order of 
the Board of Engineers, and the Mayor and Alder- 
men. ‘They are also to make, or cause to be made 
to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns of 
all the members, with their ages, and the apparatus 
entrusted to their care, whenever called upon so to 
do; and also special returns of all persons admitted 
by the company, with their ages, and of all officers 
chosen by the company, and of all members discharg- 
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ed therefrom, within ten days after such admission, 
election, or discharge, to be by said Chief Engineer 
transmitted to the Mayer and Aldermen. 

Sec. 11. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the officers and members of the several 
fingine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Fire Compa- 
nies, whenever a fire shall break out in the City, to 
repair forthwith to their respective Engines, Hose, 
Hook and Ladder and Bucket Carriages, and other 
apparatus, and to convey them in as orderly a man- 
ner as may be to or near the place where the fire 
may be, and in conformity with the directions of the 
Chief, or other Engineer, to exert themselves in the 
most orderly manner possible, in working and man- 
aging the said Engines, Hose, Hooks, and Ladders, 
and other apparatus, and in performing any duty 
that they may be called upon to do, by any. Engi- 
neer; and upon permission of the Chief or other En- 
gineer, shall, in an orderly and quiet manner, return 
said Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Bucket 
Carriages, and other apparatus, to their respective 
places of deposit. Provided, That in the absence of 
all the Engineers, such directions and such permis- 
sion may be given by their respective foremen. 

Sec. 12. Be it further ordained, That on the 
return of said engines and other apparatus, they 
shall, by the said Companies, respectively, be well 
washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely housed; and 
once in every month, and oftener if necessary, said 
Companies shall meet for the purpose of examining 
the state of their respective engines and other appa- 
tus, and seeing that the same are in good order and, 
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fit for service; and once in each of the months of 
May, July, and September, shall draw out their res- 
pective engines and other apparatus, to wash and 
cleanse them, and to exercise the members; and the 
same carefully return. 

Sec. 13. Be wt further ordained, That it shall be 
the special duty of firemen to exert themselves to 
supply water for the engines, to protect the engine- 
men and other members of the Department from 
being interrupted in the discharge of their duty by 
the bystanders, to keep all idle and suspected per- 
sons at a proper distance from the fire, and from the 
vicinity, to save and protect furniture, merchandize, 
and other property, to form lines across the streets, 
lanes, and avenues, leading to the place where the 
fire is, and at reasonable and proper distances there- 
from, for the purpose of preserving order, preventing 
plunder, excluding ail improper persons, enforcing 
the regulations of the. Department, and to perform 
any other duty which they may be called upon to 
do by any Engineer. 

Sec. 14. Be wt further ordained, ‘That the Engi- 
neers and members of the several companies regu- 
larly admitted and appointed, shall wear such caps, 
badges, or insignia, as the Mayor and Aldermen 
shall from time to time direct to be furnished at the 
expense of the city; and no other person or persons 
shall be permitted to wear the same except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may direct. 

Sec. 15. Be it further ordamed, That if any 
member of either of the several companies, shall 
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wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or 
shall be guilty of disorderly conduct, disobedience to 
their officers, or to any Engineer, he shall for each 
and every such offence, forfeit and pay a penalty not 
less than one nor more than five dollars. 

Secr. 16. Be it further ordained, That all per- 
sons present not members of either of said compa- 
nies, are hereby enjoined to obey the directions of 
any Engineer, given at any fire, and to render their 
services, if required by any Engineer, under a penal- 
ty of not less than two nor more than twenty dol- 
lars ; and it shall be the duty of the Chief and other 
Engineers, to report to the Mayor and Aldermen, the 
name of every person liable to the penallies provided 
by this section, and also the name of members of 
either of the several companies, neglecting or refus- 
ing to comply with the duties by this ordinance en- 
joined. Hi 
Sect. 17. Be it further ordained, That the City 
Council may by a concurrent vote, at any time, re- 
move from office the Chief Engineer or any of the 
other Engineers and that the Mayor and Aldermen 
may at any time discharge any or all of the members 
of either of said companies. 

Sect. 18. Be it further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the City Marshal and Constables of 
the City, to repair with their Staves or such other 
Badges of office as the Mayor and Aldermen shall 
direct on the alarm of fire, immediately to the place 
where the fire may be, and there to use their best 
skill and power, under the direction of the City Mar- 
shal or Head Constable, for the preservation of the 
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public peace, the prevention of theft, and dilapida- 
tion of property, and the removal of all suspected 
persons, for which service the Constables shall re- 
ceive such compensation as shall be in each case or- 
dered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 19. Be it further ordained, ‘That immedi- 
ately on the alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of 
the respective Watchmen to give notice thereof, 
within their respective districts, by crying “ Fire,” 
and mentioning the street or direction where it may 
be, and if any Watchman shall neglect so to do, he 
shall forfeit and pay one dollar, and if it shall hap-. 
pen that a chimney only shall be on fire either by 
night or day, the bell shall not be rung, but only 
when a building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Sect. 20. Be it further ordained, ‘That if any 
chimney, stove-pipe, or flue within the City, shall 
take or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to 
which such chimney, stove-pipe or flue appertains 5 
_ or the person or persons so setting the same on fire, 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars: Pro- 
vided, ‘That it shall be lawful for any person to set 
fire to, and burn his chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, be- 
tween sunrising and noon; if the buildings contigu- 
ous are wet with rain or covered with snow ; and it 
shall be the duty of the Chief and other Engineers 
to report to the Mayor and Aldermen the name of 
every person liable to the penalty provided by this 
section, in their first returns thereafter. 

Secr. 21. Beit further ordained, ‘That when- 
ever it shall be determined at any fire by any three or. 
more of the Engineers, or a majority of any greater 
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number of the Engineers present, to be necessary, to 
pull down or otherwise demolish any building the 
same may be done by their joint order. | 

Sec. 22. Be wt further ordained, That the pow- 
er of making and establishing rules and regulations 
for the transportation and keeping of Gunpowder 
within the City of Boston, and of granting Licenses 
for the keeping and sale thereof in the City, accord- 
ing to the provisions of an act, entitled ‘an act for 
further regulating the storage, safe keeping, and 
transportation of Gunpowder in the town of Boston,’ 
and of any other Act or Acts on the same subject 
shall be exercised and performed by the Chief and 
other Engineers, and the power and duty of seizing 
any Gunpowder kept or being within the said City 
or the harbor thereof contrary to the provisions of 
the said Act or Acts, shall be exercised and perform- 
ed by the said Engineers or any of them, and in case 
of any seizure being made by any Engineer, other 
than the Chief, he shall forthwith report to the 
Chief Engineer, who shall cause said Gunpowder to 
be libelled and prosecuted in the manner prescribed 
in the said first mentioned statute, and all the other 
powers and duties granted or enjoined in and by the 
said Act or Statutes, shall be performed by the said 
Chief or one of the other Engineers. 

Sec. 23. Be it further ordained, 'That it shall be 
the duty of the Chief and other Engineers, to inquire 
for, and examine into all shops and other places, 
where shavings or other such combustible materials 
may be collected and deposited, and from time to 
time, and at all times, to be vigilant in taking care 
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of the removal of the same, whenever in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may be dangerous to 
the security of the City from fires, and to direct the 
tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to 
remove the same, or to pay the expense of such re- 
moval under the direction of such Engineers. 

Sec. 24. Be it further ordained, That all mon- 
eys received for fines, forfeitures, and penalties, ar- 
ising under this ordinance and the laws of this 
Commonwealth, regulating the storage and transpor- 
tation of Gunpowder, the erection of buildings with- 
in the City of Boston, and the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, shall be paid into the Treasury of 
the City, to be applied in such way as is provided 
by the Acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sec. 25. Be at further ordained, That every 
member of the Fire. Department of the City of Bos- 
ton, who shall have served according to Jaw, for 
seven successive years, shall be entitled to receive a 
certificate thereof, signed by the Mayor of said city, 
and all persons who shall receive said certificate as 
aforesaid, shall be entitled to wear the badge of the 
Department, and do duty therein, under such or- 
ganization and management as the Mayor and Al- 
dermen may determine. 

Sect. 26. Beit further ordained, That annually 
in the month of January, there shall be paid from the 
City Treasury,* on warrant of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, to the foreman of the respective companies as 
follows : 


*The words ‘‘in lieu of all premiums or other compensation’? are here ~ 
omitted, 
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To each company, entitled by the order of the 
Mayor and Aldermen as aforesaid, to seventy-five 
members, seventy-five dollars: to each company so 
entitled as aforesaid to fifty members, fifty dollars ; 
to each company so entitled to wens members, — 
twenty-five dollars. 

Secr. 27. Beat further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the Chief Engineer, before the first 
day of May, ennually, to transmit to the City As- 
sessors a list of all the members of the Fire De- 
partment, who, through the year preceding, have 
performed all the duties required of them by law, 
in conformity to the provisions of an ‘Act .con- 
cerning the appointment of Enginemen, passed 
March 1, 1834, but excluding from said list the 
the names of those whose non-attendance at fires 
during the year preceding the return, has not 
been caused by sickness, or leave of absence. And 
a similar list shall be prepared by the Chief En- 
gineer, and submitted to the City Council. And 
the members whose names shall be borne on such 
list, so reported, for the year ending the first day 
of May, shall be entitled to receive from the City 
Treasurer a sum equal to the poll tax to the State, 
County and Town which may be assessed on said 
first day of May, and may be paid by or on ac- 
count of such members. 

Secr. 28. Be it further ordained, That the sum 
of fifty doilars be annually paid from the City 
Treasury, on warrant of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, to each Engine Company, and to each Hose 
Company of the Department, as a compensation 
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to their respective stewards, for cleaning, oiling, 
and otherwise keeping in proper order, the Hose, 
Engines, and other apparatus in charge of said 
companies respectively. 

Secr. 29. Be it further ordained, ‘That when- 
ever the members of the several companies shall as- 
semble at the several houses entrusted to their care, 
either on duty or company business, order and regu- 
larity shall be preserved, and that it shall be the duty 
of the officers and members of said companies, to re- 
frain from assembling unnecessarily at said houses, 
particularly on Sundays ; and that at all times the 
utmost care and economy shall be exercised in the 
use of fuel, lights, and other property furnished by 
the City. 

Sect. 30. Be it further ordained, That any 
member of the City Council may enter within the 
lines at any fire by wearing a suitable badge for that 
purpose, to be provided by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 31. Be it further ordained, That from 
and after the passing of this Ordinance, all former 
Ordinances relating to the appointment of Engineers, 
and other members of the Fire Department, and to 
the establishing of a Fire Department, and for pre- 
venting and extinguishing fires, excepting such parts 
thereof as may be necessary to recover all fines and 
penalties incurred under the Ordinances aforesaid, 
be, and the same hereby are repealed.

The Standing Committee on Elections and Returns, 
to whom was referred the remonstrance of Sam- 
uel Chessman and sixty three others, against the 
election of the sitting members from Ward num- 
ber three, having held several meetings at which 
all the parties interested were notified to attend, 
ask leave to | 


REPORT: 


That although the remonstrance is against the 
election of the members returned from that Ward, 
who were chosen on the eleventh day of December 
last, yet the whole of the testimony, and conse- 
quently the investigation of the Committee was di- 
rected to the election held on the eighth day of that 
month, at which time the remonstrants aver their 
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belief that Messrs. James Clark, Samuel W. Hall, — 
David Tillson, and John Snelling were duly élected. 
But the ward officers avow that there was no choice 
of Common Council Men effected, and their return 
to the Mayor and Aldermen, as well as the record 
of the Clerk, both of which were made under their 
oath of office, correspond with that declaration. 

All the parties were in ‘attendance before the 
Committee, and in the course of a very thorough 
investigation, of all the circumstances attending the 
election, it appeared that the inhabitants of the 
Ward were notified in the usual mode, and that on 
the eighth day of December last, the meeting was 
opened by the Warden, and the electors were called 
- on to bring in their votes for Mayor, Common Coun- 
cil Men, and other officers, agreeably to the warrant. 
The meeting is represented as having been rather 
tumultuous, and some illegal votes are said to have 
been deposited. The poll was closed at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. From that time, as asserted by 
the Inspectors, there was a great press of citizens 
near the place where they were counting the votes, 
and great confusion prevailed, until nearly 6 o’clock, 
when so much anxiety was evinced on the part of 
the electors, to learn the result of the election, so 
far as related to the Council Men, that the Warden 
stated his willingness to inform them as far as he 
was able, but that it must not be considered offi- 
cial, and made the following statement, which he 
_ considered “imperfect,” viz.

The meeting was then adjourned to the next day 
at 1 o’clock ; after which, the Warden, Inspectors,

The Council will perceive that this statement va- 
ries essentially from that made at the Ward Room, 
on the day previous. For then, only one hundred 
and ninety were necessary to a choice, consequent- 
ly, six persons would have been elected. But in the 
latter case, two hundred and one being required, 
there was no choice. 

The Committee were anxious to ascertain, by 
what process, the Ward Officers arrived at this re- 
sult. It appeared that no one of those gentlemen 
counted all the ballots, or examined all the figures, 
but each counted a part, and relied on the figures 
which were made on various pieces of paper, by the 
Clerk and others; and in order to ascertain the 
whole number of ballots, they took the highest 
number of votes given for one candidate on each 
opposing ticket, thus — 


For James Clark, - : 196 

J. Snelling, - - 194, 

and then adding the scattering votes, 1] 
401 


which they say had not been added in their proper 
column, at the Ward Room. 

This proceeding, the Committee consider quite 
irregular, and by no means calculated to render the 
whole number of yotes certain, 
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The Ward meeting was again adjourned to the 
eleventh day of the month, for the purpose of elect- 
ing Common Council Men and a Warden; and it 
was voted that the Warden and Clerk. notify the 
proposed meeting in the several newspapers. 

From all the facts in the case, as they appear by 
the testimony, and the admission of the parties, the 
Committee are unanimous in the opinion, that there 
was no election of Common Council Men in Ward 
number three, on the eighth day of December last, 
and consequently, that the members returned from 
that Ward as having been elected on the eleventh 
day of that month, are legally entitled to their 
seats. 

They therefore ask leave to submit the following

REPORT IN PART: 


That it being in their judgment extremely impor- 
tant that the financial arrangements of a corporation 
whose concerns are so varied and extensive as those 
of this City, should be administered on principles 
not only well defined but uniform, they have direct- 
ed their attention to the existing regulations in re- 
Spect to that branch of the subject which has been 
referred to them. The first ordinance relating to 
the accounts of the City, is entitled “ an ordi- 
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nance establishing a system of accountability, by 
which the office of the Auditor was created, and all 
the expenditures were brought under the supervision 
of a joint Committee of the City Council; the ad- 
vantages which have resulted from this measure are 
too apparent and well understood, and the ability 
with which the duties under it have been performed 
are too well known to make it necessary for the 
Committee to enlarge upon them: but this ordi- 
nance has relation rather to the expenditures than to 
the general fiscal concerns of the City; the only 
provision in relation to receipts is, that all officers, 
(excepting the Treasurer) who receive: moneys be- 
longing to the City, shall from time to time pay them 
over to the Auditor, who shall once a week pay the 
same to the Treasurer. No regulation is establish- 
ed prescribing the time within which debts due to 
the City shall be paid, nor pointing out the mode in 
which payment shall be enforced. ‘That the atten- 
tion of the Council has not hitherto been effectively 
directed to this point, may no doubt be attributed to 
the diligence and activity which have distinguished 
the accounting officers of the City ; but your Com- 
mittee are of opinion that the prosperity of our mu- 
nicipal affairs should as far as practicable be the re- 
sult of a well devised and efficient system and not 
mainly depend on the peculiar qualifications of those 
who occupy official situations ; and they think that 
the most favorable time for the introduction of such 
a system is when the standing and fitness of the 
public agents are so indisputable, as to preclude the 
supposition of any personal application — Among the 
most important of such regulations, in the opinion of 
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the Committee, are such as narrow the exercise of 
official discretion and as afford officers precise and 
definite rules for guidance in the performance of 
their duties. Matters of discretion should be reserv- 
ed to the City Government itself, which possesses the 
right and should retain the power to vary rules as 
the interests of the City or the principles of equity 
may in particular cases render expedient. Such a 
course, while it effectually protects the City, relieves 
its officers from the exercise of a power which may 
be considered invidious and generally subjects them 
to censure. 

Some approaches have already been made by the 
City Council towards the establishment of a system 
for the regular collection of debts. By the ordi- 
nance concerning Taxes, the Treasurer is required 
to adopt coercive measures in cases where Poll 'Tax- 
es only are assessed, unless they be paid on demand, 
and if other ‘Taxes are not paid within sixty days 
allowed for payment, he is required to issue a sum- 
mons, which is to be followed by a warrant if the de- 
linquency continues ten days afterwards. By the 
ordinance relative to Sewers and Drains, it is provi- 
ded that all bills or dues under the ordinance which 
remain unpaid sixty days after presentment, shall be 
‘handed to the City Solicitor for collection forth- 
with. These ordinances vest no discretion in any 
officer of the government, and they may be consider- 
ed as indicating the views of past Councils on that 
subject. The utility of the provision has been ex- 
emplified in respect to the Taxes, and no doubt is en- 
tertained of its equal efficacy when it shall be prac- 
tically applied to the claims arising under the other 


) 
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ordinance alluded to. Your Committee think that 
it would be advantageous to extend the same prin- 
ciple to claims and debts of other descriptions, and 
thus to establish uniformity in this department of our 
municipal concerns. At present, excepting in the 
two instances referred to, no specific time is pre- 
scribed as the limit of indulgence, nor is any course 
pointed out for the officers to pursue in cases of de- 
linquency —and it may well be doubted whether in. 
the absence of any injunction to resort to the judi- 
cial enforcement of payment any officer. would 
feel himself justified, were he to institute a suit 
without the direction of the City Council. It cer- 
tainly could not be considered a dereliction of duty 
if he neglected to adopt such a proceeding. 

It is unnecessary in the opinion of your Commit- 
tee to specify all the classes of claims not provided 
for in the existing ordinances, many of them are of 
too minute a character to be arranged in any par- | 
ticular class — the most prominent are Bonds and 
Notes and Rents of City property. Several officers 
of the City are either entrusted with the collection 
of money or authorized to receive fees, to be paid 
over for the use of the City. In some cases, as of 
the County Attorney, the Clerk of the Police Court, 
the Hay Weighers and Undertakers, periodical pay- 
ments are directed, in others, as of the City Clerk 
no time is specified, but in none is any direction giv- 
en as to the course which shall be pursued in cases 
of neglect. It may perhaps be thought that the 
power of removal is a sufficient guarantee of punctu- 
ality, but it appears to your Committee that even if 
such a power has been hitherto effectual, and they 
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believe it has not been invariably so, it cannot con- 
stitute a reason for dispensing with other and more 
efficient correctives. 

The interests of the City will according to the 
views of the Committee be advanced by establishing 
a general rule applicable to all cases, without vest- 
ing in any department of the Government a discre- 
tionary authority to relax its provisions ; such an au- 
thority would subject its depository to mnumerable 
applications and expose it to great embarrassments. 
If circumstances exist in any particular case to rec- 
ommend the party to indulgence, he can always have 
access to the City Council, who will never be indif- 
ferent to the claims of justice or humanity, but will 
always listen to the reasonable applications of their 
fellow citizens. 

That the regulation recommended may not be 
construed into an extension of time on demands held 
by the City, and that in all cases the interests of the 
City may be adequately protected, your Committee 
recommend that while it shall be the duty of the 
officers to place all demands in the hands of the City 
Solicitor at the expiration of sixty days, the Mayor 
and Aldermen may at their discretion direct them to 
be put in suit without awaiting that period. 

In conformity with these views, the Committee 
present for the consideration of the Council an Or- 
dinance the provisions of which are, in their opinion, 
adapted to promote and secure the public interest by 
extending a principle already adopted and found ben- 
eficial if practice.

AN ORDINANCE 


Providing for the more regular Collection of Debts 


due to the City of Boston 


BE tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, That in all cases where speci- 
fic provision is not now made either by the laws of 
the Commonwealth or by the ordinances of the 
City, for the collection of debts due to the City, 
whether for the principal or interest of any note 
or bond, or arising from any assessment, von- 
tract or account, or in any other manner what- 
ever, if the party owing such debt shall not 


within sixty days after demand made, pay the 


same, such claim of the City shall be placed by 
the Treasurer or the Auditor of Accounts, as the 
case may be, in the hands of the City Solicitor, 
who shall forthwith put the same in suit: pro- 
vided however, that when in the judgment of the 
Mayor and Aldermen the interests of the City 
require, they may direct any debt due to the 
City, to be put in suit at any time after the 
same may become due.

REPORT’: 


This document is presented to the Common Coun- 
cil with the unanimous nomination of a candidate 
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for the office of Chief Engineer, requiring our con- 
currence, — thereby rendering this subject one of 
much more delicacy in discussion and examination, 
than if it were only a question of expediency, wheth- 
er or not, to change the present requirements of du- 
ty of that officer, and in that event abolish the 
salary. : 

This duty is still more unpleasant to your Com- 
mittee, inasmuch as they learn from all the sources 
of their inquiry the very respectable standing of the 
gentleman who has been thus nominated and sent to 
this board for concurrence,— they unhesitatingly 
add, they shall support the concurrence, unless the 
Council should judge it for the interest of the City 
to abolish the salary of the Chief Engineer. 

Your Committee with a view of availing them- 


selves of all the information they could command in , 


relation to this subject, invited all the Engineers 
who are associated in their labors with the Chief 
Engineer, and who by the ordinance, in his absence, 
have equal power with himself, according to their 
rank. , 

_ There are belonging to the Department, eighteen 
Engineers. 

Thirteen of whom appeared before your Commit- 
tee, and with the exception of only one, all were 
clear, and decided, in relation to the expediency of 
introducing a new order in the relations between 
the Chief and Associated Engineers,—they assign- 
ed various reasons, why the Chief Engineer should 
not be paid a salary. 

Among others, that the person who held that ap- 
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pointment should have other and higher motives 
than the obtainment of a salary, to induce him to 
undertake the duties of that office. 

They recommend —'The Engineers should hold 
periodical meetings, for the performance of their du- 
‘ties. That a Superintendent of Fire Apparatus 
should be appointed, who has sufficient conversance 
with the mechanical and other labor required for the 
Department, who should be always in attendance at 
the office in proper hours ; who shall personally at- 
tend to all repairs, and other duties required ; col- 
lect all bills,.examine and lay them before the En- 
gineers for their approval or rejection; and who 
shall be paid such salary as the City Council shall 
appoint. 

Your Committee after fully considering the sub- 
ject, have instructed me to report for the considera- 
tion of the Council, the following Resolves.

REPORT 
The following amendments, to wit : — At section 
38, strike out the last clause, as follows : —** which 


certificate shall be equivalent toa report to the Coun- 
cil, of such fact by the Committee :” And they re- 
commend the insertion, at the end of the Rules and 
Orders, of the 34th chapter in the volume of Ordi- 
nances, showing the time and manner of electing 
certain Municipal Officers ;— to which should be 
added the same information as to the election of all 
other City Officers, whether chosen by one, or both 
Boards. Also, the insertion of the Ordinance regu- 
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lating the Survey and admeasurement of Wood and 
Bark. 

Your Committee further recommend the adoption 
of the additional sections reported by a Committee of 
the last Common Council, with some amendments, to 
be numbered, in continuation of the present standing 
Rules and Orders, sections 45, 46, 47 and 48. 

These additional provisions, as altered by your 
Committee, are as follow, to wit: — 

Section 45. No Chairman of a Committee shall 
vouch for any expenditure, or the terms of any con- 
tract, — as directed in the 3d Section of the Ordi- 
nance establishing a system of accountability in the 
City expenditures, — unless previously ordered so to 
do by his Committee ; — nor shall he give any order, 
or incur any expense, but by the same authority. 

Section 46. A majority of all Committees, duly 
convened, shall be necessary to constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business ; — and no Committee 
shall, — under any pretext whatever, — transact 
business of any description, but to adjourn, unless 
such quorum be actually present. The business re- 
ferred shall be acted on by the whole body, when 
practicable, instead of Sub Committees ; and when 
Sub-Committees become necessary, no member shall 
be excluded from them who is willing to be joined ;— 
nor shall Sub-Committees do any act not previously 
ordered in the principal Committee, except in cases 
where discretionary power shall have been expressly 
given. 

Section 47. Standing Committees, and Building 
Committees, shall meet once a month, and oftener, 
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if necessary ; shall report every three months, at 
least, and keep a record of their proceedings ; and all 
Committees, before making their final report, shall 
callin and examine the bills contracted by them. 
Committees shall make no alterations in Plans or 
Estimates adopted by the City Council, but shall 
govern their expenditures by their several estimates, 
or appropriations, which are not to be exceeded 
without special authority to that effect. And mem- 
bers of this Board, appointed as part of any Joint 
Committee, continue subject to the control of the 
Board, in the same manner as special Committees 
of the Common Council. 

Section 48. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of 
the Common Council, to keep the records of Com- 
mittees requiring that service ;— and he shall, on 
the appointment of every Standing, and Building 
Committee, provide the Chairman thereof with suita- 
ble blank books for that purpose. And the said 
Clerk shall have the custody of the minutes so kept, 
~ which, like all the other records, shall be subject to 
the inspection of the members of the City Coun- 
cil.

The particulars regarding the time when the loans 
were negotiated — and the rate of Interest paid — 
will be found stated in the accompanying document, 
marked A, as recorded on the Treasurer’s Books. 

The whole amount of the funded debt of the City, 
the periods when it falls due, the rate of Interest on 
each Loan, and the time for which it was originally 
borrowed, will be found in the accompanying docu- 
ments marked B, as recorded in the Books of the | 
Auditor of Accounts. 

To the 3d enquiry, viz. — ‘ The Bank in which 
the monies are deposited, the authority under which 
such deposites are made, the rate of Interest allow- 
ed on them, and on what time and sums, together 
with an estimate, as near as may be, of the average 
amount of cash in the Treasury through the last 
financial year. 

The monies are deposited in the City Bank. The 
authority under which such deposites were made 
does not appear on record. 

Your Committee have been informed that the 
Committee on Finance for the year 1822, consisting 
of the Hon. Peter C. Brooks, Enoch Silsbee, George. 
W. Brimmer, Henry Orne and Isaac Winslow, 
Esquires, considering the safe keeping of the mo- 
neys as coming within their province, instruct-— 
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ed the then Treasurer, William Mackay, Esq., to 
ascertain the best terms on which he could de- 
posite the Money with some Bank, and what inter- 
est could be obtained for the balance on hand — the 
Treasurer reported he could deposite all his Moneys 
with the City Bank, and receive Interest on his bal- 
ance daily, to be placed to his credit at the end of 
the month, at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum — 
the account was thus opened with the City Bank on 
the 9th December, 1822, and has been continued 
there since. 

The average amount of cash in the Treasury, 
taken from the Books of the City Bank, will be 
found in the accompanying document marked C.

Whether the name of Israel Ames was on 
any regular ballot, or whether it was among the 
scattering votes, and if any other name except his, 
was on the ballots containing his name. 


3d. Whether Loring Giger W. T. Spear, D. 
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Tillson, and T. Gould, had a vote on separate bal- 
lots, or whether their names were on regular bal- 
lots, in place of other candidates, whose names 
were stricken out. 

Ath. The circumstances which took place on 
both days of election at ward three, which were 
in their opinion illegal or improper, either on the 
part of the electors, or the Warden, Inspectors, and 
Clerk, who presded over the same. 

5th. ‘That the Committee be directed to report 
all the evidence adduced. 

In compliance with the above instructions, the 
following testimony is submitted. It is that por- 
tion of the testimony which was taken by the Com- 
mittee previous to their first report, and upon which, 
the opinions expressed in that report were based. 
As the Committee had doubts with regard to their 
power of administering oaths in this case, the wit- 
nesses were not sworn. 


Rowland Ellis, 

Said whole number of votes was 379, according to the state- 
ment on the paper D, in the possession of Committee, sup- 
posed there was a choice made—went home thinking there 
was ; heard Warden declare the votes, and to the remarks that 
it was sipgular that six should be elected, heard warden say, 
the thing had happened before. 


James Clark, 

After balloting, heard Warden state he was ready to declare 
in part, and he did declare asabove. There were various mo- 
ions for adjournment, adjourned to next day at 1 o’clock ; 
scattering votes were counted as whole tickets; we believe, in 
consequence of having votes destroyed, that they came to the 
result in the wrong way — did not consider the result final, 
the Warden thought so, and rather took back, and the meeting 
was adjourned to next day. 


‘The Warden and Clerk here admit that the figures handed 
to Committee, on loose papers marked A, are correct as far 
as they go, but are imperfect, and not all.

Beza Lancoln, 


The meeting was not adjourned in consequence of irregu- 
larities of choice of Common Council men, but for fume 3 no 
one thought there was not an election, thought that the Coun- 
cil should decide which of the six were elected,t hey wished to 
adjourn to count other votes, was surprised to hear the next day 
there was no election the evening before, understoood it to be 
the final result, we did not adjourn, supposing there was any 
mistake in calculation, thought six were elected, and there was 
the end of the matter. Did not hear the Warden “ take back” 
any thing he had said, but thought he was surprised, look’d so. 


Charles Arnold. 

The Warden thought there was some mistake, and he would 
consider. I did not think the result of the Sth final, as to all, 
thought I should hear more about it next day ; the declaration 
of the Warden was but in part, saw Inspectors cutting out, 
when there was counting of votes, and before, heard Clerk 
say he presumed the single ballots were taken from other 
tickets. 

Mr. Scott. 

Understood like Mr. Clark, thought the Warden declared 
to please the inhabitants, did not consider it a final result, 
thought that the Committee would judge of the matter, thought 
the Warden when he declared, made something like a rough 
guess. 

Beza Lincoln, 

Dont see how Warden could have declared to please the 
people, votes must have been counted, they were figuring 
nearly three hours after closing polls, till about 6 ace saw 
the votes counted and heard them declared; the next day 
heard 401 votes declared, evening before only 379. 

L. R. Lincoln, the Warden. 

There was a great deal of confusion, I distiactly stated that 
the report I made on the evening of the 8th was not correct, 
did not make any official statement, made a declaration af 
Clerk and Inspectors. We counted the whole number of ballots 
to find the result, did not count the names, and then add them 
together, —- but took the highest numbers on each ticket, then 
added scattering 196—194, 11. Making 401. 


: William L. Beal, Clerk of the Ward.* 
Did not consider the declaration of the 8th December offi- 
cial, the votes for Common Council men were much cut up,— 


* This gentleman declined appearing before the Committee during the reinvestigation 
although repeatedly notified. 
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took the result from the records on strips of paper, counted 
them away from Ward Room, that is the figures,—cannot tell 
how the last result was got at, other figures might have been 
added, (but not probable,) that belonged to other lists of 
votes, .Warden, Inspectors, &c. At first election, votes were 
given in with only one name on them for Common Council 
men. 
EE. W. Perry, Inspector. 3 

Votes at first election were given in by persons from City 
and from Country, illegal votes were thrown in and out, it was 
impossible to make a final declaration, Warden said so. Sawa 
great many tickets mutilated, some all cut out, and one name 
written.’ T’wo votes from other wards, thrown in and taken 
out; one put in by a man from Charlestown, one from Ward 
7, one from Ward 2, one from Ward 4, and one by the Clerk 
of the Common Council, all these counted at first election, 
two ballots doubled together, were put in and thrown out. 

The Solicitor was inquired of.*—We guessed at the first 
result, did not carry votes but figures to Fulton house, did not 
know the result of election on the evening of 8th, never thought 
of looking at the checks on the Ward list. If illegal votes had 
not been counted, Democrats would have beaten, I can- 
not swear they were whig tickets which were illegal, inferred 
they were from whigs having voted them. 

1 counted a part, and others a part, and then handed them 
to the Clerk. J have no doubt the votes were correctly 
counted before we went to Fulton house, am positive I did 
not cut out any names, counted tickets with only one name on, 
as whole tickets, and gave the man credit for it. 

After first election, found 19 who had voted and who lived 
out of the ward, directed an inquiry, and that is the reason 
why the democrats beat at the second election. 

Thomas Gould, Jr. Inspector, 

Corroborated Perry’s testimony as to illegal votes, but was 
uncertain at which election it took place, a great many more 
votes for Common Council men than for Mayor at first elec- 
tion. Atthe Fulton house found a mistake in the figures. 
I think the Warden did not give the first result correctly, 
tickets were given in all manner of shapes, the Warden did not 
say how many was necessary to a choice, but gave how many» 
votes each had. |

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Thatcher R. Raymond, Inspector. 

The Warden did not make any regular declaration on the 
Sth, did not suppose the footing at the Ward Room amounted 
to any thing, two votes doubled together were thrown out, 
dont know whether any illegal votes at 2d election or not. 

LR. Linceln, Warden. 

Dont think it necessary to keep the votes after counting 
them. We came at 379 as the whole number, by counting the 
ballots, but did not consider them correctly counted, even if 
only four had been elected, the C. C. votes were very much 
mutilated, the figures, &c. were handed me, I think, by the 
Clerk. 

Phineas A. Stone. 

Heard warden declare the whole number was 379, and 
there were six elected, and that there might be some mistake, 
supposed nevertheless, that it was the official declaration, the 
Warden did state that there might be some mistake. lL was 
surprised next day to hear, there were more votes given in. I 
stated to my friends that 6 were elected, and supposed the C. 
Council would decide. Heard Warden say he might count 
again,—but Perry said the votes were destroyed, and could 
not be counted again. 

Jr. Cone. 

I told Mr. Arnold, it was possible the tickets might have 
been altered by substituting some one name for another. 
Thought every body satisfied with the result, at the meeting 
on the 9th; and a gentleman, who had expressed dissatisfac- 
tion on the day previous, said he withdrew his objection. 

Mr. Wart 
Says, he did not vote in ward 3, on the 8th. 


In the further discharge of the duties assigned 
this Committee, it has held several meetings, at 
which all parties interested have had opportunity to 
be heard, both by themselves and their counsel. ‘The 
opinion of the City Solicitor in regard to the power 
of the Committee to administer oaths having been 
required, will be found on another page.—Docu- | 
ment marked F’. 


Before introducing the testimony adduced at the 
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reexamination, the Committee owe it as well to 
themselves, as to the Council, to explain the cireum- 
stances relating to the 330 votes said to have been 
given for J. A. Mahan, and which is the subject of 
the first branch of the instructious. ‘The figures set 
against the name of J. A. Mahan on the third page 
of the first report, are a correct copy of those 
handed to the Committee by the Memonstrants 
themselves, and used by them, as well as by the Com- 
mittee, through the whole investigation which pre- 
ceded that Report ; and it was not until after at was 
wn print, and the whole matter had been recommuit- 
ted, that the Chairman was notified, that the figures 
were wrong, and that the votes for Mahan ought to 
have been stated at 166, agreeably to the record, 
instead of 130, as stated by the witnesses. 

In spreading before the Council the following tes- 
timony, which was all given under the sanction of 
an oath, administered to the witnesses respectively 
by John W. James, Esq., the Committee are 
aware that much of it will be considered irrelevant, 
but they have no discretion left them to omit any 
part of it, inasmuch as they are directed to “ report 
all the evidence adduced,” they therefore report the 
following, viz. — | 

Charles Lincoln.—Was present at first election, on the Sth 
December in Ward 3, and distributed votes part of the time, 
was in, out and about the Ward room the greatest part of the 
forenoon, don’t know whether I staid till the polls closed. Saw 
nothing to impede the progress of the election. The first diffi- 
culty was with regard to persons voting who lived out of the 
Ward, they were permitted to vote for Aldermen, don’t think 
they were forC. C. men. ‘The general character of Ward 3 is 
decorous, the meeting on the 8th was decorous. Was not there 
when the votes were counted or declared. Went to adjourned 
meeting next day, (the 9th Dec.) was informed of said meet- 


ing by a gentleman in Ann street. Persons thought there 
might have been some error the day before in counting, was a 
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good deal of dissatisfaction, and it was thought they had not got 
at the real fact. Was present at 2d election, did not stay so 
long as I did at first election, meeting was orderly what 1 saw 
ofit. In answer to the interrogatory, did you understand that 
the electors supposed that the first or second declaration was 
correct. Witness says, understood they thought the first. In 
answer to the interrogatory, did you see any single ballots in 
the hands of any voters, witness says, no sir, saw separate bal- 
lots for Aldermen. 

Samuel Chessman.—Was at the polls a little before they 
opened, in Ward 3 on Dec. 8th, staid there half an hour, the 
meeting was perfectly orderly, was not there again on that day. 
Was at adjourned meeting on the 9th, and was very much sur- 
prised to hear 40! declared as the whole number of votes for 
C. C. men, as had heard the day before the whole number 
was but 379, thought there must have been some error, all I 
conversed with were dissatisfied. The principal cause of sup- 
posed error was the fact of C. C. men having more votes than 
ethers. Do not know of any thing illegal at either of the elec- 
tions. There was a great deal of confusion and noise on 
question of adjournment on 9th, almost amounting to an out-. 
rage. Was no interference on the part of the Warden to 
keep the peace ; was something like an offer to fight—one 
party wanted to adjourn to Thursday, and the other to Wed- 
nesday. Did not see any single ballots in the hands of any 
voters. Do not know whether any person voted for C. C. 
men on the 8th who was not entitled to vote. 

Elyah Stearns.—Have been formerly Clerk of Ward 3, 
was present at election in Ward 3 on 8th Dec. The meeting 
was as orderly as usual, was a little excitement, but not more 
than usual. On Tuesday, the 9th, the Warden made a decla- 
ration of votes, after that, began to select a day to choose C. 
C. men. When the declaration of 9th was made, did not 
know what to make of it, heard evening before there was a 
choice made, and afterwards heard it contradicted. As soon as 
the votes had been counted and their numbers marked down, 
and before the declaration, it hasbeen customary in Ward 3 to 
destroy the votes, or allow them to be taken off as waste pa- 
per. Saw so few, and heard so little, cant tell the general im- 
pression with regard to the declaration on the evening of Sth. 
Did not hear any doubt expressed as to the validity of the 
first election, except the fact that six were elected. Did not 
see any single ballots in the hands of any voters. Did not see 
any voters for C. C. men who were not entitled to vote. Saw 
nothing illegal at either of the elections. 


o/e krems Sut LPe 
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William H. Leonard.—Was at the Ward Room in Ward 3, 
onthe 8th December. Was in Ward Room a nnmber of 
times in the course of the day. Was there when the Warden 
read the declaration of votes on the Sth. He said whole 
number was 379, and understood him to say how many were 
necessary to a choice, but believe he did not give the names 
of the candidates elected. . Did not hear Warden say, declara- 
tion was not correct or any thing. Saw Mr. Raymond one cf 
_ the Inspectors hold up a number of votes in his hand and ask 
the Clerk to record them, understood him to say 12, some one 
asked him what he had, Mr. R. replied mutilated votes, that 
is, votes having the names of regular candidates on them 
erased, and other names substituted, the general appearance 
of the votes was mutilated—on these votes, no cne person had 
as many as 12, believe some had six, some nine, &c.* Did not 
hear Warden say any thing. Did not think whether we should 
be called upon to vote again or not. The election on Sth 
December was peaceable and ordérly. Don’t know any thing 
illegal at either of the elections, saw one or two persons, when 
they went to vote, questioned, one Pierce, who has lived in the 
Ward a number of years. The votes for Warden and Inspec- 
tors were not declared on the 8th of December, but on next 
day. Don’t know whether the votes for S. C. M. and O. P. 
were declared on 8th or not. On Tuesday 9th heard said, 
don’t know how the officers of Ward got at the number 401, 
must have been some error in the calculation which made it. 
On the question of adjournment meeting was rather noisy, . 
there was high talk, did notsee any one angry enough to fight. 
There was a difference of opinion with regard to declarations of 
both days. 

Phineas A. Stone—Was present whole of the Sth. Was 
as good order as usual at any meeting—was present at decla- 
ration on 8th—Warden said he would give the result of Com- 
mon Council men en account of the anxiety to hear. A num- . 
ber asked the Warden, and he said he would go as far to 
make declaration of Common Council men, and a little before 
adjournment gave declaration of Common Council men—War- 
den said whole number of votes was 379, then gave what was 
necessary to a choice, and then gave the result—was present on 
9th and there was considerable surprise expressed with regard 
to being more votes declared on that day than on the first—on 
Sth Mr. Raymond stated there was a number of matilated 
votes—don’t recollect exact number, said Israel Ames had 


* This was before the declaration. 
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several, not certain—don’t know how many—saw one ballot 
for Common Council men with the name of Loring Grover, 
shoula think nothing more than Common Council men on the 
ticket. Grover’s ticket was passed to Warden, Warden said he 
did not know what it was—said it was Loring something, Mr. 
Perry said it was Loring Grover—should think there were about 
twenty mutilated tickets—votes after being counted were 
twisted and thrown into basket under desk—looked over when 
they were evunting—on the Sth Warden said with regard to 
declaration making 6 C. ©. men elected, there must be a mis- 
take and yet it might be. Did not expect to be called together 
to vote again—thought an election was made onthe 8th. On 
Tuesday the 9th was considerable noise at Ward Room. Elec- 
tors appeared to be dissatisfied at the result of 401, heard a num- 
ber say so. The general impression was, that some suppcsed a 
mistake, some not—on question of adjournment, good deal of 
noise, something said with regard to result by Mr. Arnold, don’t 
know what. Mr. Perry one of the Inspectors got up on the 
bench and said he would be heard, &c. 

Richard G. Wait.—Was present at the election on Sth, 
offered to vote, and Mr. Perry told me I could not, I had re- 
moved from the Ward. about three weeks before. Mr. Perry 
said | could vote for Mayor and Aldermen, but should not for 
C. C. men. Meeting was orderly as usual, with the exception 
of an objection being made to my voting, was some loud talk 
in consequence. ‘The question interested the Warden and 
officers so much, that it was a little of a bar to immediate 
progress—atiended adjourned meeting on Tuesday—those fF 
talked with, thought thevotes had not “been declared as they 
had been given in—-after Warden had declared on Sth that 
polls should be closed in five minutes, he waited two minutes, 
and then said, will be closed in three—aiter three minutes, the 
Warden said, polls are now closed, and after that, received 
one vote, and subsequently did not declare the polls closed— 
do not know at what time polls closed—don’t know whether 
bells had stopped tolling or not—was present at declaration 
on Sth, Warden said he would endeavour to give the result 
of Common Council men in an hour or hour and half, but did 
not think he would be able to make tue whole declaration. If 
I stated declaration now, E should do it partly from reference to 
the Report of Committee on Elections, but independent from 
the report, recollect that Clark had 196, Hall 195, whole num- 
ber 379. Warden said how many were necessary to a choice, 
then declared six were elected—Warden was asked how that 
could be—he said it was susceptible of being done by figures,

and said instances had occurred in the House of Representa- 
tives. Was asked, what he should do in that case, he said, ‘i 
shall return them to the Mayor and Aldermen, and they may 
take such of them as they choose”—was a good deal surprised 
next day, to hear a result so different from that of the day be- 
fore. Meeting on 9th voisterous, so much so that it was diffi- 
eultto hear a motion put—Warden observed he had done his 
duty under oath, and if the citizens did not like it, he would 
resign; which observation of Warden was in consequence of 
remarks of persons in and out of the ward room, and from Mr. 
Arnold then present, saying that the votes of second day were 
wrongly counted, and that declaration of first day was correct— 
saw three printed names and one written one on a. ballot—Mr. 
Rayniond passed it to me to decypher, and decyphered christian 
name tobe Louing, could not tell what surname was. Mr, R. 
had very many mutilated tickets in his hand in the afternoon and 
before the declaration—saw 196 and 194 and 11 in pencil mark 
on paper, and had calculated before how they could get at re- 
sult—am certain that the vote received after close of polls was 
on first day, and that Inspectors were examining the list to find 
the voters name before the polls closed. 

Levi Brown.—Was present about five minutes between 12 
and ! o’clock, P. M. on 8th, was there but a few minutes, saw 
no improper conduct or voting, nor any one refused. 

Beza Lincoln.—Was present as a vote distributor on meet- 
ing of the 8th, saw no improper voting, meeting was as orderly 
as usual—was present when polls closed. Warden said he 
would declare in an hour or so, was present at declaration, he 
declared first for Warden, and said there was a tie; then for 
Clerk, and said that Mr. Beals was elected, then for Common 
Council men, and said whole number of Common Council 379, 
then said how rmany were necessary to a choice, then read off 
what each candidate had, and for Israel Ames 7, Wm. T. 
Spear 1, D. Tillson 1, Loring Grover 1, was busy writing 
down Warden’s declaration, and did not notice what Warden 
said after having made the declaration, don’t recollect whether 
he qualified it, thought that 379 for Common Council men 
was the final declaration, was surprised that six were elected, 
but thought six were elected ; calied at Clerk’s house about 
9 o’clock in the evening of 8th, he said all officers, with the 
exception of Warden and Common Council men were elected, 
thought that the adjournment on 8th took place for the purpose 
of completing the declaration—was present at the declaration 
next day, ‘Tuesday, and seemed to learn by hints that the ge-~ 
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#eral impression of the citizens of Ward 3 was, that there was 
sone mistake, and that it would be looked into. House was 
polled, and each pursuaded the other side to come over to them, 
41 present, 21 in favor of an adjournment to Thursday, and 
that the polls be kept open from 12 to 3 o’clock, and 20 in 
favor of Wedvesday, polls to be kept open from 12 to 2 
e’clock. Wasa good deal of talking on question of adjourn- 
ment but in rather good humor, don’t know of any thing illegal 
at either of the meetings. The gentleman alluded to by Mr. 
Wait came before the polls closed, and Inspectors were look- 
ing for his name, when the polls closed. Saw 12 tickets in 
the hands of Mr. Raymond, they were tickets having nothing 
on but Common Council names. I recollect distinctly hearing 
one called for Loring Grover, Warden doubted and Perry de- 
cided. Israel Ames 7, D. Tillson 1. Saw several mutilated 
ballots ; ballots where regular names had been stricken out and 
others written, thought I saw a ballot with all names erased, 
and others substituted, saw D. Villson on one of the ballots, 
remainder of the ticket I know nothing about, whether there 
were other names on it or not. Saw nothing that looked like 
unfairness in the Ward officers. 

David Allen.—Did not vote in third Ward at either of the 
elections, nor attended the meetings, moved to Charlestown 
three months since. Has been no process issued against me for 
voting, heard I was threatened with one, and understood an 
officer came to place where | worked in Salem street, to arrest 
me for having voted in Ward three. 

Beza Lincoln recalled.—Should have stated yesterday, that 
it was my impression that Israel Ames had 7. Am not certain. 
Did not see anything particularly objectionable in Ward offi- 
cers, don’t recollect as to any objections made at the time of 
the declaration of 401. Warden put the question when they 
should adjourn. Meeting was absorbed in that question, Israel 
Ames name was called previous to the declaration, and conclu- 
ded that the whole of the mutilated tickets was included in the 
number 379—according to my impression, the papers shewn 
me look like the papers used at the Ward Room. Just as I 
was leaving the room, after question of adjournment, I heard 
the Warden say something about the dissatisfaction expressed 
by some persons. Considered Warden’s statement on the 8th 
for C. C. M. as his official declaration. 

Charles Arnold.—Was present on the 8th before the Polls 
were opened, was there from 2 till 25, was there till adjourn- 
ment to Fulton House, saw nothing that looked like noise or 
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being boisterous, with the exception of the refusal of Mr. 
Wait’s vote. This made some noise, but was no interruption 
to the meeting. When we were all standing round the table, 
thought I saw them cutting out some of the votes before count- 
ing—cutting out single names, such as Warden and Clerk. 
Warden asked Mr. Perry, what’s the whole number? some 
one asked, how soon they would be ready to declare, said at 
one time, very soon, said he would declare ia part—alterwards 
declared for Common Council Men 379, said how many were 
necessary to a choice, and then read off six, can’t swear War- 
den declared any one elected, think Warden said, there might 
be a mistake, and would look at it again. Next morning 
heard 401 as whole number. Went to see Mr. Lincoln at 
Custom House, Warden said he could not tell how he got at it, 
but that was the result. I said that 1 was confident the 
whole number was elected on Whig Ticket. I stated at 
adjourned meeting on Tuesday that [ did not impute any 
intentional wrong to any one, but was confident that the Whig 
ticket was elected. People came to meeting of acjournment on 
‘Tuesday, excited, some wanted to adjourn to next day, some 
to day after. Mr. Perry jumped on the table and swore he 
would be heard, and said with doubied fist, by the eter- 
nal, he would be heard, and the first one who prevented him, 
he would knock his face in, or something like that, said he 
would be heard, he was a free citizen, &c. On 11th when 
the polls was opened, Mr. Perry drew out from his pocket a 
paper with names on, and marked the corresponding names © 
on Ward list, supposed he meant to challenge. ‘There were 
several refused voting on the 11th, whose names were on 
Ward List. Mr. Barnes; (Thomas P.) don’t know whether 
Mr. Waite was refused, there were several refused. Mr. 
Spear stood at one end of the table, and Mr. Lock at the other 
prepared to challenge. Mr. Dewhurst was refused, and did 
not vote, has been in the habit of voting. [ presume he was told 
he was an alien. His father was naturalized. Another man 
came, Mr. Curtain, and put in his vote, Inspectors said it was 
a double vote. Warden took the vote or votes, laid them on 
the table, and there they remained. Don’t know whether 
they were counted or not. Heard 22 votes were refused on 
11th. The Warden said the Polls had been closed before one 
man had put in his vote, do not suppose the Warden saw 
him. Mr. Ellis said, “Jet him vote, though it be against us,” 
saw bottom name on one ticket on Sth erased with a pencil, 
and Israel Ames written in its place, the rest appeared to be 
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all printed. "The tickets in,Mr. Raymond’s hands appeared to 
be all whole ballots, counted four names, supposed they would 
be called mutilated, by some being erased and some inserted, 
some names cut out | believe—done probably by the voter. 
Ithink the remark about 22 votes came from Mr. Ellis—can 
not say, do not recollect. 

Philip Adams—Was not present on 8th till about 2 o’clock, 
Putin my vote and went away, then returned, but it was after 3 
o’clock before I got there the second time. Genera] appear- 
ance of the meeting as orderly as common,nothing to interrupt, 
was not there on the second day of election, waited first day 
till it was dark, thought they could not count votes, they should 
have lights—was there on IIth, was giving votes out doors, 
two or three men came up, one took a vote, I told him if he 
did net want to vote, to return it, he went away and tore it up, 
some wanted to go a fighting, I said I was too old, that I did 
not come there to fight. Went into Ward room one time, 
saw Mr. Perry jump over the bar and talk to Mr. Spear, Mr. 
Perry was engaged as inspector—head chiaises and carriages, 
thought a rather disagreeable day. Mr. Perry seemed to be 
judge and jury, almost forgot what Ward I was in, don’t know 
the practice of the Ward, but have heard that they generally 
kept the votes till after electiona—gave Mr. Curtain a vote, he 
came back and said, J gave him two votes unintentionally. 
Warden said he hed got the votes and would stay till meeting 
Was over, go vote was not counted, it was a whig vote. Mr, 
Curtain went right up with the vote and came back immedi- 
ately to me, much scared. 

Mr. Arnold recalled.—Heard Mr. Perry say, “Mr. Warden, 
here is a man who has put in two votes.” Warden put them on 
the table, 1 asked the Warden to keep the votes thirty six 
hours, he said, I was out of order. 

Darius Boardman—Have been warden in ward 3, the gene- 
ral practice was for me to count say one hundred or so votes, 
then to hand to Inspector, and if they came out right, were put 
into a bucket back, and did not keepthem. When I was war- 
den there, got through, and never obliged to adjourn to finish 
counting, never destroyed the votes till we bad got them all 
counted. 

Rowland Ellis—Was present on the 8th Dec. meeting, as 
orderly as nsual, was there from before the polls opened in A. 
M. till evening, and acted as vote distributor. Mr. Wait came 
there about 12, said he was challenged. ‘Took out my watch 
when Warden said polls would close in so many minutes, one 
man presented his vote, &c. as testified by Mr. Lincoln. 
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About 6 Warden took up his papers, the same as I believe we 
have, declared first I think for Warden, and said there is a tie, 
then for S. C. M. and said Mr. Palmer is elected, then for Clerk, 
and said Mr. Beals is elected, then declared for Common 
Council Men, whole number 379, gave what was necessary to a 
choice, aud read off names. On second day there was no dif- 
ference in figures from day before, with exception of 401 being 
whole number. Qn evening of 8th, left Ward room and went 
up to Reading room, from thence to Fulton house, there [ 
saw Mr. Bradley, told him we had done better in our Ward, 
and had elected six C. C. M., waited half an hour, speke to 
Mr. Hilliard who went up stairs before me to room where offi- 
cers of Ward 3 were, called Mr. Beal out, told him that I 
had found out that six could be elected, Beal said, could not 
make out any one was elected but Mr. Clark. This con- 
versation took place at Fulton house on evening of Sth, at 
74 o’clock. Mr. Beal handed papers to third person.—If asked 
Mr. B. for them, told him he might leave them with Mr. Wait. 
Mr. Clark got them of Mr. Wait, then 1 got them of Mr. 
Clark, never have made any alteration. While I was talking in 
the entry of the Fulton house with Mr. Beal, heard eall from 
room where ofticers were, ‘ Mr. Beal come in.” In course of 
the evening of 8th, Mr. Lincoln and myself called and told Mr. 
Clark that le was elected.. Next day went to Ward room, 
heard Warden declare 401 as whole number, not much aston- 
ished, as I had heard it would be so, made motion to adjourn. 
While at Ward room, a person jurmped on the table and said 
with an oath, he would be heard. A remark was made by some 
of the bye standers that the figures ‘for Warden were not cor- 
rect as declared by Warden, that they would not make the 
result, and Warden adniitted the mistake and corrected it. 
Every one on the Whig ticket was elected with the exception 
of Common Council Men and Warden. , On 8th, to the re- 
mark that 6 could not be elected, Warden replied the thing 
had been done before. On 11th was present, was present 
when Warden first gave out votes, and J.A. Mahan had 166, did 
not see any single names separated from tickets. did not see 
Mr. Geyer vote. Saw nothing illegal on part of Ward officers, 
on 8th or 11th, except refusal of votes of non-residents, and 
think if their names are on the Ward lists, they have a right to 
vote. : | 

Richard G. Wait recalled——Papers (marked A) upon 
which are memorandums of figures of the election on the 
Sth, look to me to be the same which Mr. Beal handed 
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me—think Mr. Beal said there were other papers upon which 
were memorandums, but donot know whether he meant there 
were other papers of his own, or the Warden’s. [had papers in 
my keeping about two days, one or two persons examined 
them in my hands, I then gave them to Mr. Clark. | 

Jaincs Clark—Papers ‘marked A. were brought to me 
about a week after the election, kept them till meeting of the 
committee, then gave them to Mr. Ellis when he testified, have 
no knowledge of their having ever been altered, were never 
out of my possession, other persons examined them with me in 
my presence. - Saw nothing unusual on election of Sth Dec., 
saw a man ate voted after polls closed, (same as testified to 
before). Mr. Warden said he would declare when ready— 
Clerk thought it would take an hour. First declared whole 
number for ikerdiern and said, there is a tie, then for Clerk, and 
said, Clerk is elected, then for Common Gomieil Men 379, eh 
read names off, Warden said, it appears, o7 seems six are elect- 
ed, and thought there must be a mistake, from the fact of 
having dlecred six, did not consider it a final result from the 
fact of six being elected, nothing more.. Warden himself ad* 
journed meeting to next day, without taking a vote. Attended 
next day, we bea 401 was declared as whole number for C. C. 
M. Mr. Jones moved to pe to next day at 12, objected 
to, were various motions fer adjournment, house polled, great 
difference of opinion and tumult, one got upon the table, said 
with an oath he would be heard. Heard warden speak of 
having been charged, said he would resign. Mr. Arnold was 
about “replying when I left. Mr. Haynes hy: East Boston was 
refused the privilege of voting. ‘I stated the fact to warden, 
and he finally decided that he could not vote. 

Mr. Adams recalled.—A man who lives in my house in 
ward number one, told me he voted on 8th Dec. in ward 3, 
his name I found on ward list. 

Thomas A. Clark.—Was present on 11th Dec., bad voted 
in ward 3, three or four years, my name was on the list, but 
had not resided in the ward for one year, do not know of my- 
name being on avy other ward list, vote was refused by an In- 
spector, who, I afterwards learned, was Mr. Perry, he told me 
with an oath, that I did not live in the ward, and five hundred in 
the room knew it, but were not three hundred there. Voted on 
the Sth Dec. in ward 3 and no where else, voted whig ticket. 
Perry said when | presented my vote, on UIth, P’l] be damned 
if you shall vote, or something to that effect, did not remon- 
strate, was not referred to warden. Could not swear to the 
names of the candidates for Common Council men, I voted for. 
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Andrew Geyer.—Was present on Sth at election in Ward 3, 
dowt know any thing about the counting of the votes, was not 
a resident in Ward 5 on 8th, lived in Tremont street, my name 
has not been transferred to any other Ward list, was not pre- 
sent over two minutes at Ward Room, and was not questioned. 
When [ left Ward 3 on 17th November, it was not my in- 
tention to return, but was my intention when voted. When 
I moved from Ward 3, moved my family out of the Ward and 
took a house in Tremont street, I still intended to return, my re- 
turn always depended on circumstances, voted entire whig 
ticket on the 8th December. Was not present at second elec- 
tion, in consequence of hearing that non-residents could not 
vote, understood so. 

Levi R. Lancola.—Was Warden of Ward 3 on 8th Decem- 
ber. ‘There were two regular sets of candidates voted for on 
that day, there were other printed votes besides, don’t recol- 
leet the number—saw printed votes different from those shewn 
me marked B. and C. Think | saw some votes with the name 
of Israel Ames printed on, don’t know how many, they were 
eonsidered as scattering, think the votes for Mr. Ames were 
counted by some other person than myself. Were separate bal- 
lots cast, bearing on them only the names of candidates for C. 
C. men, they were written and printed, or mutilated—was pre- 
sent at a meeting four or five days before election, of about 20 
or 30 persons, who pledged themselves to vote for C. C. men 
alone, and not for Mayor and Aldermen. Did not recognize 
any of these persons in voting. I think the above 20 or 30 
persons would have voted for the regular ticket bearing Mahan’s 
name, think I saw Mahan’s name erased on some of the ballots. 
After the polls were closed, the votes Ff counted were whig 
votes, handed them to the Clerk, who counted also, other In- 
spectors counted, after I had counted; gave the result to 
Clerk, Clerk took part with Inspectors in counting, and kept 
an account of the result of the different counts. No ballots were 
omitted to be counted by some one of the officers, and were 
counted by them successively in parcels, not all the ballots 
counted by one officer, but no ballot was omitted to be count- 
ed by some one of the officers. The citizens being anxious 
and pressing, I said 1 would give them the result of votes as 
nearly as I could, but they must not rely on my statement, and 
must not consider it as official. The 130 votes for Mahan on 
3d page of report should be 166 as declared on the 9th. Do 
not recognize the figures on the papers shown me marked A, 
as those from which J made out my return. The Clerk told 
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me he had destroyed the papers on which the calculations were 
made. Recollect nothing as to 3d interrogatory in instructions 
to Committee. ‘Two votes doubled together were put inon Sth, 
and two ditto on L!th and both rejected—no legal voter was 
refused voting, non residents were considered as illegal voters, 
and not entitled to vote—acted according to opinion of City 
Solicitor, which opinion was read iz open meeting. Took the 
ground at second election (on 11th) that C. C. men were Ward 
officers. ‘The doubled votes put in as above were whig votes, 
entire—Did not consult my brother officers on making decla- 
ration at Ward room on Sth, made up estimate by the figures 
handed me by the Clerk. After statement on Sth I adjourned 
the meeting to next day at 1 o’clock, and told citizens they 
should then have a full declaration of the votes—adjourned to 
complete the canvass of the votes—always consult my brother 
officers before making formal declaration, did not on 8th, but 
gave out the statement as I should to an Editor in anticipation 
of declaration—on declaration of 9th did consult my brother 
officers—saw nothing illegal or improper in Ward officers. 
Should think there were 25 or 30 persons present at adjourn- 
ment on 8th, arrived at the result at Fulton house by figures, 
the 11 scattering votes were there shown to me by Mr. Ray 

mond, and all the officers consented to their allowance—these 
11 scattering votes were not counted at Ward Room on S8th— 
there were said to be some errors in our first castings, errors 
were found in our estimates at Fulton house, found on calcula- 
tion we had not the whole number of ballots, knew we hadn’t 
ascertained the whole number of ballots. Have no recollec- 
tion of papers shown me (marked A.) Heard of no objection 
on 9th to declaration made that day. A vote of thanks was 
passed to Ward officers at close of election on 11th, (vote was 
put by Clerk and carried,) there were then about 20 present 
at Ward room, some had gone off, and the meeting was not as 
full as at first, no objection made to vote of thanks. Clerk 
made minutes of results of votes at Ward Room, results were 
added up before declaration—what appeared on paper to be 
the fact was taken to the Fulton house, think a paper was found 
among the papers carried to Fulton House from ward room, on 
which were found figures, which were not added at Fulton house. 
Don’t recollect whether any error was discovered in adding 
the results at Fulton House, don’t know who put in the “ dou- 
bled vote” at the first election, inferred from the fact of the 
votes being doubled together, they were put in by one person, 
were no other doubled notes at first election. By a full de- 
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claration, | mean a declaration for all the officers. Don’t re- 
collect whether I called nieeting to order, or not, on 8th. Found 
no errors myself at fulton House. Some non-residents in ward 
3 voted for Mayor and Aldermen alone. 

Samuel Jones.—It is the practice in ward 3 not to preserve 
votes, after they are counted. Was not present on 8th Decem- 
ber except to vote, was present on 91th December, when warden 
opened meeting and deciared all elected, except warden and 
Common Council men; after déelaraiom warden said some 
insinuations had been made derogatory to him, in answer, Mr. 
Clark said, he presumed no one ont find any fault with the 
ward diseers! Mr. Arnold said, he was sorry, if the warden 
understood him to mean any thing more than that there wasa 
mistake somewhere, Mr. C. said, “to be sure, there was no 
election yesterday.” 

George Carpenter.—Have been Inspector i in ward one, four 
or five years, throw votes away after counting,took them home 
for shaving purposes, or used them as waste paper, never saved 
them, and never had auy difficulty. Clerk always keeps esti- 
mates as given off. Ward officers are always consulted by the 
warden in making up declaration. Got though our work in 
ward number | on 8th, about 7 o’clock, evening, and without 
being obliged to adjourn. 

Thomas Gould, Jr.—An Inspector in ward three, last City 
elections. Present on 8th December, understood from warden, 
he had found two votes doubled together, he said he should 
keep them till closing of the polls, or till the counting of votes 
was through with, and then as Inspectors decided, he would act. 
What votes I counted, I counted in separate parcels, then 
handed them to right hand man, and then gave Clerk the re- 
sult ; do not know as I had a sight of the figures tiJl 1 got at 
Fulton House. Saw eleven scattering votes put down on pa- 
per, on evening of 8th. Don’t know any thing more about 
them, had nothing to do with counting scattering votes, should 
think there were more votes for Common Council men than 
for Mayor. On 8th December, found two mistakes in casting 
the figures, I found one, and some one else found another—do 
not know my calculations on the papers shown me (marked A.) 
Should think the Clerk had half dozen pieces of paper to make 
up result from. All officers assented to the result at Fulton 
house, as declared by the warden on the 9th December. Con- 
sidered that we had to finish our business at Fulton House. 
Never assented to any other statement, and knows of no officer 
assenting to any other. Votes for warden were put on separate 
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slips of paper; do not know as I saw any entire printed 
vote upon which Mr. Ames’ name was—do not know as | 
saw names of Grover, Tillson, Spear—heard them called at 
Fulton house and at ward room; think the name Tillson, was 
called and spelt Tileston. Israel Ames 7, Grover 1, Spear 1, 
D. Tillson 1, D. Gould 1, heard them called at ward room, 
and read at Fulton house, and saw them myself by casting up 
the figures. I have no recollection of looking at figures in 
ward room, cannot remember the mistake found at Fulton 
house. Had on papers at Fulton house the whole result of 
the ballots as counted. Considered votes for Ames as scat- 
tering. Don’t recollect whether or not there were other names 
on the ticket on which Ames’s name was, do not recollect 
whether any other names were on the vote of D. Tilson, name 
of Tilson was written, had an impression at ward room it was 
Tileston. Heard remark made, that if the name was spelt 
wrong, or intended for David Tillson, it was the voters look 
out—have no doubt in the results now recorded for Mr, Clark, 
—have no doubt of correctness of the results as now declared. 
The ward officers voted not to count the doubled vote cast on 
the 8th. Was not consulted when warden made declaration 
on 8th. Believe warden kept a separate account from the 
Clerk. 

Levi R. Lincoln, recalled.—Don’t recollect whether there 
was any ticket on 8th bearing the names of Mr. Clark and 
Mr. Snelling, both on it. The belief I had, that there would 
be more votes for C. C. men than for other officers on 8th, 
had no influence with me in supposing an error, or coming to 
the final result. 

George Carpenter reealled.—There are three persons by 
name of Orcutt, residents in Ward 1, whose names are on list 
of Ward 3, and two on Ward 1. 

Enoch W. Perry.—An Inspector in ward number 3. Prior 
to 8th December supposed some unfair means were resorted 
to—therefore a Committee was appointed to revise voting 
lists, and nineteen persons were found non-residents, whose 
names were on the lists, 

William C. Orcutt, non-resident name on Ward list.

Most of which names were written on the list. Checked on 
8th December, name of one of the Orcutt’s (Ira B. Orcutt,) 
great excitement on opening polis 8th December, greater 
number present than ever recollected before. Warden read 
opinion of City Solicitor and said he should be governed by it. 
Challenged names of non-residents, and Mr. Arnold ob- 
jected to it, Richard G. Wait attempted to vote, he seemed 
to evade question as to residence, his name was on the list, 
referred to warden, who was absent. ‘There was great confu- 
sion on the 8th December. Warden told Mr. Wait he might 
vote for Aldermen. Thomas Dewhurst did not present him- 
self to vote, but appeared in the ward room, thinks on 8th De- 
cember, not positive. A tall man, supposed to be David Allen, 
said he had voted, and Mr. Wait had as good right to vote, 
did not recognise David Allen as the person who made re- 
mark at Ward room. ‘The votes were very much mutilated, 
took up parcels frequently of mutilated ballots. Clerk declared 
number of votes and ballots, no one individual had a number 
of votes equal to the number of ballots Am certain that a 
result similar to one shown did actually occur, am sure that in 
some cases, there was but one Common Council man’s name on 
a single ticket. Whilst we were counting, benches were 
thrown down. Cutting up was merely separating the ballots for 
Common Council men. Took us three or four hours to count 
three or four hundred votes, they were so mutilated. After 
two or three officers had counted the votes, if found right, we 
threw them into a basket, some times the warden counted, 
making a third count ; do not think all the votes were counted 
by each of the officers, whole number of ballots given in, I 
think were counted, think the results as counted were perfect- 
ly recorded by Clerk, but cannot; swear. Between the hours 
of six and seven on evening of 8th had finished counting, and 
thought of adjourning, warden cautioned them not to receive 
his declaration on 8th as correct. Dined first at Fulton house, 
and then looked over the figures, which were on all of six 
sheets of paper, 1 think some of them were torn apart so.as to 
look to be more. Clerk run over the figures first, found an 
error of one vote, think it was 195 which I made it. Clerk 
agreed, and it was altered, thought it was in list of Snelling’s 
votes. Asked Clerk if he had got down the scattering votes, 
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said no, he then put them down at my suggestion, think scatter- 
ing was 11. Really cannot tell how the last result at the Fulton 
house was arrived at. Am sure that the Clerk,in taking scat- 
tering votes referred to some part of papers. Voting lists were 
taken out of hands of Inspectors by voters to examiue. After 
11th agreed with ward officers, to meet at Warden’s house, 
and examine the papers, only Mr. Gould and myself went, 
Clerk did not go, learnt there, the papers were destroyed. At 
Fulton house, trusted to the estimates and calculations of 
Clerk. Clerk voted for whigs, knew the fact by seeing his 
ballot, his erasing his name and putting on mine instead. On 
9th December were 43 present at ward room. Don’t recol- 
lect of seeing Mr. Mahan’s name on any other than regular 
ballots, but recollect seeing his name stricken off of some 
of the regular ballots, and no other name substituted. Saw 
Israel Ames’s name printed on one ballot, think ballot was for 
Snelling, Shipley, Smith and Ames. Saw L. Grover’s name 
on one ballot very much blotted, received I think as one bal- 
lot, do not recollect about the rest of ballot. Two votes 
from ward 8, and 1 from ward 4 thrown out and not counted, 
and two votes doubled together and put in by one person 
were thrown out. Was at a meeting where there were thirty 
or more, who agreed at that meeting, to vote for C. C. men 
alone and not for Mayor and Aldermen, and to be vote distri- 
butors for sitting members at second election. On 11th also, 
one man came and clapt in two votes doubled together, think 
that the votes were afterwards rejected—think from their size 
they were whig votes, but cannot say, cannot say positively 
whether they were counted, think they were not. When I 
checked Orcutt’s name, it was on first election, do not know 
whether any of the illegal voters as given by me voted at sec- 
ond election. 

Do not know where Ira B. Orcutt lives, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief he resides in ward 1. There is a possi- 
bility the votes from wards 6 and 4 might have been on sec 
ond day, but know they were cast at ist election, know the 
fact from the conversation which took place at Fulton house. 
Warden was obliged to call the meeting to order on 8th. 
Heard no dissatisfaction expressed till after the election of 
11th. 

Thatcher R. Raymond.—Was Inspector in ward 3, last city 
elections. On 8th, three persons named Orcutt came into 
ward room together, my impression is they voted, but am not 
positive. One of the Inspectors, I believe Mr. Perry, said 
they should not vote again. Don’t know whether they reside 
in ward 3 or not. In counting votes, I gave in my estimates 
to the clerk, whose duty it was to keep the minutes, were a 
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great many mutilated votes. Recollect seeing the name of — 
Ames on a ticket, don’t know whether there were other names 
on the ticket or not, was not consulted by warden as to his decla- 
ration on 8th, if warden made any declaration, he said expressly 
and repeatedly, that it must not be relied on. The officers had 
merely given in their returns to clerk, but had not then count- 
ed them, knew nothing about the whole number of ballots. 
The clerk at Fulton house did the business up as to number of 
ballots, and number for choice, the officers looking over 
footings and casting them up. I assented to the result of 401. 
Whole number of votes must have been ascertained by taking 
all the aggregates and adding them together. Gaye out to 
the clerk the number of ballots first, as distinct from number 
of votes for candidates, who kept an account of each, so as to 
ascertain whole number of ballots. Clerk does the figuring, 
and Inspectors the counting, and all assist in footing up. 
Ballots always thrown under table after being couned, as far 
as I know. Recollect that the scattering votes were added in 
at Fulton house. Two ballots folded together were thrown 
cut on 8th. Saw no improper conduct onthe part of the ward 
officers, they seemed disposed to do their duty. Think the 
vote for Tillson or Tileston, as testified to by Mr. Gould, was 
finally agreed to be Tillson. 

Thomas Gould.—Acquainted with the Orcutts, heard they 
all lived in ward one. 

John Snelling, Jr.—Knows Ira B. Orcutt, he told me that 
he voted on 8th Dec. in ward 3, that he lived in Pond street, 
near Charles R. bridge, did’nt know what ward it was, but 
that his name was on ward list of number three, had always 
voted there, and always should. 
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The Committee are further directed to report all 
the circumstances attending either of the meetings 
in Ward Three, which in their opinion, were illegal 
or improper. Among these circumstances, they 
consider the adjournment of the meeting on the 8th 
December, by the sole authority of the Warden, 
believing, as they do, that the right to adjourn a 
Ward meeting, belongs to the citizens of the Ward. 
It also appears from the evidence that a number of 
ballots were rejected at each meeting. That on 
both occasions, two ballots were put in doubled in 
such a manner, as to leave no doubt on the minds of 
the Ward officers, that in each instance, the dupli- 
cate vote was cast by one individual, either by acci- 
dent or design; these were not counted, although 
the Committee believe, they ought in each case, 
(under the peculiar circumstances developed in the 
course of the examination,) to have been counted as 
one vote each. Votes were also cast by legal voters 
at the first meeting, for non-resident candidates, 
which the Wardens and Inspectors considered ille- 
gal, and therefore rejected. ‘The Committee think 
these should have been counted. 

A number of persons, whose names were borne on 
the Ward list, presented themselves at the polls and 
claimed the right of voting, but as they were sup- 
posed to be non-residents, were refused. On 
the subject of non-resident voters, the Committee 
beg leave to refer to the learned opinion of the City 
Solicitor,— Document marked J. 

The most unpleasant part of the duty devolving 
on the Committee, in connexion with this branch of 
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their instructions, remains yet to be performed, and it 
is, to express their unqualified disapprobation of the 
conduct of one of the officers of that Ward, in using 
menacing and indecorous language, to the great an- 
noyance of his fellow citizens. It is the duty of the 
presiding officer in all such cases, to exercise the 
authority with which he is invested by the 4th sec- 
tion of the City Charter: — “to preserve order and 
decorum, and to repress all riotous, tumultuous and 
disorderly conduct.” | 

In order that the Council may be in possession of 
all the information relative to the matter in dispute, 
which it is in the power of the Committee to com- 
municate, they have annexed to this report all the 
papers and documents which appear to have any 
bearing on the case. ‘They, however, have to ex- 
press their regret, that certain papers frequently 
alluded to in the testimony of the Ward officers, — 
as those, from which they.obtained the result of the 
election of the 8th of December, have not come to 
the possession of the Committee, although they have 
diligently inquired for them. ‘The absence of these 
papers has been a source of perplexity and embar- 
rassment through the whole examination, and the 
more particularly so, as no one of those officers ap- 
peared to recollect distinctly how they arrived at the 
result proclaimed by them on 9th. | 

Your Committee, after a patient investigation of 
the whole subject, (having held more than twenty 
meetings for that purpose,) remain unanimously of 
the opinion, ‘“ that there was no election of Common 
Council men in Ward three on the 8th of Decem- 
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ber last.” And as it does not appear in evidence, 
that there were illegal votes received, or legal votes 
rejected, sufficient, essentially to vary the result of 
tlie election on the 11th of that month, they respect- 
fully recommend the adoption of the resolution pro- 
posed by them in their first Report.

There is no written rule in the Senate applicable to cases

In answer to the question proposed on your behalf, viz :— 
“Whether an inhabitant of the City has a right to vote for 
Ward Officers in any other Ward than that of which he is an 
inhabitant, although his name should be borne on the list of 
such other Ward”? — 

Iam of opinion, that although the City Charter may per- 
haps be considered not to provide expressly for the case stated, 
yet it seems to be most conformable to the spirit and intent of 
the regulations respecting such elections in the City of Bos- 
ton, and also in analogy with the general right of voting in 
towns, that the person claiming a right to vote should be an 
inhabitant of the Ward where he wishes to exercise that right ; 
and [ give you my opinion accordingly.

I have considered the question submitted to me on behalf of 
your Committee, viz : 

“Can any Justice of the Peace, belonging to said Commit- 
tee, lawfully administer an oath to any of the parties appear- 
ing before said Committee on the subject of a contested elec- 
tion, provided the parties be willing to be sworn.” 

And I am of opinion that a justice may lawfully administer 
an oath in the case supposed. 

In a general view of the subject, the question of the elec- 
tion must be determined upon the evidence produced to the 
Committee. The question then arises, what description of 
evidence shall be required ? 

By the City Charter, the Common Council have authority 
“to decide ultimately upon all questions relative to the quali- 
fications, elections and returns of its members ;” and, in order 
to effect this, they may doubtless prescribe their own mode of 
satisfying themselves on those points; subject only to the 
general principle, that the mode adopted must be such as 
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would be reasonable under the Constitution and laws of the 
Commonwealth. As evidence under oath is recognized in 
our system of jurisprudence as the usual and best means of — 
ascertaining facts in legal and other formal proceedings, the 
Common Council may reasonably and lawfully require that 
species of proof in contested elections ; and an oath may be 
administered accordingly by any Justice who isa member of 
their Committee of Elections. 

The late act, of 1834, chapter 69, entitled ‘‘ An act con- 
cerning unlawful oaths’ was not, in my opinion intended to 
prohibit oaths in cases like the present one.

I have received your communication on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Elections, submitting the following questions, viz : 

Ist. Have Inspectors a right to refuse the ballot of a voter 
whose name Is on the list, on the ground that such voter does 
not reside in the Ward where he offers to vote ? 

2d. Has a voter, whose name is borne on the lists of the 
Ward in which he applies to vote, but where he does not re- 
side, a right to vote for Mayor and Aldermen ; and if he have 
such a right, may he also vote for Common Council men, or 
shall he be prevented from so doing on the ground that Com- 
mon Council men are Ward Officers, like Wardens, Clerks, 
and Inspectors ° | 

3d. When a voter puts in two ballots, is it the duty of the 
Inspectors, knowing the fact, to reject one or both of said 
ballots? | 

The decision of the first of these questions will be material- 
ly influenced by the view that should be taken, under our laws, 
of the nature of the office and general duties of the Inspectors 
of Elections. 

In the case of Capen v. Foster, decided by the Supreme 
Court, the authority of these officers came under discussion ; 
but that cause was argued upon general grounds, independent- 
ly of the peculiar organization of the City Government. The 
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learned Chief Justice who gave the opinion of the Court, after 
stating the right of the citizen to enjoy his elective franchise, 
and to have a remedy against town officers presiding at elec- 
tions who deprive him of his vote, proceeds to observe — that 
the decisions heretofore made in this Commonwealth apply 
only to Selectmen of towns, ‘‘ whose duty it is, both to deter- 
mine upon the claim of the voter and to receive his vote, and 
who, by refusing to receive his vote, do at the same time re- 
fuse to allow his claim. It perhaps may be a different ques- 
tion, whether the same right of action exists against the War- 
den and Inspectors of Wards, under the City Charter, who, as 
the law stands, are merely ministerial officers, authorized to 
ascertain the identity of those voters whose names are borne on 
the list of voters delivered to them by the Mayor and Alder- 
men, and to receive the votes of such persons. By the terms 
of the act they haye no authority to add any name to the list, 
or to receive the vote of any person whose name is not on the 
list, or to consider or determine on the qualifications of any 
person offering himself as a voter. It may, therefore, be still 
considered as an unsettled question, under the peculiar or- 
ganization of the City of Boston, whether the remedy of a citi- 
zen, who has been deprived of his right of voting, is by an ac- 
tion against the Warden and Inspectors, or the Mayor and 
Aldermen, or against either of them respectively, as it shall 
appear upon the circumstances of each particular case, that 
the loss of such right has been occasioned by the failure of 
the one or the other, in the discharge of their respective and 
appropriate duties.”’ 

It will be perceived in the case here cited, that the Court 
determine only that the Inspectors have no authority to re- 
ceive the vote of any person whose name is not on the list of 
voters ; but they do not expressly decide the converse of this, 
namely, that any person whose name is on the list shall be © 
entitled to vote, notwithstanding any legal disqualification 
whatever, as, for example his not being a citizen of the United 
States, or not being an inhabitant of the town where he claims 
the right of voting, &c. From the language used by the 
Court, however, in respect to the ministerial nature of the of- 
fice of Inspectors,— who are not to judge of the qualifications of 
voters, but are to govern themselves by the list which is fur- 
nished by the Mayor and Aldermen and to receive the votes 
of persons whose names are on that list, — it seems to be a just 
inference, that the Inspectors have not a right to refuse the 
ballot of a voter (whose name is borne on the list) on the 
ground that he does not reside in the Ward where he offers to 
vote. 

It would be a violation of right and of the privileges of other 
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electors, for any person to claim and exercise the right of vot- 
ing merely because his name is found on the Voting List, 
when he is in fact not a qualified voter ; as for example, if he 
should claim the right of voting after he had become an in- 
habitant of another town, or of another State, his name still 
happening to remain on the list of voters in his original place 
of residence. But the question then arises, if a citizen should 
be found, who was willing to make such a claim under such 
circumstances, what remedy is to be applied ? 

In the elections in towns, according to the remarks of the 
Court in the case above cited, the same body of town officers 
(the Selectmen) make out the lists of voters and also officiate 
at elections, and they may allow the claim of the voter, or not, 
as the case shall require. But in the peculiar organization of 
the government of this City the conducting of elections is a 
duty divided between two sets of officers —the Mayor and Al- 
dermen, who judge of qualifications and make out the lists — 
and the Ward Officers, who officiate at the elections, and 
whose duties, as the Court observe, are merely ministerial, 

The strictly legal remedy for the abuse of the elective fran- 
chise, in the case supposed, would probably be, not for the In- 
spector to refuse the vote of an unqualified person, but to pro- 
secute the party, who should presume to vote under such cir- 
cumstances. But it may be further observed, that even if the 
Inspector should, in a clear and unequivocal case, think fit to 
refuse the vote of an unqualified person, no injurious conse- 
quences would be likely to result to the officer ; for even if he 
should be exposed to an action (which does not. appear by the 
case above referred to) the claim of the voter to compensation 
must still rest upon the real merits of his case ; and if he had 
no right to vote, he can have no ground to complain of a viola- 
tion of his rights, and consequently can have no just claim to 
damages for the refusal of his vote. 

2. In reply to the second question, I-beg leave in the first 
place to observe, generally, that in the case supposed I think 
the right to vote for members of the Common Council must 
be deemed co-extensive with the right to vote for Mayor and- 
Aldermen, whatever that right may be ; which will be present- 
ly considered. The members of the Common Council, as 
well as the Mayor and Aldermen, are officers of the City at 
large, and not of any particular section of it. They are cho- 
sen, it 1s true, in the different Wards ; just as representatives 
to the General Court are chosen in the different towns of the 
commonwealth. But although the choice of State represent- 
atives is thus made by the towns, separately (in a similar man- 
ner to that of Common Council men in the different Wards of 
this city,) yet the representatives are public officers of the 
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State, and not {own officers of the corporations which elect 
them. 

By a just analogy, therefore, I think the members of the 
Common Council are to be considered as public officers of 
whole city, and not merely Ward officers. And I beg leave 
to add here, that in conformity to these views of this branch 
of the city government I had the honor, some years since 
(February 2, 1830) to submit to a former Committee of Elec- 
tions my opinion, that the Members of the Common Council 
were not to be considered as Ward officers. 

The question then recurs, whether a voter, in the case sup- 
posed by the second question, has a right to vote for Mayor 
and Aldermen and Members of the Common Council, in a 
Ward in which he was lately resident, his name still remain- 
ing on the voting list of such Ward — or whether he shall be 
prevented from voting for Common Council men on the ground 
that they are Ward officers. 

It was manifestly the intention of the legislature, that the 
Voting Lists should be used as a general guide to the public 
officers in conducting the elections ; and they have been found 
an important safeguard to the right of suffrage ; more pairtic- 
ularly in large towns, where the voters are not personally 
known to the officers presiding at elections. If, however, the 
general object of this regulation of the elections is obtained, 
it would seem to satisfy the views which the legislature had 
in prescribing it. : 

Now inthe case immediately under consideration, that is, the 
election of public officers for the city at large, the general in- 
tent and object of the law are, to make it certain, practically, 
that none but inhabitants of the city should vote for their offi- 
cers, and not to carry out, theoretically, the principle of obliging 
every citizen to vote ina particular section of the city for of- 
ficers who are to represent the city at large. 

The elections of Ward officers seem to rest upon a differ- 
ent ground. They bear, strong analogy to the election of town 
officers ; and the same reasons, which require the voters in 
town affairs to be inhabitants of the towns where they vote, 
seem to make it proper, that the voters for Ward officers 
should also be inhabitants of the Wards where they vote. 
The obvious considerations of the intimate relation which 
must subsist between the constituent and representative, so 
far as respects the affairs of their own section or Ward, and 
the requisite personal knowledge of the Ward affairs, apply 
with much the same force as in the case of towns. 

Upon the best examination, therefore, which I have been 
able to give the subject, but certainly not without being aware 
of some considerations that may be urged to the contrary, I 
have come to the conclusion, on the whole, that in the case 
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supposed in the second question, a qualified voter might vote 
for the officers there mentioned. I may add as a circum- 
stance not unworthy of attention in a case of this kind, that 
the practical exposition of the law, ever since the city govern- 
ment was established, has been, as I understand, conformable 
to these views. 

3d. The third question may not admit of an answer in so 
general a form as that in which the question itself is pro- 
posed. The case resolves itself, mainly, into a question of 
intention in the voter; and that intention may be honest or 
fraudulent, which must be determined, generally speaking, by 
the circumstances of each case. Many cases, materially dif- 
fering from each other, may be supposed, and do in fact con- 
tinually occur. It may happen, for example, that a voter may 
accidentally give in two ballots containing the names of op- 
posing candidates ; in which case the natural inference must 
be, that they were innocently put in by mistake ; but, as the 
presiding officers would have no means of deciding which of 
the two candidates was the voter’s choice, both votes must be 
rejected for uncertainty ; and such uncertainty is constantly 
made the ground of rejecting votes by the House of Repre- 
sentatives ; whose decisions on these subjects are entitled to 
great weight. 

On the other hand, if the two ballots given in should both 
be for the same candidate, they might be honestly or fraudent- 
ly deposited, according to the accompanying circumstances ; 
one of the ballots for example, may be so folded up within the 
other, or be otherwise so given in, as to leave no room to 
abuBe of the fraudulent intent of the voter ; or on the contra- 
ry, (as has often occurred since printed votes have been used,) 
two votes of the same size and appearance may adhere togeth- 
er and be honestly deposited as one vote ; in which case it 
would be doing injustice to the voter to reject both. The 
election laws, accordingly impose a penalty only in case a 
person shall ‘‘ knowingly” give in more than one vote. And in 
cases similar to this, in principle, the House of Representa- 
tives have decided, that one of the'two votes should be allowed. 

It is obvious, therefore, that no general answer can be given 
to the third question proposed, which will aid the Committee 
in their deliberations. But the principles above stated may 
not be without use, when specific cases come under consid- 
eration. |

GENTLEMEN : 


I have considered the question submitted to me by you, viz. 

Does that provision of the 7th section of the City Charter 
which directs ‘‘ that if the ward elections cannot be conveni- 
ently completed on the first day, the same may be adjourned 
to another day, for that purpose, not longer distant than three 
days,”’ allow of more than one adjournment within the three 
days? 

Though the terms of this section by itself may appear, at 
first view, to require a strict construction and to limit the in- 
habitants to a single adjournment within the period of the 
three days, yet upon taking the whole charter together, and 
considering the objects contemplated in the law, i am inclined 
to the opinion, that the expression in this instance is to be 
more liberally construed, and that there may be more than one 
adjournment, (within the limited time) if the progress of the 
election shall render it necessary. 

The object of the Legislature evidently was, that the citi- 
zens might have a sufficient opportunity of completing their 
elections within a reasonable period. This object might be 
defeated by allowing only one adjournment ; and, as the elec- 
tive franchise is among those invaluable rights which the citi- 
zens would most reluctantly give up, or suffer to be restrained, 
it will not be safe to presume, that such was the intention of 
the Legislature ; such an intention, in derogation of the right 
of suffrage, must rest upon the plain and unequivocal language 
of the laws. 

When, therefore, the Charter says in the present instance, 
that the elections may be ‘ adjourned to another day,” I think 
it must be considered as merely equivalent to saying, that the 
meeting may be ‘‘ adjourned ;”’ and, as the objects of such 
adjournment may require more than one day, the Legislature 
have allowed more ; but at the same time have thought fit to 
prescribe some limits (the three days) in order that the elec- 
tions throughout the City should, at all events, be completed 
within a reasonable time for the organization of the govern- 
ment.

The Committee have regarded it as their duty to 
give an early attention to the several important mat- 
ters referred to them; and in their investigations they 
have been essentially aided by the very thorough 
and able report of their predecessors, as well as_ by 
the suggestions of the Directors and Superintendent 
of the Institution. An interesting communication 
from the gentleman last referred to, made in an- 
swer to questions proposed by the Committee, ac- 
companies this Report. |

less some effective means can be devised to prevent 
the introduction of paupers from abroad, to be sup- 
ported by the public bounty, the evil must soon be- 
come intolerable. ‘T’he number of foreigners admit- 
ted into the House of Industry, during each of the 
last five years has been as follows :—

It appears from the ‘Statistics of the House of In- 
dustry for the year 1834,” a copy of which accompa- 
nies this report, that, during the year, 1383. individ- 
uals were admitted or re-admitted into the House; 
of whom 542 were Americans, and 841 were for- 
eigners. Of the Americans, only 268 were natives 
of Boston. 

Your Committee fully concur with their prede- 
cessors of the Jast year in the opinion, that ‘ the in- 
ducements offered by our Almshouses, and the slight 
restraints imposed upon ship masters, have increased 
the emigration to this country of a large proportion 
of the foreign paupers, with whom we are burthen- 
ed.” It is believed, on good authority, that Parishes 
have paid the passages of their poor to this country, 
to free themselves from their support. 

In the construction and arrangement of the apart- 
ments in the House of Industry, there are many de- 
fects, which demand the immediate attention of the 
City Government. The main building is, in most 
respects, badly designed, and ill adapted to the pur- 
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poses for which it was intended. It is not easily 
supervised, cannot be warmed and ventilated in a 
thorough and economical manner, and does not ad- 
~mit of a proper classification of the inmates. 

The kitchen is a large common room in the cen- 
tre of the basement story, accessible on all sides. 
This one room serves for the cook shop, bake house, 
laundry, ironing and drying rooms for at least 600 
inmates. It also contains the pump most used, and 
the boilers for hot water. The steams arising from the 
various operations carried on in this room, are min- 
gled and diffused through the building, creating an 
offensive and unwholesome atmosphere. But the 
worst evil is the immoral influence of bringing into 
familiar intercourse great numbers of both sexes. 
The cooking and baking are done by men, the wash- 
ing and ironing by women. In this kitchen, your 
Committee are assured, plans of mischief are made, 
elopements of dissolute men and women are agreed 
on, food and clothing are stolen, the young and in- 
experienced in mischief receive instruction from the 
older, who have acquired experience in various alms 
houses and prisons; and, in a few instances, the 
number of inmates has been nance by the fruits 
of illicit intercourse. 

The dining room for the men is not large enough 
by, about one third. Tables are, consequently, set in 
various parts of the House, producing much confu- 
sion, inconvenience and waste. 

To remedy these evils and some others not yet 
referred to, your Committee recommend, that the 
following alterations of the House of Industry be 
undertaken as soon as the season will permit. 
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First, That an additional building 140 feet long 
and 25 feet wide, one story high, be erected in the 
rear of the main building, and attached to it. In 
this building it is proposed to have a large dining 
hall and cook room, to be occupied by the men; and 
a large wash room, a place for ironing and a drying 
room, to be occupied by the women. 

Second, That the greater part of the present 
kitchen be converted into a store room for clothes, 
suitably fitted up with shelves, &c. Such a room is 
very much needed. At present, the clothing is kept 
im three or four small rooms, remote from each oth- 
er; and in bags and bundles in the sleeping rooms 
of the inmates. In the room proposed, the women 
may be required to work under the eye of the Over- 
seer of the clothing department. 

Third, that the present dining room for the men 
be converted into a bake room and tailor’s shop. 

Some alterations in the basement story of the 
main building, which the Committee think would 
be useful, are indicated in the accompanying plans. 

Your Committee also recommend, That a rain wa- 
ter cistern, to contain not less than a hundred hogs- 
heads, be constructed near the wash room. 

That another well be dug near the cook room. 

That the great drain in front of the house be giv- 
en up, and a new one made in the rear. 

That the yards for drying clothes, and for the use 
of the insane subjects, be enlarged. 

And that, in all cases where it is practicable, two 
rooms occupied by female inmates, be thrown into 
one, to be warmed by a single stove instead of two 
~vood fires. 
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Your Committee have conferred with the Direc- 
tors of the House of Industry, relative to the alter- 
ations and additions here proposed ; and the plans 
and estimate of the architect are herewith submitted. 
It will be seen that the estimated expense of these 
improvements is $3705 72 in addition to the labor 
which may be performed by the inmates of the 
House. 

Your Committee think that the inmates of the 
House of Industry are classified as well as the pre- 
sent arrangements of the House will permit. The 
children are kept entirely separate from the adults. 
The building recently erected, called the *‘ Children’s 
Asylum,” is well adapted to the purposes for which 
it was intended. A more convenient and a_ better 
arranged building could not be desired. ‘The black 
and white inmates are, in general, kept separate 
from each other. Buildings remote from each other 
are appropriated to the insane of different sexes. 
And should the improvements recommended in this 
report, be made by the City Council, the laboring 
males and females will be wholly separated. Your 
Committee are, however, fully of the opinion, that 
a more marked distinction should be made between 
the unfortunate and the vicious poor. ‘They should 
not be compelled to associate together, under any 
circumstances. ‘There should bea broad distinction 
in their accommodations, their diet, the labor re- 
quired of them, and their general treatment. While 
the former class should experience that sympathy 
and kindness, which would tend to make them for- 
get their misfortunes, the latter should be taught to 
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regard the House of Industry rather as a place of 
punishment to be avoided, than as an asylum to be 
sought. Let this just discrimination be carefully 
made, and this course of treatment rigidly followed, . 
and a multitude of sturdy paupers, who now regard 
the House of Industry as their home, would cease to 
depend upon public charity for their support. 


Your Committee regard the want of proper and 
sufficient employment for the inmates of the House 
of Industry, as an evil of the first magnitude, and 
one which calls loudly for a remedy. It seems that 
all the females, who perform any labor, are engaged 
in the business of the House. No other employ- 
ment,—no employment by which they can earn 
any thing, —is provided for them. ‘There is not 
even a room for them to work in, if they had any 
work to do. It is true, the services of the more 
healthy and robust women, are needed in the ordi- 
nary affairs of so large an institution; but it is be- 
lieved that even the aged and infirm, with proper 
conveniences for the purpose, might benefit both 
themselves and the House by contributing something 
towards their support. 

With regard to the men, the state of things is not 
much better. Their principal employment is in 
picking oakum; “the net avails of which are small, 
averaging less than six cents a day for men’s work, 
who are considered comparatively active.” Your 
Committee are aware, that it is no easy matter to 
find suitable employment for paupers. ‘The very 
fact that they are paupers, in this country, shows 
that they are imbecile either in body or mind or both. 
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Yet your Committee are decidedly of the opinion 
that, with proper arrangements, their labor may be 
rendered more regular and more productive. At 
least, such employments can fortunately be provided, 
as will prevent idle and vicious paupers from resort- 
ing to this Institution as a place of refuge from work 
and want. | 

In the alterations of the House, already suggested, 
in this Report, a convenient work-room for the fe- 
males, in which they will be under the care of an 
Overseer, is contemplated. ‘lo secure suitable em- 
ployment for the males, not only in the House of 
Industry, but also for a portion of those in the House 
of Correction, your Committee unanimously recom- 
mend the making of land on the flats belonging to 
the City at South Boston. At the close of the last 
municipal year,-a proposition was submitted to the 
Council, recommending “ that a Sea Wall should be 
erected the next year, connecting with and similar 
to that in the rear of the House of Correction ; .and 
that the grounds contiguous thereto, should be level- 
led and made to conform to the grounds in the rear 
of the House of Correction.” By this operation, 
more than sixty-four thousand feet of land would be 
made, a valuable accommodation to these important 
institutions would be secured, and the very best kind 
of labor, for a portion of their inmates, would be pro- 
vided; and, according to estimate, the whole expense 
to the City would not exceed twelve hundred dol- 
lars. But your Committee are of the opinion, that 
a much more extensive work should be undertaken. 
Regarding the kind of work, which the making of 
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this land would furnish, as well adapted to a portion 
of the inmates of both Houses, they earnestly call 
the attention of the Council to the subject. ‘They 
are not prepared with plans and estimates for the 
extended work which they recommend; but they 
are entirely satisfied that, by a small annual appro- 
priation, the City can provide the best kind of labor 
for the class of individuals referred to, and, at the 
same time, very much improve the condition of its 
Institutions at South Boston. 

Your Committee therefore beg leave to offer for 
the consideration of the Council, the accompanying 
order. |

Oakum picking principally - 124 
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Uf the men employed in winter at picking oakum 
perhaps one third are able to perform harder labor. 
A large proportion, however, are sickly, broken 
down and inefficient—able to work one day and sick 
the next. On the whole, the net avails of oakum 
are small, averaging less than six cents per day for 
men’s work, who are comparatively active. It must 
be observed that the most capable and industrious 
are employed as nurses and to fill various petty offi- 
ces in the establishment. The inmates of an alms- 
house, to use the language of the Mayor, * can per- 
form little beyond the ordinary domestic work of 
the House.” Those whose constitutions are not 
broken, only come in when sick and go out again 
as soon as able to labor, generally to return to 
the haunts of intemperance and debauchery, to be 
again and again thrown on public or private charity. 

To find employment suited to the capacity of 
paupers Is no easy matter. Many of those who 
have muscular strength for labor, if not idiots, are too 
mentally inefficient for self direction; they cannot 
even work ona farm to advantage, except at the 
most simple operations, and if they attempt to pick 
oakum they spoil it. I know of no employment so 
suitable for such, as shovelling and wheeling gravel. 
The filling of the wharf will be just the job for them, 
when the weather will allow of out doors work,’ and 
will have a strong tendency to keep sturdy vagrants 
at a distance. 

In winter the House of Industry numbers from 60 
to 100 more men than in summer. ‘The case is si- 
milar in other large almshouses as far as | have in- 
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formation. An unusual number have been discharg- 
ed since the middle of February, reducing the popu- 
lation of the House near forty.

At present, no employment that brings in money 
is provided for females. Occasionally oakum_pick- 
ing has been tried, but without finding it an object, 
worthy of pursuit, especially while we have no room 
appropriated for that purpose. 

The labor of washing and ironing 3000 pieces 
weekly, making and mending clothing for 600 per- 
sons, care of numerous sickly children, about 40 in- 
insane and idiots, and of 60 sick and infirm, make 
no inconsiderable employment for females able to 
work at all. 

The 20 to 25 women, who do the washing and 
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other hard work, most of whom are here with small 
children, probably labor as smartly as domestics in 
general, who are hired in families, at $1,50 per week. 
~ Those who sew and knit are more or less infirm ; 
some are quite aged. 

I think, however, that something may be earned 
by females in this establishment, and that, in the pro- 
posed alteration of the main building, a room should 
be provided where the making of duck trowsers or 
other simple labor may be carried on under the eye 
of an efficient female overseer. 


CHILDREN IN THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


In the new building called the ‘‘ Children’s Asy- 
luw,” are 75 boys and 37 girls, from two and a half 
to ten years old in the two schools. ‘Three or four 
sickly and idiotic children are older. Forty one are 
too young to be in the primary school. 

In winter we have no labor for the school boys ex- 
cept that some of the largest, have some employ- 
ment in and about their building—indeed very few 


could be considered able to work. In warm weath-- 


er, for four years past, the boys have had labor of 
some sort, such as picking wool, stringing beads, 
shelling beans for market, splitting corn husks for 
beds, &c. but periods often occur when no proper 
employment can be procured. In the summer of 
1€32, forty five boys, of the average age of seven 
years, earned several hundred dollars at picking 
wool, besides attending school the usual hours. 


The girls are small ; but few remain in the House 


till they are eight years old—consequently, not much 
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can be expected from them in the way of labor. Girls 
of six years old and upwards knit and sew. All the 
stockings for the small school are knit by these little 
girls. | 

As a general rule, the black and white adults are 
kept in separate rooms. It sometimes happens that 
white women are seen in the colored women’s 
apartments; they go there of their own accord. 
Some of the whites, particularly of the dissolute 
class of females, have been accustomed to live with 
the colored population of the City, and they prefer 
their society here. Occasionally black and white 
syphilitic patients are in the same ward. 

It is attempted to classify the inmates as well as 
the construction of the building will allow, having 
regard to character and habits of cleanliness and or- 
der. ‘Those who are considered as of the best char- 
acter occupy the best parts of the main house ; but 
all classes of white inmates except the sick and in- 
sane meet in the common dining rooms, kitchen and 
yards, and the better sort are too often annoyed and 
corrupted by the worst. 

The insane of different sexes are not only kept in 
different rooms but in different buildings at a consid- 
erable distance from each other. An elderly sane 
man is usually employed as an assistant in the fe- 
male insane rooms. ‘This arrangement is necessary 
and not productive of evil. 

The foreign poor supported in the House for 
longer or shorter periods of time, during the last year, 
have been more numerous than any preceding period. 
The expenditure for them has not been materially 
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augmented it is true; for they have generally remained 
a less time in the establishment than has been usual. 
About twenty have been taken out by the owners of 
vessels that brought them into Boston, and at least 
thirteen of that number have been conveyed back to 
the ports in Maine and the British Provinces from 
which they came. ‘There are several families now 
in the House whose support is supposed to be 
chargeable to those who landed them in Boston from 
vessels. It is often exceedingly difficult if not im- 
possible to ascertain how these people made their 
ingress into Massachusetts. Probably one half or 
more come by land or coasting vessels from other 
States. 

From the appearance and character of the foreigners 
who have lately come into this country and found a 
temporary home in this Institution, there can be no 
doubt they were mostly paupers, vagrants or crim- 
inals in their native lands, and that “ they have La 
their country for their country’s good.” 

That immense numbers of paupers are shipped 
from Great Britain to the neighboring British Pro- 
vinces is a well known fact, and it is almost equally 
certain that a large proportion of these are forwarded 
into the United States. Boston, renowned for its 
public and private charities, probably receives an un-_ 
due share.

now ask leave to submit their 


REPORT: 


Your Committee recommend the passage of a new 
Ordinance on the subject submitted to them, and 
the repeal of that passed in 1833, as a mode of pro- 


‘ pee 
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ceeding more convenient than the adoption of the 
alterations in the form of an additional Ordinance. 
The Ordinance of 1833 is herewith reported, with 
the amendments and additions, agreed upon by your 
Comiunittee, inserted therein, and indicated by being 
printed in Italics.

ErhpyYy OF’BOSTON: 


An Ordinance for the preventing and extinguish- 
ing of Fires, and establishing a Fire Department. 


Sect. 1. Beit ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, an 
City Council assembled, That the Fire Department 
shall consist of a Chief Engineer, and as many oth- 
er Engineers, not less than twelve, and not exceed- 
ing twenty in number, to be selected one from each 
Ward at the time of election,—and of as many Fire- 
men, Enginemen, Hosemen and Hook and Ladder- 
men, to be divided into companies, as the number 
of Engines, and the number and quantity of other 
Fire Apparatus, belonging to the City, shall from 
time to time require or make expedient. 

The election and appointment of the said Engineers 
shall be made annually, who shall hold their offices 
until others are appointed ;—but vacancies may be 
filled atany time. And the said Chief and other En- 
gineers shall, on his or their appointment, receive 
a certificate or warrant in the words following, viz : 
‘this certifies that A. B. is appointed an Engineer 
(or Chief Engineer) of the Fire Department of the 
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City of Boston, and is entitled to all the immunities 
belonging to said office.

and the respective rank of the Engineers shall be de- — 
termined by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. Be it further ordained, ‘That the Chief 
Engineer shall exercise the sole command over all 
members of the Fire Department, while on duty at 
Fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the 
extinguishing of the same, and for the protection 
of property, and the preservation of order thereat, 
required by the Laws and Ordinances, and the re- 
gulations of the Board of Engineers, as established 
under the provisions of the third section of this Or- 
dinance. 

Sect. 3. Be wt further ordained, ‘That the En- 
gineers shall, as soon as may be after their appoint- 
ment, organize themselves as a Board of Engineers, 
a majority of whom shall form a quorum. ‘The 
Chief Engineer shall preside at the meetings of 
said Board, and in his absence, the senior Engineer 
present ;—and they may make such Rules and Re- 
gulations, as they may see fit, for their own govern- 
ment. They shall have the superintendence and 
control of all the Engine and other houses used for 
the purposes of the Fire Department, and of all Fur- 
niture and Apparatus thereto belonging, and of the 
Engines, and all other Fire Apparatus the property 
of the City, and over the officers and members of 
the several companies attached to the Fire Depart- 
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ment, and over all other persons present at fires ; — 
and may make such Rules and Regulations for the 
government, discipline and good order of the Fire 
Department, and for the extinguishing of fires, as 
they may, from time to time, think expedient — but 
subject to the approbation of the Mayor and Alder- 
men. 

Sect. 4. Be it further ordamed, ‘That it shall 
be the duty of said Engineers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the City, to repair forthwith to, or near 
the place where the fire may be; to take proper 
measures that the several Engines, and other Appa- 
ratus, be arranged in the most advantageous situa- 
tions, and duly worked for the effectual extinguish- 
ment of the fire; to require and compel assistance 
from all persons, as well members of the Fire De- 
partment, as others, in extinguishing the fire, remo- 
ving furniture, goods, or other merchandize, from 
any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and to ap- 
point guards to secure the same; and also in pulling 
down or demolishing any house or building, if occa- 
sion require, and further to suppress all tumults and 
disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order 
to be preserved in going to, working at, or return- 
ing from fires; and at all other times when compa- 
nies attached to the Department are on duty: Pro- 
vided, however, that when any fire occurs in either 
of the adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only 
such, and so many of said Engineers to repair to 
such town, as shall have been previously designated 
for said purpose by said Board of Engineers. 

And said Engineers, as often as they may deem 
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it expedient, or the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, 
shall appoint Committees from their own body, each 
to consist of three at least, who shall carefully ex- 
amine and inquire into the condition of the Engines, 
ind all other Fire Apparatus, and of the Engine and 
other Houses belonging to the City, and used for 
the purposes of the Fire Department, and of the 
Companies attached to the said Department ;—and 
the Board shall annually report the same to the May- 
or and Aldermen, and oftener if thereunto required, 
and shall cause a full description of the same, to- 
gether with the names of the officers. and members 
of the Fire Department to be published annually, in 
such manner as the Mayor and Aldermen may direct. 

Sect. 5. Beit further ordained, That there shall 
be annually appointed, by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the City Council, a suitable person to be 
called Superintendent of Fire Apparatus, who shall 
hold his office until a successor be chosen. and re- 
ceive such compensation for his services as the City 
Council may direct. And it shall be the duty of the 
said Superintendent to act as Secretary of the Board 
of Engineers, keep a record of their proceedings, 
notify all meetings of the Board, keep the books, 
collect the bills, make the required disbursements, 
and perform such other services as may be required 
of him by the said Engineers. And it shall be the 
further duty of the said Superintendent, to attend 
all such examinations of Committees of the Board 
of Engineers, provided for in the fourth section of 
this Ordinance, as they may direct ; — and whenevy- 
er the Engines, or other Fire Apparatus, Engine or 
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other Houses used by the Fire Department, require 
alterations, additions, or repairs, the said Superin- 
tendent shall cause the same to be made, under the 
direction of the Committee on the Fire Department. 
And he shall receive and submit to the Board of 
Engineers, who shall transmit to the Board of Al- 
dermen, all returns of officers, members, and Fire 
Apparatus, made by the respective companies as 
hereinafter prescribed; and all other communica- 
tions relating to the affairs of the Fire Department, 
shall receive a like direction. ‘The said Superin- 
tendent shall also keep fair and exact Rolls of the re- 
spective companies, specifying the time of admission 
and discharge, and the age of each member ; — and 
shall once a year, and oftener if directed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, report in writing to the City 
Clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, all acci- 
dents by fire within the City, with the causes there- 
of, as well as can be ascertained, and the number 
and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, 
together with the names of the owners, or occupants. 
And the said Superintendent shall be provided with 
a suitable office, at which he shall give his constant 
attendance from nine o’clock in the forenoon until 
two in the afternoon, on week days, through the 
year; and all bills contracted by him on behalf of 
the Department shall be examined by the Board of 
Engineers before they are passed to the auditing of- 
ficers of the City Government. 

Secr. 6. Be rt further ordained, That in case of 
the absence of the Chief Engineer at fires, the En- 
vineer next in rank, who may be present, shall exe- 
cute the duties of his office. 
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Sror. 7. Be it further ordained, The the posi- 
tion of the Chief Engineer at fires shal be indica- 
ted by such Signal Lantern as may be adopted by 
the Board of Engineers. 

Sect. 8. Be it further ordained, That as many 
Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, and Fire Compa- 
nies, shall from time to time be formed by the May- 
or and Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and 
each of said companies shall consist of as many men 
as said Mayor and Aldermen may appoint, not ex- 
ceeding to each Engine Company seventy-five, to 
each Hose and Hook and Ladder Company fifty, 
and to each Bucket, Fire or other Company, twenty- 
five, unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor and AI- 
dermen. 

Sect. 9. Be wt further ordained, ‘That no person 
under eighteen years of age shal] be admitted a 
member of the Fire Department; and that not more 
than one fifth part of any company shall be persons 
under twenty-one years of age; and that no person 
under twenty-one years of age shall be an officer in 
any Company: That the age of every person under 
twenty-one years whose name shall be offered to the 


Mayor and Aldermen for admission into any Com- — 


pany, shall be stated in the list ; and that no person 
under the age of twenty-one years, shall be admitted 
into the Fire Department unless a written certificate 
of the consent of his parents, master or guardian, 
shall be transmitted to the Mayor and Aldermen 
with his application for admission. 

Sect. 10. Be it further ordained, ‘That every 
member of the Fire Department shall upon his ap- 
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produce within thirty days after he shall have become 
a member of said Department ; and annually, in the 
month of May thereafter, to the commanding officer 
of the militia company within whose bounds he may 
reside. 

Secr. 11. Be tt further ordained, That each of 
the companies formed, and appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, shall choose a foreman, two assistant 
foremen and a clerk, at such times as they may deem 
expedient, to be approved and warranted by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, who, after being so approved 
and warranted, shall serve until others are chosen, 
unless sooner discharged by the Mayor and Alder- 
men. ‘They may also make such rules and regula- 
tions respecting the internal government of their 
respective companies as they may deem expedient— 
subject to the approbation of the Mayor and Alder- 
men; and a copy of said regulations shall be de- 
posited with the Mayor and Aldermen, and another 
with the Board of Engineers. 

Sect. 12. Be it further ordained, That it, shall 
be the duty of the Foreman to see that the several 
Engines and Apparatus committed to their care, and 
the several buildings in which the same are deposited, 
and all things in or belonging to the same, are kept 
neat, clean, and in order for immediate use; it shall 
also be their duty to preserve order and discipline at 
all times in their respective companies, and require 
and enforce a strict compliance with the City Ordi- 
nances, the Rules and Regulations of the Depart- 
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ment, and the orders of the Engineers. They shall 
also keep, or cause to be kept by the clerks of their 
respective companies, fair and exact Rolls, specify- 
ing the time of admission, discharge, and the age of 
each member, and accounts of all city property en- 
trusted to the care of the several members, and fair 
records of the proceedings of the company, in a book 
provided for that purpose by the city, which Rolls or 
Record books are always to be subject to the order 
of the Board of Engineers, and the Mayor and Alder- 
men. ‘They are also to make, or cause to be made 
to the Superintendent, true and accurate returns of 
all the members, with their ages, and the apparatus 
entrusted to their care, whenever called upon so to 
do by the Board of Engineers, or Mayor and Alder- 
men ; — also, special returns of all persons admitted 
by the companies, with their ages, and of all officers 
chosen by the companies, and of all members dis- 
charged therefrom, within ten days after such ad- 
‘mission, election, or discharge, to be by said Board 
of Engineers transmitted to the Mayor and Alder- 
men. 

Sect. 13. Be at further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the officers and members of the sev- 
eral Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, and Fire 
Companies, whenever a fire shall break out in the 
City, to repair forthwith to their respective En- 
gines, Hose, Hook and Ladder, and Bucket carri- 
ages, and other apparatus, and to convey them in as 
orderly a manner as may be, to or near the place 
where the fire may be, and in conformity with the 
directions of the Chief, or other Engineer, to exert 
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themselves in the most orderly manner possible, in 
working and managing the said Engines, Hose, 
Hooks, and Ladders, and other apparatus, and in 
performing any duty that they may be called upon to 
do, by any Engineer, — and upon permission of the 
Chief, or other Engineer, shall, in an orderly and 
quiet manner, return said Engine, Hose, Hook and 
Ladder, and Bucket Carriages, and other apparatus, 
to their respective places of deposit. Provided, that 
in the absence of all the Engineers, such directions — 
and such permission may be given by their respec- 
tive Foremen. 

Sect. 14. Be it further ordained, That on the 
return of said Engines and other Apparatus, they 
shall, by the said Companies, respectively, be well 
washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely housed ; and 
once in every month, and oftener if necessary, said 
Companies shall meet for the purpose of examining 
the state of their respective Engines and other Ap- 
paratus, and seeing that the same are in good order 
and fit for service ; and once in each of the months 
of May, July, and September, shall draw out their 
respective Engines and other Apparatus, to wash 
and cleanse them, and to exercise the members ; 
and the same carefully return. 

Sect. 15. Beit further ordained, That it shall 
be the special duty of Firemen to exert themselves 
to supply water for the Engines, to protect the En- 
gine-men and other members of the Department 
from being interrupted in the discharge of their duty 
by the bystanders, to keep all idle and suspected 
persons at a proper distance from the fire, and from 
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the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, merchan- 
dize, and other property, to form lines across the 
streets, lanes, and avenues, leading to the place 
where the fire is, and at reasonable and proper dis- 
tances therefrom, for the purposes of preserving or- 
der, preventing plunder, excluding all improper per- 
sons, enforcing the regulations of the Department, 
and to perform any other duty which they may be 
called upon to do by any Engineer. 

Sect. 16. Be it further ordained, ‘That the En- 
gineers and members of the several companies regu- 
larly admitted and appointed, shall wear such caps, 
badges, or insignia, as the Mayor and Aldermen shall 
from time to time direct to be furnished at the ex- 
pense of the City ; and no other person or persons 
shall be permitted to wear the same except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may direct. 

Sect. 17. Be it further ordained, That if any_ 
member of the said companies shall wilfully neglect, 
or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of 
disorderly conduct, disobedience to officers, or to 
any Engineer, he shall, for each offence, forfeit and 
pay a penalty of not less than one, nor more than 
five dollars, or may be suspended from duty, (in 
which case he shall not be allowed to wear the 
badge or insignia of the department during the term 
of such suspension,) or be discharged from the Fire 
Department by the Mayor and Aldermen. But any 
member of said companies may, for any of said of- 
fences, be suspended by a vote of the Board of Engt- 


neers, until the circumstances can be investigated, 
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and the case determined by the Mayor and Alder- 
men. 

Secor. 18. Be it further ordained, ‘That all per- 
sons present not members of any of said compa- 
nies, are hereby enjoined to obey the directions of 
any Engineer, given at any fire, and to render their 
services, if required by any Engineer, under a pen- 
alty of not less than two nor more than twenty dol- 
lars ; and it shall be the duty of the Chief and other 
Engineers, to report to the Mayor and Aldermen, the 
name of every person liable to the penalties provided 
by this section, and also the name of members of 
either of the several companies, neglecting or refus- 
ing to comply with the duties by this ordinance en- 
joined. 

Sect. 19. Be it further ordained, That the City 
Council may by a concurrent vote, at any time, re- 
move from office the Chief Engineer or any of the 
other Engineers, and that the Mayor and Aldermen 
may at any time discharge any or all of the mem- 
bers of any of said companies. 

Sect. 20. Be wt further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the City Marshal and Constables of 
the City, to repair with their staves or such other 
badges of office as the Mayor and Aldermen shall di- 
rect on the alarm of fire, immediately to the place 
where the fire may be, and there to use their best 
skill and power, under the direction of the City Mar- 
shal or Head Constable, for the preservation of the 
public peace, the prevention of theft, and dilapidation 
of property, and the removal of all suspected persons, 
for which service the Constables shall receive such 
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compensation as shall be in each case ordered by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 21. Be at further ordained, ‘That immedi- 
ately on the alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of the 
respective Watchmen to give nutice thereof, within 
their respective districts, by crying “ Fire,”’ and men- 
tioning the street or direction where it may be, and 
if any Watchman shall neglect so to do, he shall for- 
feit and pay one dollar, and if it shall happen that a 
chimney only shall be on fire, either by night or day, 
the bell shall not be rung, but only when a building 
is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Sect. 22. Be it further ordained, That if any 
chimney, stove-pipe, or flue within the City, shall 
take or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to 
which such chimney, stove-pipe or flue appertains ; 
or the person or persons so setting the same on fire, 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars: Provi- 
ded, That it shall be lawful for any person to set fire 
to and burn his chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, between 
sunrising and noon; if the buildings contiguous are 
wet with rain, or covered with snow; and it shall 
be the duty of the Chief and other Engineers to re- 
port to the Mayor and Aldermen the name of every 
person lable to the penalty provided by this section, 
in their first returns thereafter. 

Sect. 23. Beit further ordained, That whenev- 
it shall be determined at any fire by any three or 
more of the Engineers, or a majority of any greater 
number of the Engineers present, to be necessary, 
to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the 
same may be done by their joint order. 
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Secr. 24. Be ia further ordained, That the 
power of making and establishing rules and regula- 
tions for the transportation and keeping of Gunpow- 
der within the City of Boston, and of granting Li- 
censes for the keeping and sale thereof in the City, 
according to the provisions of an act, entitled ‘an act 
for further regulating the storage, safe keeping, and 
transportation of Gunpowder in the town of Boston,’ 
and of any other Act or Acts on the same subject 
shall be exercised and performed by the Chief and 
other Engineers, and the power and duty of seizing 
any Gunpowder kept or being within the said City 
or the harbor thereof contrary to the provisions of 
the said Act or Acts, shall be exereised and perform- 
ed by the said Engineers or any of them, and in case 
of any seizure being made by any Engineer, other 
than the Chief, he shall forthwith report to the Chief 
Engineer, who shall cause said Gunpowder to be 
libelled and prosecuted in the manner prescribed in 
the said first mentioned statute, and all the other 
powers and duties granted or enjoined in and by the 
said Act or Statutes, shall be performed by the said 
Chief or one of the other Engineers. 

Sect. 25. Be it further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of the Chief and other Engineers, to in- 
quire for, and examine into all shops and other places, 
where shavings or other such combustible materials 
may be collected and deposited, and from time to 
time, and at all times, to be vigilant in taking care 
of the removal of the same, whenever in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may be dangerous to 
the security of the City from fires, and to direct the 
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tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to 
remove the same, or to pay the expense of such re- 
moval under the direction of such Engineers. 

Sect. 26. Be it further ordained, That all 
moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penalties, 
arising under this ordinance and the laws of this 
Commonweath, regulating the storage and transpor- 
tation of Gunpowder, the erection of buildings with- 
in the City of Boston, and the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, shall be paid into the ‘Treasury of 
the City, to be applied in such way as is provided 
by the Acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 27. Be wt further ordained, That every 
member of the Fire Department of the City of Bos- 
ton, who shall have served according to law for 
seven successive years, shall be entitled to receive.a 
certificate thereof, signed by the Mayor of said City, 
and all persons who shall receive said certificate as 
aforesaid, shall be entitled to wear the badge of the 
Department, and do duty therein, under such or- 
ganization and management as the Mayor and Alder- 
men may determine. 

Sect. 28. Be at further ordained, ‘That annually 
in the month of January, there shall be paid from the 
City ‘Treasury in lieu of all premiums-or other com- 
pensation on warrant of the Mayor and Aldermen, to 
the foreman of the respective companies as follows: 

To each company, entitled by the order of the 
the Mayor and Aldermen as aforesaid, to seventy- 
five members, seventy-five dollars: to each company 
so entitled as aforesaid to fifty members, fifty dol- 
lars: to each company so entitled to twenty-five 
members, twenty-five dollars. 
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Secr. 29. Be at further ordained, That it shalt 
be the duty of the Chief Engineer, on or before the 
Jirst day of May annually, to transmit to the City 
Assessors a List of all the Members of the Fire 
Depariment, who, through the year preceding, 
have performed all the duties required of them by 
law, im conformity to the provisions of an * Act 
concerning the appointment of Enginemen,”’? pass- 
ed March 1st, 1834:—And a similar List shall 
be prepared by the Chief Engineer, with the assist- 
ance of the Board of Engineers, and submitted to 
the City Council, but excluding therefrom the 
names of those whose non-attendance at fires dur- 
ang the year preceding the return, has not been 
caused by sickness, or leave of absence. And the 
members whose names shall be borne on such list 
as may be reported, as aforesaid, for the year end- 
ing the \st of May next, shall be entitled to receive 
from the City Treasurer a sum equal to the poll 
tax to the State, County and Town, which may 
have been paid by or on account of such members. 

Secr. 30. Be it further ordained, That the 
sum of fifty dollars be annually allowed to each 
Engine Company of the Department, as a com- 
pensation to their respective Stewards for clean- 
ing, oiling, and otherwise keeping in proper order, 
the Hose, Engines, and other Apparatus to said 
Companies respectively belonging. 

Sect. 31. Be wt further ordained, That whenev- 
er the members of the several companies shall as- 
semble at the several houses entrusted to their care, 
either on duty or company business, order and regu- 
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larity shall be preserved, and that it shall be the duty 
of the officers and members of said companies, to re- 
frain from assembling unnecessarily at said houses, 
particularly on Sundays; and that at all times the 
utmost care and economy shall be exercised in the 
use of fuel, lights, and other property furnished by 
the City. 
 Secr. 32. Beit further ordained, That any mem- 
ber of the City Council may enter within the lines 
at any fire by wearing a suitable badge for that pur- 
pose, to be provided by the Mayor and Aldermen. 
Sect. 33. Be it further ordained, That from and 
after the passing of this Ordinance, all former Ordi- 
nances relating to the appointment of Engineers and 
other members of the Fire Department, and to the 
establishing of a Fire Department, and for prevent- 
ing and extinguishing fires, excepting such parts 
thereof as may be necessary to recover all fines and 
penalties incurred under the Ordinances aforesaid, 
be, and the same hereby are repealed. — 
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In Common Council, March 19, 1835.

and, together with said report, ordered to be printed 
for the use of the Council.

The Committee of the Common Council to whom 
were referred ‘‘ sundry papers from the files in re- 
lation to the more regular collection of debts due 
to the City,” ask leave to make an additional 
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REPORT: 


In the Report already submitted to and acted 
upon by the Council, the Committee confined them- 
selves to that branch of the subject referred to them 
which related to the collection of debts due to the 
City. The Ordinance which they proposed and which 
has received the sanction of the Council, will, it is be- 
lieved be found salutary in its operation, and super- 
cede the necessity of further legislation. Another 
duty enjoined on the Committee was to consider the 
expediency of prescribing more definitely the duties 
of any of the City officers. Presuming it to be the 
intention of the Council to direct a general inquiry 
whether the existing system of accountability is sus- 
ceptible of improved modification, the Committee 
have examined that system with the care and de- 
liberation demanded by its importance. In consider- 
ing the subject they have viewed it only abstractly as 
a system, fully believing that the ability and fidelity 
of the present officers have supplied all that more 
rigorous rules could have secured, and that their vigi- 
lance and uprightness have more effectually guarded 
the public interest than any regulations however ju- 
dicious could have done, unsupported by those quali- 
ties. But the point of inquiry is not into the con- 
duct and ability of the public agents, but whether 
the system of accountability is as simple, precise, 
and accurate as the great and diversified concerns of 
the City require. 

The only provisions now existing in regard to ac- 
countability, professedly and exclusively relate to 
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expenditures —the Ordinance on that subject ap- 
pears to be well devised and the Committee are not 
aware that any improvement has been suggested by 
its practical operation. A great discretionary power 
is of course unavoidably vested in Committees hav- 
ing charge of disbursements, but they are governed 
by the high considerations springing from the re- 
sponsible trusts confided to them and sanctioned by 
the oaths under which they hold office — they are also 
stimulated by the desire to promote the public pros- 
perity which they feel in common with their fellow 
citizens and by the wish to justify the public confi- 
dence. It would be out of the province of this Com- 
mittee who are instructed to consider whether chan- 
ges are necessary in the duty of officers, to suggest 
any restrictions or regulations in regard to their as- 
_ sociates in the government, a subject which rather 

falls within the jurisdiction of the body collectively 
than of any particular Committee. 

As relates to the receipts of the City, the usual an- 
nual statement of the Auditor furnishes the only in- 
formation — this, as the Council is aware, being de- 
signed for general distribution, enters little into detail; 
it merely presents aggregates and is not designed for 
any purpose of accountability : ‘he unavoidable de- 
lay incident to its preparation, moreover, gives it an 
historical rather than a practical interest, and yet 
this is the only return or information which is re- 
quired to be laid before the City Council exhibiting 
the receipts of the City. 

By the sixth section of the Ordinance above refer- 
red to, all persons receiving money belonging to the 


A. 


City, excepting the Treasurer, are required to pay 
the same to the Auditor who in his turn is directed 
to pay it over to the Treasurer. On referring to the 
anual accounts of the latter officer, it will be found 
that it comprehends in the gross, cash received of 
the Auditor— no specification is made of the sources 
from whence it was originally derived, and although 
the Treasurer’s accounts are annually audited, no ~ 
examination is made of the accounts of the Auditor | 
in regard to the receipts of money, nor is any state- 
ment of them required from him. In the general 
exhibit of receipts comprised in the annual state- 
ment, there is no distinction showing by whom the 
collections were made and it is not therefore ap- 
parent that the amounts received as there stated, 
coincide with the sums specified in the ‘Treasurer’s 
accounts. ‘The course is believed to be that the 
various officers in pursuance of the Ordinance, pay 
over the money collected by them to the Auditor, — 
who performs the mere ministerial duty of receiving 
it and passing it into the hands of the Treasurer. 
No examination in made by either of those officers, 
for they are not empowered to institute it, nor is au- 
thority vested in any Committee or department to 
ascertain that all which is due to the City has been 
regularly collected and duly accounted for. 

It is supposed that the existing regulations pro- 
ceeded partly from a desire to lighten the labors of 
the ‘Treasurer, by such a distribution of duties as 
should not be oppressive to that officer or the Audi- 
tor, and partly from the opinion that accounts gener- 
ally should be adjusted at the Auditor’s office. ‘The 
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great increase of business in that department removes 
the motive first suggested, and as most of the pay- 
ments are of ascertained debts, the Committee are 
of opinion that it would be a judicious arrangement 
to place in the hands of the Treasurer, who is the 
appropriate receiving and collecting officer of the 
government all the moneyed obligations belonging to 
the City, and to require all officers receiving moneys 
who now are at liberty to pay from time to time, to 
pay them over directly to him at regular periods, 
making areturn thereof to the City Council. In re- 
gard to funds from other sources which by usage or 
by special regulation are collected by the Auditor, 
no change is recommended. 

There seems to your Committee to be an obvious 
propriety in requiring at regular periods an exhibit of 
the amounts received from the various sources of 1n- 
come, that the City Council may be able to form a cor- 
rect judgment not only whether collections are duly 
made, but whether the resources of the City are sus- 
ceptible of increase or of more advantageous manage- 
ment. Such statements while they impart valuable in- 
formation, will stimulate debtors to punctuality and 
tend to ensure regularity in the various departments 
to which they relate. Under this impression the Com- 
mittee recommend that the several officers entrusted 
with the receipt of public money, be required to fur- 
nish every three months, detailed reports thereof, and 
likewise statements of the amounts due and not col- 
lected. Such reports will enable the City Council 
to know whether its interposition is at any time re - 
quired, and will relieve its members from the necessity 
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of instituting personal inquiries which it is unpleasant 
to them to make, and often inconvenient to the offi- 
cers amidst their pressing official engagements to 
answer. 

Although it may not be within the strict letter of 
their instructions, the Committee submit their opin- 
ion, that the usual annual statement is not so full in 
its specifications of some particulars, as is desirable, 
and that some improvement may be made in its ar- 
rangement. The members of the City government, 
and also a considerable portion of their fellow citi- 
zens, know that the rent of the City wharf, together 
with certain other income, is specially applied to 
the extinguishment of the City debt ; but the com- 
munity in general perhaps are not aware why those 
receipts are not brought into view in a statement 
professing to exhibit the receipts and expenditures 
of the City. The Committee recommend that such 
particulars be hereafter included in the annual report, 
and that such further details be given as will enable 
the public to comprehend more clearly the opera- 
tions of the ‘Treasury — the whole being so arrang- 
ed as to show the coincidence between the detailed 
statements and the aggregates in the Treasurer’s ac- 
counts, thus enabling the public to derive, without 
the labor of investigation, those satisfactory views 
which can now be obtained only by tedious com- 
parisons. 

With the view of rendering more certain the col- 
lection of all the revenues and income of the City, 
the Committee think that it is expedient to provide 
for the appointment of a joint Committee of both 
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branches of the City Council, who shall be charged 
with the duty not merely of determining whether 
the money received by the ‘Treasuer has been prop- 
erly applied, but also of ascertaining whether all that 
has become due to the City, has been collected and 
paid into the Treasury. Without such a provision, 
no financial system can be considered complete, and 
although the labor imposed on the members of such 
a Committee may be arduous, it is not to be appre- 
hended that there will ever be in the City Council, 
a deficiency of competent persons, willing to assume 
the discharge of a duty so important. 

The Committee, in accordance with the permis- 
sion given them, have prepared an Ordinance em- 
bodying the principles contained in this report, which 
they beg leave to submit to the consideration of the 
Council.

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Mayor, Al-

every year, to lay before the City Council a 
statement of the whole amount of moneys which 
shall have been received at their respective of- 
ces, during the three preceding months, specify- 
ing in detail the sums received from each source 
of income — they shall also report the amounts, 
if any, which remain due to the City and un- 
paid, and generally, any other information which

they may possess, in relation to the said state- 
ment. 

Secr. 3. Be wt further ordained, That it 
shall be the duty of the Auditor of Accounts to 
lay before the City Council annually in the 
month of May, a schedule of all the leases of 
City property, specifying severally the names of 
the lessees, the rates of rent, and the periods 
when the leases will terminate. He shall also

wherein said ‘Treasurer shall be charged with the 
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collection, also the whole amount in detail of all 
bonds, notes, mortgages, leases, rents, interest 
and other sums receivable, in order that the val- 
ue and description of all personal property be- 
longing to the City may be at any time known 
at the office of the Auditor. 

Secr. 4. Be it further ordained, ‘That there 
shall be annually appointed in the month of May, 
a joint Committee to consist of two on the part 
of the Board of Aldermen and three on the part 
of the Common Council, whose duty it shall be 
to examine, audit and settle the accounts of the 
City and County ‘Treasurer for the preceding 
financial year; and said Committee shall not 
only compare said accounts with the vouchers 
thereof, but shall ascertain whether all sums due 
to the City have been collected and accounted 
for; they shall also examine the notes, bonds 
and other securities belonging to the City, and 
make a full and particular report of their pro- 
ceedings to the City Council. : 

Sect. 5. Be at further ordained, ‘That the 6th 
section of ‘* An Ordinance establishing a system 
of accountability in the expenditures of the City ” 
be, and the same is hereby repealed; and that 
the eleventh section of ‘An Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the care and management of the Public 
Lands ” be, and the same is hereby so far alter- 
ed, as that the money, notes, bonds, mortgages 
and securities for moneys therein mentioned, 
shall, after being entered on the books of the 
Auditor of Accounts, be paid to and deposited

I have received the Order passed by the Common 


Council requesting my opinion upon the following 
questions, viz :—

nal 
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First. Whether the Warden may ex officio ad- 
journ a Ward Meeting assembled for the election of 
City Officers-without taking a vote of the meeting 
upon the subject. 

Second. Whether a meeting so adjourned with- 
out objection on the part of the meeting is legally 
adjourned, so that a meeting held in ea ay of 
such adjournment is legally held. 

Third. Whether a meeting held for the purpose 
of electing members of the Common Council can be 
legally adjourned before the votes for Common Coun- 
cil-men have been sorted, counted and declared ac- 
cording to the seventh section of the City Charter. 

1. In reply to the first question I beg leave to 
observe, that the general duties of the Warden at a 
ward meeting appear to be very similar to those of 
the Moderator of a town meeting ; and, accordingly, 
it may be. noticed,. that one provision of the City 
_ Charter is, (Sect. 3) that .when the Warden is ab- 
sent “a Moderator or Warden pro tempore” shall be 
chosen. The general duty of the Warden. is, “ to 
preside” at all meetings of the citizens of the Ward, 
‘to preserve order therein 3” and the Charter 
throughout seems to assume it to be the right of the 
citizens themselves to act and vote (as the inhabi- 
tants of towns do in town meetings,) and, that the 
‘duty of the Warden is, to preside over their deliber- 
ations. 

Upon a view of the whole subject, therefore, I am 
of opinion, that the act of adjourning, like other acts 
and proceedings of a ward meeting must be under 
the control of the citizens composing the. meet- 
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ing; and, therefore, that the Warden himself has 
not authority, ex officio, to adjourn a Ward. meeting 
without taking a vote of the meeting upon the sub- 
Tect. 

2. The answer to the first question involves that 
of the second. If an adjournment is ordered by an 
officer who has.not authority to order it, the silence 
or acquiescence of the citizens cannot alone legalize 
the act. | 

3. In the case supposed by the third question the 
object of the meeting is, to make an election of pub- 
lic officers by the votes of the inhabitants; the re- 
sult of which election can be ascertained only by 
sorting and counting the votes ; and, as the seventh 
section of the Charter directs, that the votes shall 
be sorted and counted by the Wardens and Inspec- 
tors, and also, that ‘“‘a public declaration thereof, . 
with the names of the persons so chosen, shall be 

made in open ward meeting” it seems to follow, 
that a meeting held for such an election cannot be 
legally adjourned before the requisitions of the Char- 
ter shall have been complied with, which are pre- 
scribed for the purpose of satisfactorily ascertaining 
the result of such an election.

TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


HOUSE OF INDUSTRY, 4P RIL, 1830. 


To the Hon. the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, of the City of Boston. 


The Directors of the House of Industry, respectfully sub- 
mit the following statement of Receipts and Expenditures on 
account of that Institution, during the twelve months next pre- 
ceding the present April; also statements of such other sub- 
jects as the City Charter requires them to communicate. 

The several interviews which this Board have held with the 
Standing Committee of the Council, preclude the necessity of 
enlarged remarks at this time ; especially as much important 
matter relating to the Institution, has recently been laid before 
you by that Committee. 

The account of Receipts shows an income of 338 dollars 
and 97 cents, for the support of alien passengers, under the 
statute of March 19th, 1831. The Board have not been inat- 
tentive to this perplexing subject, and, by persevering efforts, 
have succeeded in ascertaining the individuals legally responsi- 
ble for the support of a large number of those paupers who, 
by their own account, arrived at this port within the last three 
years. But the artifice of some, and the ignorance of others 
of these persons, render it extremely difficult, and in some in- 
stances impossible to discover the vessel which brought them 
here. 

While on this subject, it may be proper to state that of the 
cases ascertained, one only has been traced to a foreign ves- 
sel. ‘This fact is somewhat remarkable, when it is considered 
that a large portion of these emigrants are brought here by for- 
elgn vessels. 

Of the alien passengers received at the House, who arrived 
at this port, within the last three years, four were born in Eng- 
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land, two in the British Provinces, one in Germany and the 


~ remainder in Ireland. 


There are also among the paupers, some who have not been 
bonded, or even reported, and as it is thought, this arises in 
some instances, from an ignorance of the law referred to, we 
ask leave to suggest to the Council the expediency of printing 
and distributing a sufficient number of copies of it among the 
owners, masters and agents of vessels arriving at this port from 
without the State, accompanying the same with an assurance that 
the City Government will cause prosecution to ensue for neg- 
lect of its provisions. This would give the necessary informa- 
tion to those interested, and while they would be more cautious 
in bringing paupers to the City, they would also be more ex- 
act in reporting their passengers. 

The Legislature, at its late session, reduced the allowance 
for State poor from 70 to 49 cents per week. It must be ob- 
vious that this sum will fall much below the actual expense of 
supporting such of them as are usually admitted to the House 
of Industry. It therefore becomes a question whether any 
thing consistent with law and humanity can be done to prevent 
the ingress and increase of foreign poor. The Directors have 
adopted, particularly for the last two years, a strict course of 
examination, of all applicants for admission, and they do not 
believe that public opinion or humanity, will justify them in be- 
ing still more rigid. Foreigners becoming sick, disabled or 
insane, whether for a short period or permanently, require our 


aid when thrown among us. 


It has frequently happened, that men injured on the rail 
roads, and elsewhere out of the City, and even at some dis- 
tance, are at once transported to the City, and thence to the 
Almshouse. Others come in by land from Canada, or the 
Eastern British Provinces. For these classes we are. not 
aware that any thing can be done, except to provide for them 
at the City’s expense, and receive from the State the 49 cents 
per week. 

On the 31st of March last, Artemas Simonds, Esq., who, 
for a period of four years has discharged the duties of Super- 
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intendent, resigned the office, and is succeeded by Col. John 
Porter. 

The Directors close their remarks with the following ex- 
tracts from a communication from the first named gentleman. 

*‘ During the past year no very material change has occur- 
red in the character of the establishment. In some particulars 
the diet of the inmates has been altered, at the suggestion of 
the Physician, making it more wholesome and no more ex- 
pensive.” 

‘The completion of the Children’s Asylum, connected with 
this Institution, and the improvements and additions about to 
be made to the main building, cannot fail to place the estab- 
lishment in a better condition than it has hitherto been.” 

‘** A complete separation of the school children from the 
adult paupers,—a desirable separation of the sexes,—a bet- 
ter opportunity for classification,—a much more convenient ar- 
rangement of the cooking and clothing departments,—greater 
facilities for supervision, and profitable employment, and some 
other important advantages will be secured.”

REPORT. 


By an Act of the Legislature ‘ Concerning the 
House of Industry in the City of Boston,” which 
was passed February 3d, 1823, the Justices of the 
Police Court are authorised and empowered to com- 
mit all such persons to the House of Industry, as 
might be committed to the House of Correction, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Act, passed March 
26th, 1788,—commonly called the ‘“* Vagabond Act.” 
And, by a more recent Statute, passed March 29th, 
1834, the Justices of the Police Court are authorised 
to commit to the House of Indutry or the House of 
Correction, at their option, ‘all rogues and vaga- 
bonds, and all idle persons going about begging, or 
persons using any subtle craft, juggling, or unlawful 
games or plays, common pipers, fiddlers, runaways, 
stubborn children, common drunkards, common night- 
walkers, pilferers, wanton and lascivious persons, in 
speech, conduct, or behavior, common railers or 
brawlers, such as neglect their callings or employ- 
ments, mispend what they earn, and do not provide 
for themselves, or for the support of their families.” 

It appears, therefore, that the Justices of the Po- 
lice Court have been vested with the power of or- 
dering commitments to the House of Industry for 
more than twelve years; although this power has 
not been exercised until quite recently. The first 
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instance occurred June 27th, 1834; and the whole 
number of commitments to April 10th, 1835, was 
twenty-five ; namely, thirteen males, and twelve fe- 
males. Of these there have been committed as

Only ten of these individuals remained in the 
House, April 11th, 1835. Three were discharged by 
the Directors, before they completed the terms for 
which they were severally sentenced ;—eight es- 
caped ;—two were delivered to the Overseers of the 
Poor in other towns, to which they belonged ;—and 
two were discharged at the expiration of their re- 
spective terms. : 

Your Committee have not supposed themselves 
called upon or authorised, to inquire into the reasons, 
which have induced the Justices of the Police Court 
to adopt the nove! practice of sending convicted 
criminals to the House of Industry, rather than to 
the House of Correction. ‘This matter has been left 
in their hands by the laws of the Commonwealth ; 
and it cannot be doubted that they have been guided 
by a sound discretion in their decisions. 

It must be admitted, however, that, in general, 
the previous characters and habits, and the offences 
of the persons committed, would seem to point them 
out as fit subjects for the House of Correction. ‘The 
first convict sent to the House of Industry, is, by his 
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own confession, a confirmed rogue. He has been 
an inmate of f2vo State prisons, and of various jails. 
He was discharged by the Directors, before the ex- 
piration of the term for which he was committed, 
upon the condition that he would immediately leave 
the State ; and, in ten days, he was sent back for a 
second teem by the Police Court. 

The House of Industry is a substitute for the 
Alms-House ; it is the old Institution with a new 
name; and as there is but little industry there, a 
more appropriate name might have been chosen. It 
is strictly a charitable establishment for the relief of 
the suffering poor. ‘There seems, therefore, to be a 
gross impropriety in converting it into a place of 
punishment, unless we are prepared to say, that pov- 
erty is itself a crime! A worthy and honest but un- 
fortunate man, driven by biting penury, humbly asks 
admission to this asylum, supported at the public 
expense, and is received ; and so also is received, at 
the same time, by a mandate from a Court of Jus- 
tice, the hardened offender, convicted of many 
crimes, who has thoroughly learned the rae of guilt 
in jails and penitentiaries ! 

In a former communication, your Committee urg- 
ed the importance of making a more marked dis- 
tinction between the unfortunate and vicious poor, 
than the present arrangements of the house will per- 
mit. ‘This consideration carries with it another 
grave argument, against the practice of sending con- 
victs there. The virtuous and deserving poor are not 
only compelled, either to starve, or to be fed by an 
Institutution which has lost, in a degree, its eleemo- 
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synary character ; but also to associate, in their dai- 
ly walk and conversation, with hardened criminals. 
The immoral influence of such an association, must 
be injurious to the character of the institution. 

Besides, it may well be doubted, whether the con- 
victs themselves will generally regard it as a punish- 
ment for their offences, to be committed to an Insti. 
tution, which professes to be an asylum for the un- 
fortunate, and to which most of its inmates have 
resorted voluntarily. 

Again. By the statutes of the Commonwealth, 
the Directors are authorised to dismiss any inmate 
from the House of Industry, whenever they think it 
expedient or proper todo so. ‘They have, accord- 
ingly, in the exercise of this power, discharged seve- 
ral of the convicts, before the terms expired for 
which they were committed. As the authority of 
the Directors thus clashes with that of the Court, 
_ the purposes of the latter, must not unfrequently be 
defeated, and the ends of justice lost. It has been 
the practice of the Directors, to expel impostors and 
refractory subjects from the House, on the ground 
that such persons are not proper objects of charity ; 
and this has been regarded as the best kind of pun- 
ishment. Mark the inconsistency. The Justices of 
the Police Court send a sturdy vagabond to the 
House of Industry, as a punishment ; and the Direc- 
tors, in the judicious exercise of their authority, send 
the same sturdy vagabond from the House, and that 
too, as a punishment ! 

Finally ; the Directors have not the means neces- 
sary to prevent the prisoners from escaping, should 
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they be dissatisfied with their fare and accommoda- 
tions. It is not surprising, therefore, that one third 
of the number committed, have effected their escape. 
One female, committed for lascivious conduct, who © 
has been many times in the House of Correction, has 
eloped twice, and been returned to the Institution 
by the Court, for the third time. A man, eighty 
years old, who seemed to be very infirm and decre- 
pit, effected his escape over the stockade, leaving 
his crutches behind him, in a short time after his 
commitment. Itis evident, therefore, that the House 
of Industry is not a place of punishment for those 
convicts, who do not choose to stay there. 

From the view of the subject which your Com- 
mittee have taken, they are fully of the opinion, that 
the practice of committing criminals to the House 
of Industry, is injurious to that Institution, mexpedi- 
ent in other respects, and ought to be discontinued. 
They respectfully ask leave, therefore, to submit the 
accompanying Resolution to the consideration of the 
Council. |

Pursuant to the annexed Order of the City Council and in- 
vitation of the Committee, the undersigned has been engaged 
principally since the 7th of May last, ‘‘in the Northern and 
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Middle States,’ visiting Almshouses and kindred institu« 
tions, and collecting facts from various sources relating to 
pauperism. 5 

The undersigned gratefully acknowledges the kindness of 
the municipal authorities in the cities and towns he has vis- 
ited, and the superintendents of the various institutions, in 
affording him every facility in their power to’ pursue his in- 
quiries. 

The following detailed statements of the systems adopted 


in different places, for the support, management, and employ- 


ment of the poor, and the statistical tables showing ‘¢ practical 
results,’’ in a concise form, are submitted as a Report, in the 
hope that they contain some information that may be found 
valuable to the Committee.

NEW-YORK. 


The immense and increasing population of this great com- 
mercial city, made up, to considerable extent, of foreign emi- 
grants of every character and from every quarter of the globe, 
and the habits and vicissitudes incident to such a dense and 
ever-changing population, must, of necessity, presenta large 
amount of human suffering, poverty and dependence. 

By a special law of the State of New-York, the pauperism 
of the City is placed under the control of five officers, called 
Commissioners of the Almshouse Department, who have the 
general supervision of the Almshouse, Bridewell and Hospi- 
tal, at Bellevue ; the large City Prison, or Penitentiary, now 
nearly completed on Blackwell’s Island, in the East River ; 
the Almshouse Children’s Asylum at Long Island Farms, and 
the Bridewell in the City. Out-door relief is given in extra- 
ordinary cases under their authority. Their services are gra- 
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tuitous. The Commissioners of the Almshouse, &c., the 
General Superintendent of all the establishments above named, 
the Clerk and Resident Physician, are appointed by the City 
Council; the other officers of the Almshouse are elected by 

the Commissioners. nil 

The Commissioners have an office in the old Almshouse, 
near City Hall, where they meet every. Friday afternoon, for 
the transaction of business, and where one or more of their 
number attends daily. They employ at the office, and in at- 
tending to out-door business, an agent, a visiter, and a clerk. 
These officers keep the accounts of out-door relief; give 
orders for burials ; examine foreign passengers for commu- 
tation on board vessels in port; make purchases in behalf 
of the Commissioners ; make arrangements for the transpor- 
tation of poor, who do not belong to New-York, to other 
States and other countries ; investigate bastardy cases, attend 
to prosecutions and make collections ; rigidly investigate the 
cases of all applicants for admission to the Almshouse or out- 
door relief, giving permits or small donations in pressing 
cases, and referring others to the Commissioners’ meetings 
on Friday afternoon ; and attend to all such duties and inqui- 
ries as the Commissioners may require. ‘These officers are 
so efficient that the personal labors of the Commissioners 
probably do not require more of their time than the Directors 
of the House of Industry devote to the care of the House 
and the investigation of cases of applicants. In winter, an 
additional visiter is employed among the poor of the City. 
Although the number of actually poor in New-York must: 
probably be fourfold that of Boston, the amounts bestowed in 
out-door relief are nearly equal in the two cities. 

Tur Bretitevuet Atmsuovse is near the East River, 
three miles from the City Hall. It is within an enclosure of | 
26 acres, surrounded by a high stone wall, which also contains 
a prison, an hospital for sick and insane, superintendents’ 
house, several large buildings for mechanic’s workshops, and 
the various out buildings for a Jarge and well regulated estab- 
lishment. ronting on the River, the Almshouse principal 


ee 
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building is stone, 325 feet long, with wings at each end, ex- 
tending back 150 by 50 feet wide. The centre building is 
75 feet deep, four stories high, including the basement ; 
the wings three stories, also including the basement. In 


the centre building suitable apartments are occupied as busi- 


ness rooms for the Commissioners, Superintendent, Clerk 
and other officers, including a dining room: the residue of 


- the building is divided into wards for the paupers, generally 


about 45 feet by 22. ‘These wards are warmed by stoves in 
winter 5 as they receive light and air only from windows on 
one side, they are ill-constructed for ventilation. They con- 
tain the beds, and are much crowded, especially in winter. 
{In several wards are two story bedsteads to save room. The- 
paupers are classified as as well as circumstances admit ; re- 
gard being had to color, nativity, age, and character. Males 
and females are kept separate, except that married couples 
and their children occupy one ward; each family being par- 
titioned off by curtains. ‘The men, as a general rule, eat in a 


common dining-room ; the women have tables in their several 


wards — their rations being served out in one general kitchen. 
The mess of meat for each ward is weighed off according to 
the number of persons, cooked in a net, and delivered to the 
person who has care of the ward. ‘The diet is as follows :— 
breakfast — tea, sweetened with molasses and a little milk, 
and bread: dinner— every other day meat and soup; of 
beef, one pound is allowed; of pork, three fourths of a pound ; 


_ about one pound of bread with potatoes ; on the other days, 


mush and molasses with bread : supper — same as breakfast. 
A woman with a child is allowed one and a half pounds of 
bread for both ; each woman has half a pint of milk per day. 
Each woman is allowed a pound of tea per month; they 
make their own tea. ‘The bread, all of wheat, is baked at 
Bellevue to supply all the establishments under the care of 
the Commissioners. 

The Superintendent, who also acts as Treasurer, has the 
direction of the establishment, under the supervision of the 
Commissioners, and all subordinate officers are to respect | 


. 
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him accordingly. He makes requisition in writing to the 
Board of Commissioners for the wants of the establishment ; — 
sees that the clerk, steward, farmer, and all other agents do 
their duty ; has a personal care and supervision over all their 
separate engagements ; sees that the quality of provisions Is 
good, that they are wholesome and sufficient, and not wasted ; 
that the house is kept clean and well ventilated ; that the in- 
mates are properly classed ; and that the general concerns 
are well ordered and conducted. His annual salary is $1,600. 

The Steward receives paupers who have permits of ad- 
mission ; sees that ‘they are properly cleansed, examined by 
the physician, and placed in the apartments assigned them ; 
has the care and keeping of the provisions, clothing, and bed- 
ding, provided for the paupers ; sees that these and other sup- 
plies are properly dealt out ; and aids the Superintendent in 
such matters as he may direct. 

The Farmer superintends the cultivation of the lands at- 
tached to the Almshouse by pauper labor ; prevents their 
obtaining intoxicating liquors when thus employed ; procures 
marketing for the officers and agents who eat at Bellevue, and 
assists the Superintendent otherwise as required. 

The Matron has charge of the female inmates ; sees that 
they are properly provided for, their apartments clean and 
well aired ; selects persons to perform the washing, ironing, 
mending, and other female labor of the house ; superintends 
the preparations for the officers’ table, and performs such 
other duties as are proper to her station, under the advice of 
the Superintendent. 

Mechanics are hired to work and superintend the business 
of baking, carpentry, blacksmithing, and making shoes, who 
direct the labor of such paupers as are assigned to them, for 
the purposes of the establishment, under the Superintendent’s 
direction. 

The Regulations of the Commissioners declare that no 
person. shall be admitted who is known to be affected by any 
infectious or contagious disease ; that every pauper capable 
of labor shall be employed, — if any refuse to work, they may 
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be forthwith discharged, or put on bread and water, at the 


_ discretion of the Superintendent ; that any pauper who shall 


waste or destroy property, or introduce strong liquors, behave 
disorderly or be disrespectful to the Superintendent and offi- 
cers, or act immorally in any respect, shall be subject to be 
put on bread and water, or be discharged ; that fires and 
lights, except such as shall be indispensably necessary, shall 


be extinguished at nine o’clock from May to November, and 


at eight o’clock the remaining months; that no officer or 
hired agent shall be entitled to receive any shoes or clothing, 
or appropriate any of the mechanics’ or prisoners’ labor to 
his own profit or advantage ; that every pauper shall be ex- 
amined by the physician when brought into the house, and 
made perfectly clean before admission into a ward ; that no 
ardent spirits shall be used in the house, except for medical 
purposes, by officers or others; that no pauper shall go 
abroad, without a ticket from the Superintendent, nor remain 


out after sunset without special license ; that begging from 


visiters and others is positively prohibited ; that overseers or 
orderlies be appointed from the inmates of each room, who 
shall see that their rooms be kept clean and well aired, and 
maintain order —report all disorderly conduct to the Super- 
intendent or Commissioners ; and that paupers nay appeal to 
the Commissioners, in cases of improper treatment on the part 
of the officers of the house. 

The Chaplain is required to perform divine service, regu- 
larly on Sundays, in the chapel of the House, forenoon and 
afternoon, and when convenient, in the evening in one of the 
rooms occupied by paupers ; and to hold meetings for reli« 


--gious worship in the Bellevue Hospital, Bridewell, and Pen- 


itentiary, on such other days as he may deem best ; to visit 
often the sick and dying ; and, generally, to regard the spir- 
itual welfare of all the inmates of the three establishments. 

No person, except the Chaplain, is to be permitted to visit 
the Almshouse, Bridewell, or Penitentiary, in the capacity of 
a religious teacher or preacher, without permission of the Sus 
perintendent and Chaplain. 
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The inmates of the House are expected to attend divine 
service in the chapel on Sunday. 
An important appendage to the establishment is the Hospi- 


tal for the sick and lunatics. This is a separate building, at — 


some distance, but in the same enclosure with the Almshouse, 
180 feet long, 50 feet deep, three stories high, besides the 
basement, with external staircases communicating with the 
piazzas and each ward. Lunatics are kept in the basement 
and next story, which are provided with small dormitories for 
the violent and dangerous, and rooms 18 feet square for the 
more quiet, in which six or eight lodge. The upper stories 
contain twelve wards, for medical and surgical cases, 50 by 


22 feet, 11 feet high, extending across the building, some- _ 


times containing near twenty patients in a ward. 

The Resident Physician, with his assistants, occupy rooms 
at the Hospital, and are required to give diligent and faithful 
attention to the duties of their profession, in all departments 
of the Bellevue establishment, including Bridewell and Fe- 
male Penitentiary. The Resident has, by law, ‘‘ the entire 
‘charge and supervision of the medical and surgical depart- 
ment ;”’ he appoints, with the approbation of the Commis- 
sioners, an apothecary ; he sees that due care is observed in 
the selection of medicines, and must never permit.the estab- 
lishment to be without medical attendance. He makes requi- 
sition on the Commissioners, through the Superintendent, for 
the supplies of his department. He-is required to bestow es- 


pecial care on the insane department of the Hospital, and not 
allow unnecessary and frequent visits by friends or strangers 


to these unfortunate patients. 
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The Hospital Steward has the care of the male patients in. 


the building, takes charge of the stores, prevents waste, and 
performs such duties as the Resident Physician requires. 
The. Hospital Matron has a care over the female inmates ; 
sees to the bedding of the whole establishment ; sees to. the 
preparation of meals for the officers of the Hospital ; and at- 
tends to the order, accommodation, and cleanliness of the build= 
ing, under the direction. of the Physician. Nurses and labor- 
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ers for the Hospital are selected from the inmates in other 
departments of the general Bellevue establishment. | 
Lhe most interesting department of the New-York Alms- 
house establishment is the CurmprEN’s AsyLuM, at Long 
Island Farms, opposite Blackwell’s Island. The children, 
nearly 600 in number, are principally from three to twelve 
years of age ; a large majority are boys. Their school is on 
the Monitorial plan, and appears to be well conducted. The 
_ teacher and assistant are paid from the State fund — the Com- 
‘missioners being entitled to draw from the-fund for children 
between the ages of four and sixteen. The stationary is fur- 
nished also by the school fund. The domestic arrangements 
appear to be in charge principally of an efficient Matron. 
Three buildings, at some distance from each other, occupied 
by the children, are in excellent condition as to cleanliness ; 
and the children’s lodging apartments were remarkably neat 
~ and well arranged. ‘The children, with few exceptions, ap- 
peared healthy -and happy, and all were neatly and cleanly 
dressed. Opthalmia,.a severe disease of the eyes that pre- 
vailed a few years ago in the Bellevue Almshouse, where all 
the children were then kept, and where several children lost 
the sight of both eyes, and many others of one eye each, 1s 
now nearly eradicated, through the zealous and judicious prac- 
tice of Dr. Morrill, who has lost an eye himself by the dis- 
ease, contracted while attending the children of the Alms- 
house. The few now affected by it, are kept entirely distinct 
from the others. Dr. Morrill is Resident Physician at the 
Blackwell’s Island Penitentiary, under the supervision of the 
Resident Almshouse Physician, and also attends the children 
on Long Island Farms when necessary. The Matron is as- 
sisted in the domestic work of the Asylum only by paupers 5 
the clothing of children being prepared at Bellevue: 
Male children, who are capable of labor, are not appren- 
ticed, under the present rules, until twelve years of age, 
and females until the age of ten, unless peculiar circumstances 
render it proper in the judgment of the Commissioners. Ap- 
plicants, not known to the Commissioners, must furnish proper _ 
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references of their standing and ability to bring up and sustain 
an apprentice ; and time for inquiry in such cases must be al- 
lowed. | 

The Long Island Farm consists of 250 acres of land, under 
the care of a farmer and his wife, who receive $500 per an- 
num and board. The labor on the farm is performed by con- 
victs and paupers. ‘The produce goes to the Almshouse. 
About twenty cows are kept to furnish milk for the children 
of the Asylum. 

All the employment of paupers in the Bellevue Almshouse 
is for the Almshouse and its multiplied departments. The 
manufacture of woollen and cotton cloth, for the use of the 
paupers, is carried on in a building called the factory, where 
between thirty and forty are usually employed. All. the 
woollen cloth required for the Almshouse and Penitentiary, is 
made here, and about half the cotton cloth. About 15 men 
‘make the shoes for the Almshouse, under the care of a work- 
man who is hired ; four men work in the bake-house, with an 
hired master baker ; and several pauper blacksmiths and car- 
penters also labor for the establishment at repairs and_altera- 
tions, under hired masters. All the other male inmates able 
to labor, are required to perform various services about the 
general establishment ; and the women are fully employed at 
washing, ironing, making and.mending clothing, scrubbing, 
nursing, spinning thread for the use of shoe-makers, tailors, 
&c. &e. ; 

By the existing law, the master of every vessel arriving at 
New-York having unnaturalized foreign passengers on board, 
must report them at the Mayor’s office within twenty-four 
hours, under penalty of 75 dollars for each, and a greater pen- 
alty for making a partial report. The master may land his 
passengers after giving bond, with two sureties resident in 
New-York, and acceptable to the Mayor, in the sum of $300 
for each passenger, to indemnify the City from their support 
as paupers for two years. The bonds are attached to the 
original report of the vessel, and after being recorded in the 
City, are sent to the Almshouse ; and should any of the pas- 
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sengers become paupers within the term of two years, the 
bondsmen are required to pay two dollars per week for their 
support as boarders, or three dollars as Hospital patients. 
It is, however, optional with the masters of vessels and mer- 
chants to bond their passengers or pay commutation money ; 
if they prefer the latter, the Agent or Visiter of the Alms- 
house Commissioners goes on board vessels, examines the 
passengers, and fixes on the rate of commutation, according 
to the probability of their becoming paupers. For several 
years past, the usual commutation fee has been one dollar for 
each passenger, and more than thirty thousand dollars has an- 
nually been received as commutation money, while scarce a 
tenth of that amount has accrued for the support of bonded 
passengers. The system is regarded by some as possess- 
ing present advantages, but likely to be disadvantageous in 
future ; hence the Commissioners of the last year desired a 
change, and advised the Mayor not to commute at less than 
ene dollar and fifty cents each passenger.

PHILADELPHIA. 


‘Notwithstanding the high character of Philadelphia, for mor- 
al worth and intelligence, its great wealth, noble institutions, — 
and extended charities for the relief of physical distress, still 
there is a considerable portion of the population miserably — 
poor and dependent, and its pauper expenditure is greater 
than that of any other American city, proportioned to the - 
census. _ It has even been asserted, by a distinguished citizen’ 
and philanthropist of Philadelphia,* ‘* that scenes of suffering 
and distress exist in the City, revolting to human nature, and 
not exceeded in intensity (however they may be in numbers) ~ 
in London and Paris.”’ . 

For the City and Districts, the care of the poor is in the 
hands of the ‘‘ Guardians of the Poor of the City of Philadel- 
phia, the District of Southwark, and the Townships of the 
Northern Liberties and Penn,’’ viz: six for the City proper, 
two for Southwark, two for the Northern Liberties, one for 
Kensington, and one for. Penn Township. The Guardians 
have no compensation for their services. The Board meets 
at the Almshouse every Monday afternoon, and Committees 
attend at the House on two other days in each week. Their 
remunerated officers (exclusive of those employed at the 
Almshouse) are a Secretary, Solicitor, Out-door Agent, Col- 
lector, two Visiters of the Poor for the City proper, and sey-

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eral for the Districts. Physicians and Apothecaries are also 
appointed and paid by the Guardians, for the benefit of out- 
door poor. ‘The Secretary keeps the records and accounts 
at the Guardian’s office in the City, attends the meetings of the 


Board, and of Committees, draws orders on the Treasurer, and 


performs such other duties as devolve on him ; the Solicitor 
carries on prosecutions and attends to the legal business of 
the Board ; the Agent attends to bastardy cases, sends home 
paupers to the other States and countries, makes purchases, 
and has a variety of out-door business to perforra ; the Col- 
lector gathers the poor tax and makes other collections for 
the Guardians ; and the Visiters examine applicants for relief 


-at their abodes, give incidental relief, pay pensions, give 


orders of admissions to the Almshouse, and keep accounts’ of 
their disbursements. The population of the City and Dis- 
tricts was 159,548 in 1830; the Almshouse expenses have 
exceeded sixty thousand dollars, and the out-door public char- 
ity seventy thousand dollars for some years past. ‘This has 
been considered necessary on account of the crowded state 
of the old almshouse ; but as ample accommodations are now 
made in a new house, the Board of Guardians have deter- 
mined to discontinue the allowance of regular pensions, ‘‘ and 


that no other relief than temporary shall be granted to the 


poor, confined entirely to fuel, provisions, clothing, medicine 


-and. medical attendance.”’ 


The new Almshouse establishment at Blockley, over the 


Schuylkill River, which was opened last year, is magnificent. 


It consists of four stone edifices, each five hundred and fifty 
feet long, forty or fifty feet wide, three stories high, occupy- 
ing a large square, the interior of which contains the requisite 
out-buildings and courts. The men’s Almshouse, fronting on 
the river, contains in the centre the public rooms of the Guar- 
dians and offices, their dining-room, and apartments for the: 
Steward’s family and officers. On the first floor are the 
cook room, bake-house, dining-room, store rooms, grocery 
store, clothing store, separate cook room for the officers, &c. 
In the second and third stories, the wings are divided into 
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large wards, most of which contain each twenty-eight dormi- 
tories or recesses, in which paupers lodge singly. The wards 
are about sixteen feet stud ; the dormitories are on two sides, 
. (each containing a flue for ventilation) half in galleries over 
others. In the wards occupied by invalids, are tables in the 
centre, where their meals are taken. The women’s Alms- 
house, in the rear of the men’s, is similar in most respects ; 
it is but partially finished. Wards enough are completed for 
the present number of female inmates. The cooking is done 
by steam apparatus, (in cast-iron boilers, instead of wooden 
tubs) in both Almshouses. The third building is the Hospi- 
tal, containing large, well arranged, and well ventilated wards 
for the sick ; suitable dormitories and cells for lunatics, (there 
are now 170 of this unfortunate class ;) an apothecary’s shop ; 
a large chapel, also used as an operating room by the sur- 
geons ; and a medical library, of three thousand volumes. 
A fourth building, of equal magnitude, is the Workhouse, or 
House of Employment, not yet completed.» In one end of 
this building is the Children’s Asylum, in charge of a Ma- 
tron. The establishment, for the erection thus far, has cost 
$800,000, and it is supposed, when completed, will bare 
cost a million of dollars. 

The buildings are warmed in winter by furnaces, in which 
anthracite coal is burned; the furnaces are. believed to be 
badly constructed, as 1,150 tons of coal were consumed from 
September to May. 7 

The general diet of inmates is as follows : — 

‘¢ Every day for breakfast — coffee, half rye, half eich 

Every day for supper — chocolate or tea; both breakfast 
and supper, as much good wheat bread as they can eat. 
Dinners. Sundays — soup. 

Monday — half a pound of beef, of which -the 
soup was made on Sunday. 

T'uesday — hash, made of the offals of beef. 

Wednesday — mush and molasses, and working 
men half a pound of meat or soup. 
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Dinners —Thursday — as Sunday. Potatoes or wheat 
Friday —as Tuesday. bread for dinner 


Saturday —as Wednesday. ) every day.” 

The diet of the sick is regulated entirely by their medical 
attendants. In the medical department, the expenditure is 
considerable. For the year ending May, 1833, (the last for 
which accounts are published) it amounted to $10,513 70, 
and included the following items : — drugs and medicines, 
2,342 72; salaries to apothecary and assistants, 596 34; 
wages to nurses and assistants, 1,154 563 disbursements for 


sick, 1,803 81. 860 gallons wine and spirits, 663 08; 760 


operations of leeching, 883 75; porter and ale, 1,572 25. 
The average number of inmates that year was 1,010, less 


‘than double the average population of the Boston House of 


Industry. 

For the new establishment, not yet completed in all its de- 
partments, no definite rules have yet been established by the 
Board of Guardians. The first officer of the institution is 
the Steward, whose annual salary is $800. His duties are 
similar to those of Superintendents in like situations. Over 
the female department, the Matron has co-ordinate authority 
with the Steward. An Agent.is the Steward’s first assistant, 
and a Clerk is employed. The last published account of the 
old House shows the following items :—

It is understood that similar salaries and wages are paid in 
the new institution. In the opinion of the Steward, it is 
more economical to hire nurses than to rely on the paupers.

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The inmates of the Philadelphia Almshouse, capable of la- 


bor, are employed in the establishment much as in New-York. 
At present, the principal work of men is road-making on the 
farm, and fitting the grounds, by removing banks and filling 
marshes, for gardening and high cultivation, under the direc- 
tion of an hired gardener and farmer ; stone quarrying and 
macadamizing. 

In the Work House department, during the last winter, 
men were employed manufacturing and repairing articles for 
use in the Institution nearly as follows : 

Weaving Room, 12 men, weaving cotton and woolen noite 
and carpeting. 

Tailor’s Shop, 10 men, making men’s clothes. 

Shoemaker’s Shop, 12 men,"making and mending for adults 
and children. | 

Tin Shop, 1 man, mending and making articles in the line. 

Carpenter’s Shop, 8 men, making coffins, furniture, &c. 

Blacksmith’s Shop, 2 men, dressing drills and hammers, 
for quarrying and jobbing for the house. 

Paint Shop, 2 men, painting and glazing, also, in Dye 
Shop, Saddler’s Shop and Cooper’s Shop, one man each. 
Oakum picking is also carried on by men incapable of better — 
business. A large number of men and women are employed 
at domestic work, and at least one third of the adult ‘inmates 
are considered unable to perform any service. ‘The women 
spin, knit, sew, &c. for the establishment. 

There is no Chaplain of the institution ; religious services 
_ on Sunday are performed gratuitously by preachers of differ- 
ent denominations. 

Six or eight Physicians and Surgeons are appointed by the 
Guardians ; they attend at the Hospital as much as is deemed 
necessary, and are assisted in the practice by eight medical 
students and licentiates. ‘These young men reside in the es- 
tablishment, board with the steward, and pay $200 se 
for the privilege. 
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BALTIMORE. 


This City compares more nearly with Boston in population 
than any other, and as there is a great disparity between the 
expenditures for the support of the poor in the two Cities, 
Baltimore expending about half‘as much as Boston in propor- 
tion to population, it may be well to give a more particular 
account of the Baltimore system than would otherwise be ne-. 
cessary or proper. 

For the purpose of supporting the poor in the Almshouse, 
the City of Baltimore and Baltimore County are associated. 
Four ‘‘ Trustees or THE Poor” are appointed annually by 
the City Council for the City, and three are appointed by the 
Governor and Council for the County. Their powers are 
quite extended, derived from special enactments of the Le- 
gislature, made applicable to the City and County. There 
are also officers called Ward and District Managers, whose 
only duty is to send paupers to the House; they have no 
share in the control of the establishment, can give no out-door 
relief, they receive no pay for their services, and the Trus- 
tees of the Poor and Overseer of the Almshouse may refuse 
to take into the House the persons who present permits from 
the Managers. 

‘¢ The ‘l'rustees of the Poor of Baltimore City and Coun-_ 
ty”’ elect from their own number a President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. On the first Monday of May annually, they elect 
an Overseer, Attending Physician and Matron of the Alms- 
house, and an Agent who keeps an office and attends to out- 
doors business, for the Trustees in the City. The ‘Trustees 
meet weekly, alternately at the house and at the Agent’s of- 
fice, and each receives two dollars per day while engaged in 
the duties of office. ‘The Almshouse is visited every week 
by one of the Trustees, each Trustee performing his duty in 
regular rotation. The visiting Trustee examines into the 
condition of the house, farm and such other matters as require 
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his inspection, and makes a report on his visit at the next 
meeting of the Board. All applications for office are to be 
made in writing to the Trustees, and appointments are made by | 
ballot. No spiritous, vinous or fermented liquors are used at 
the table of the Almshouse, nor furnished upon any pretext 
whatever, to any person resident or attached to the establish- 
ment, except when prescribed by one of the Physicians as a 
medicine ; it is then supplied by the Hospital department. 

The Baltimore Almshouse is three miles from the City — 
it has a farm attached of over three hundred acres of prime 
land, mostly in a high state of cultivation and very productive. _ 
The buildings are convenient and well arranged, and seven or - 
elght hundred inmates may be accommodated. A handsome 
central building contains the office, Overseer’s apartments, 
rooms for the accommodation of medical students, and apothe- 
caries’ room, and in the upper story are two wards for female 
patients. ‘There are two wings or rather separate buildings, 
one for each sex, connected to the centre by a gallery or 
passage. These are three stories high, 140 feet long by 40 
feet wide. In the wing for males, the first floor has a dining 
room—two rooms for coloured men and cells for insane men. 
The second story contains an anatomical cabinet, a clothing 
store room, school room, and a large sleeping room for work- 
ing men. On the third floor are two large hospital wards ex- 
tending across the building, affording the best opportunity for 
ventilation. ‘The garret is a lodging place of men in com- 
parative health. ‘The women’s wing contains on the first 
floor cells for the insane, large work room for spinning, card- 
ing, &c., and the cook kitchen for the establishment ; on the 
second floor are the matron’s private room for seamstresses, 
another used as a sleeping room for old women, and a large 
-room for children ; the third story is divided into two large 
wards, one for a hospital for white women and the other a 
sleeping room for working women, and the attick contains a 
hospital for black women and a lodging room for well women. 

The out-houses are'a wash-house, bake house, carpenter’s 
shop, tailor’s shop, dead house, &c., erected in a substantial 
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manner by pauper labour. ‘The Gardens and walks are in 
admirable order: ‘These, with the buildings are surrounded 
by a high wall, enclosing about five acres. ‘There is an ap- 
pearance of order, neatness and quiet about the whole estab- 
ment rarely to be found in similar institutions. 

A code of By-Laws, conforming to the enactments of the 
Legislature, have been established by the Trustees, prescrib- 
ing rules for their own proceedings, for the government of 
the Almshouse, and for administering out-door relief to the 
poor. ; 

These By-Laws provide, that the Almshouse, out houses 
and enclosures shall be kept in constant repair; that all rooms 
and passage ways shall be white washed every spring and fall, 
and oftener if necessary ; that all the steps and floors shall be 
scoured at least once a week, and swept thrice a day ; that 
every grown person shall have a separate bedstead, and that 
net more than two children shall sleep on one bed, each 
wooden beadstead in use shall be taken asunder and cleansed 
once every week from March to October, each bedstead to 
be furnished with one bed, pulow, sheet and blanket in sum- 
mer and three blankets in winter ; that each pauper shall be 
furnished with a change of linen, suit of apparel, and a fine 
‘and coarse comb; that the bedticks be filled which clean 
straw once a month, the blankets and bedticks being washed 
once in two months and the sheets and pillow cases every 
other week at least ; that the chimneys in use be swept month- 
ly, and quick lime or cloride of lime thrown into the privies 
every other week in summer and monthly in winter ; that the 
House shall be constantly supplied with materials, and imple- 
ments of labor, to be distributed by the Overseer to those 
‘able to work, and an account of their labor exhibited to the 
Trustees monthly ; that the outer gates of the yard shall be 
locked at sunset and not opened before sunrise, except by 
‘order of the Overseer ; the apartments of the poor- shall be 
closed at dark and not opened till day light ; —that the win- 
dows shall be opened every day during summer, in good 
weather, and nothing shall be hung out or thrown out of them 
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at any time ; that the lights and fires shall be extinguished at 
nine o’clock, (which the Overseer shall see done,) except 
those in the sick rooms, which shall be subject to the direc- 
tion of the Physician ; that any pauper who may embezzle 
the property of others, or do damage to the premises, furni- 
ture or utensils shall be punished; and that each room shall 
be furnished with at least three Bibles and two Testaments. 
Every person admitted into the Almshouse for support, 
shall on arrival, inform the Overseer of his or her name, age, 
occupation, disease, and place of nativity ; and shall forth- 
with be examined by the Overseer or Matron, and washed, 
and their clothing changed if necessary. Persons afflicted 
with contagious disease, which may endanger the lives of 
others, shall be sent away forthwith. Persons of different 
sexes and colours shall be and remain separate. ‘They shall 
conduct themselves with respect and decorum, towards. the 
officers, their fellows, and all persons. ‘They shall occupy 
the wards. and courts assigned them by the Overseer, and 
shall not absent themselves, day or night, without his permis- 
sion. They shall perform such reasonable labour as may be 
required of them, and, if practicable, of the kind to which 
they have been accustomed, and when not so employed may 
take air, exercise and recreation, with the Overseer’s per- 
mission, in their respective courts. Persons received into 
the house as vagrants shall not be discharged in less than 
thirty days ; and should such persons abscond and return as 
vagrants, they shall be showered at the discretion of the Over- 
seer, be kept one week in solitary confinement on bread and 
water for every such offence, and shall be kept one. month in 
addition to the balance of time they were adjudged to serve 
on their first admission to the house. No pauper shall be dis- 
charged upon the application of a friend or relation, who in 
the opinion of the Trustees, was able at the time of admission 
to provide for the pauper, but who nevertheless permitted the 
admission, unless such friend or relation shall pay the whole 
amount of the claim which the Trustees may have against 
such pauper. ‘I'he paupers in the house shall take due care 
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of all the clothes, utensils and other property placed in their 
charge, and be responsible to the Overseer. ‘The men shall 
shave or be shaved twice a week, and both sexes shall wash 
and comb every day, and change their linen at least once 
a week. ‘They shall also when able make their own beds; 
and sweep their own rooms and passage ways. ‘They may 
visit, and be visited by their friends under permission of the 


Overseer ; but no visitor shall remain in, or pauper out of the 


house at night without special permission from the Overseer 
or 'T'rustee. ‘The poor shall in the first instance make known 


their wants to the Overseer, and if not supplied, or if they 


feel aggrieved, either in diet, clothing or treatment, they may 
inform the Trustees. ‘They shall neither lie, curse, nor 
swear, fight, quarrel, play at cards or other games, read im- 
moral books, beg alms; steal or pilfer, get drunk, bring into 
the house, or receive ardent spirits, or other liquors, for 
themselves or others, nor keep any bottles or phials in their 
possession. ‘T'hey shall not sleep in their clothes, nor eat nor 
smoke in bed; nor shall they spit on the walls or floors ; 
they shall not act obscenely, or talk lewdly, nor ridicule, re- 
vile or slander their fellows, but shall administer to them es- 
pecially to the aged and infirm, all the aid and consolation in 
their power. They shall not sell, or barter utensils, clothes 
or provisions, nor offer any fee or gratuity to any officer, 
nurse or servant of the house, for services rendered. ° 

They shall observe and obey all the rules and regulations 
provided for their government ; and if they fail to do so, they 
they shall be punished by the Overseer, at his discretion, 
by a reduction of allowance to bread and water, by the shower 
bath, or by solitary confinement. If the offence be repeated, 


the Overseer may report to the Trustees, in order that the 


punishment may be increased, or the offender expelled from 
the House. 

The sick are under the care of the attending Physician, 
who has the charge of their diet. Nurses are paupers of the 
House. The attending Physician visits the House daily. 
His salary is $600. Six or seven medical students reside in 
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the Overseer’s family, and pay $225 annually for the privi- 
lege of attending and assisting in the practice of the House. 
Visiters are not allowed to see the jnsane patients without 
permission of the Physician, and then must be attended by a 
student or nurse. 

Religious worship is. regularly and gratuitously maintained 
-in the House, by preachers of the Methodist denomination. 

Employment. The Trustees act extensively on the prin- 
ciple that all persons supported by the public, shall, to the 
extent of their ability, contribute by their labor to their own 
support. It is-designed to furnish such employment as will 
be productive as far as possible ; but it is thought best to 
keep the paupers at work, even though their labor shall make 
no pecuniary return. The extensive farm of the establish- 
ment gives employment, except in winter, to all the adults 
capable of hard work ; indeed, the farmer requires the assist- 
ance of one or two hired men. Other work about the estab- 
lishment is carried on, viz: carpentry, shoemaking, tailoring, 
oakum picking, breaking stones for the roads, &c. Coarse 
clothing, for inmates, is also spun and wove in the House. 

By law, it is provided that male paupers of 15 years and 
upwards, and females over twelve, shall be charged as debtor 


for food, medicines, and other necessaries furnished, at a rate 


not over thirty cents per day in the Almshouse; and when 
capable of labor or service, may be required and compelled 
to perform the same, and shall be allowed a reasonable credit 
therefor, to be fixed by the Trustees in his account; and the 
Trustees may retain such pauper until he has balanced the 


account by his labor ; and if he shall desert before so doing, 


he is liable to conviction for a misdemeanor, and to be sen- 
tenced to one year’s labor under the direction of the Trus- 
tees, or for a less term at the discretion of a Court of compe- 


tent jurisdiction. ‘The* ‘Trustees may, however, discharge 


paupers before paying expenses when they think best. 

The Overseer has the general superintendence of all apart- 
ments of the House, and is required to visit all the apartments 
and cells each day ; to record the names of persons admitted 
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as paupers, stating their age, place of birth, religion, occupa- 
tion, disease, the name of the Trustee or Manager who sent 
them, also the time and manner of their leaving the House ; 
to lay all important business before the Trustees ; keep ac- 
counts with paupers, and when they ask discharge, present the 
accounts to the Trustees ; to regulate the diet of the paupers, 
(except when otherwise directed by the Physician) as fol- 
lows : for breakfast, rye coffee, sweetened with molasses, and 
bread ; for supper, tea, sweetened with sugar, and bread ; 
_ for dinner — on Mondays, beef and soup; Tuesdays, mush 
and molasses; Wednesdays and ‘Thursdays, beef and soup; 
Fridays, herring, mush and molasses, or hommony ; Satur- 
days, beef and soup; and on Sundays, pork and vegetables ; 
eight ounces of beef, or five ounces of pork, to be allowed 
each pauper on the days that animal food is furnished ; and to 
each working hand, twenty ounces of bread, and to all others 
over one year old, sixteen ounces of bread, (these regulations 
not applying to the sick under charge of the physician ;) and 
he is to take the utmost care that every thing be done to pro- 
mote good morals, health and comfort, causing the rules and 
regulation to be read occasionally to the ignorant in the House. 
The Matron is principal nurse of the sick under the Phy- 
sician’s direction, and guardian of the females under the di- 
rection of the Overseer. She has the supervision of the 
nurses, has particular charge of the beds and bedding, exam- 
ines female paupers when admitted, distributes clothing, sees 
that the cooking for the sick is properly done, observes the 
regulations, and reports transgressors to the Overseer. 

The Agent gives bond for the faithful discharge of his du- 
ties and correct application of the funds placed in his hands ; 
keeps the books and general accounts of the ‘Trustees ; makes 
such purchases for the establishment as they may require ; 
collects money due and pays over to the treasurer ; procures 
information relative to applicants fer admission to the Alms- 
house, and for out-door relief; visits the pensioners, (those 
who receive regular aid from the Trustees) and children that 
have been bound out of the House ; attends all the meeung 
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of the Board, and performs such other services, as are re- 
quired by the ‘Trustees. 

Out-door relief, in Baltimore, is given with ice caution, 
the Trustees preferring to send all to the Almshouse who can 
go there with propriety. ‘The few City pensioners are gen- 
erally ofta respectable class of poor. For the year ending 
April 30, 1834, the last for which accounts are published, the 
expenditure for this department was —

It is the policy of the Trustees to discourage among the 
poor a dependence on public charity, in the belief that it is 
much better for them, as a class, to rely on their own exer- 
tions for support. The population of Baltimore is probably 
fifteen or twenty thousand more than that of Boston ; while 
the latter City pays for the support of a greater number in the 
Almshouse, and more than six times the amount in out-door 
pensions and incidental relief, than the former. It may be 
supposed that, as relief to the poor in Baltimore is so limited, 
beggary and vagrancy are more common. By extensive 
walks about the City, such did not appear to be the fact ; and 
the City Penitentiary contained only two-thirds as many com- 
mon drunkards and petty criminals as the Boston House of Cor- 
rection. A rigid, uniform system towards paupers, like that 
of Baltimore, doubtless has the effect either of driving the 
idle, dissolute, vagrant class to other places, or of yoni pees 
them to reform their course of life. 


PROVIDENCE, 


This City, being a principal thoroughfare between New-— 


England and New-York, and in the midst of numerous manu- 
facturing establishments that attract foreigners, is considerably 


a 
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exposed to pauperism, which is only kept down by discrimi- 
nating and judicious management. The whole arrangement, 
in relation to out-doors relief, and sending paupers to the 
Almshouse, is in the hands of one Overseer, occasionally ad- 
vised and directed by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

The Overseer keeps the accounts and records of his office ; 
examines all who apply for relief; gives permits to paupers 
to go to the Almshouse ; bestows small sums in donations in 
extraordinary cases of distress or temporary disability ; sends 
paupers home to their towns in the State, agreeably to the 
laws of Rhode-Island ; pays the passages out of the State of | 
paupers who belong elsewhere ; and pays pensions to a class 
of poor who are respectable, not exceeding $24 a year, and 


alittle wood. These pensions are granted by the vote of the 


Mayor and Aldermen, generally on his judgment and repre- 
sentation. ‘I'he present Overseer has been in office six years. 
His first year’s disbursement, in pensions and incidental re- 
relief, was $2,200 ; he has gradually reduced the amount, and 
last year he paid less than $1,500, although the population has 
augmented considerably within the period named. He re- 
marks that it is intended in Providence to make ample provis- 
ion for the worthy and helpless poor, but to keep idle vagabonds 


and dissolute vagrants out of the place. He thinks it best 


to pursue a rigid course, and admit none to the Almshouse, 
especially foreigners, who are not absolutely sick or disabled, 
and he labors much to prevent beggary and injudicious alms- 
giving. 

The Almshouse is a spacious building, of brick, 170 feet 
long by forty feet wide, with a centre projection, in front, of 
eight feet.. Its construction is similar to the Boston House 
of Industry ; the facilities for ventilation are no better. It is 
kept clean and in good order. The Superintendent’s family 
live in the centre building; the male inmates occupy one 
wing, females the other. Each wiag is warmed in winter by 
4 hot-air furnace, in which anthracite coal is used. Fuel costs 
from $500 to $700 per year. Public worship is attended in 
the chapel (third story of centre building) on Sunday ; servi- 
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ces gratuitous by clergymen of different denominations. ‘The _ 


Master receives for his own services, and those of his wife as 
Matron, the sum of $600 per annum; no other hired assist- 
ants are employed in the House, except a cook at $12 per 
month. One, and sometimes two men are hired on the faim. 

The diet of paupers is as follows: breakfast— coffee, bread 
and butter, one morning and alternately, milk or milk porridge 
and bread ; supper —tea, bread and butter one night, and al- 
ternately, milk or milk porridge and bread ; dinner — Sun- 
day — flour or indian pudding and molasses; Monday — 


baked beef or pork ; Tuesday and Thursday — soup ; Wed- 


nesday — fresh meat, baked or roasted ; Friday — pork and 
beans ; Saturday — salt fish and potatoes. Brown bread is 
used by all but the sick. 

The Physician attends when necessary, and receives $75 
for a year’s services. 

The House was opened in 1828, and during the first two 
or three years, more than 100 paupers were supported in it ; 
at one time the number rose to 133. ‘The number has grad- 
ually diminished to 70; the greatest number last winter was 
87. Formerly, more than half the inmates were foreigners ; 
latterly, only about one fifth. Before the erection of the 
present House, the pauper expenditure of Providence was 


annually about $10,000 ; now, both out-door and in-door sup- 


port cost about $6,000. 

There are but few almsgiving societies in Provieehtee The 
Fuel Society is the principal one. The Overseer of the Poor 
thinks that Jess than a thousand dollars a year is given by as- 
sociations, exclusive of the small provision made <i) churches 
to their indigent members. | 

Bonds are exacted from masters of vessels and owners, 
that the foreigners they introduce shall not become charge- 
able. | 

One of the Aldermen visits the Almshouse weekly, the 
whole Board quarterly, when they examine the Master’s. ac- 
counts.

There are no published reports of the pauperism of Provi- 
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dence or Rhode-Island. The Overseer of Providence thinks 
public charity ought not to be noised abrosd ; and he very 
judiciously gives aid, in some cases, in which the recipient 
never knows the source. 


ALBANY. 


In the State of New-York, generally, paupers are supported 
in County Poorhcuses. That of Albany County is near the 
City of Albany, on a farm of 60 acres. Present number of 
inmates, 270; greatest number last winter, 450; average 
number of the past year, 360. ‘T'wo-third of the poor are 


- foreigners, the City of Albany being a great thoroughfare for 


European emigrants. About one-third are children ; a school 
is taught by a hired teacher. 

Diet. Breakfast —bohea tea sweetened wich molasses, 
and bread ; supper — mush and milk, or mush and molasses ; 
dinner — soup five days in the week, fish and potatoes two 
days in a week. 

The paupers are employed at farming, gardening, picking 
oakum, hair and moss, and the necessary work of the House. 

Religious services are maintained in the House every Sun- 
day, by clergymen and teachers of the several denominations 
in the City. 

A Physician attends regularly and receives a salary of $800 
a year. | | 
The buildings are not well constructed ; they are warmed 
in winter by coal fires principally. 

There is one Overseer of the Poor in the City and each 
town in the County. The Overseers give permits for the 
Poorhouse, but can give no out-door relief till an examination 
has been had by a magistrate, and with his concurrence ; and 
then the amount must not exceed ten dollars in one case with- 
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out the further examination and. concurrence of the ‘‘ County 
Superintendents of the Poor.’? In Albany, the amount ex- 


pended last year in out-door aid was only $535. The Po- 
lice Justice in Albany, before whom examinations of pauper 


applicants are held, states that many of the: foreign emigrants 
who apply for relief, have, by their own account, been pau- 
pers in Great Britain, and that their passages to this country 
were paid by their respective parishes. 


Dutchess County Poorhouse, at Poughkeepsie, (N. Y.) 


Present number of poor in the House, 190; greatest num- 
ber last winter, 297. The farm, of over 100 acres, is excel- 
lent land. The buildings are the Keeper’s house, and three 
long narrow two-story buildings for the paupers. ‘The wards 
extend across the buildings, affording the best opportunity for 
ventilation. Several County establishments in New-York are 
on this plan, and are much approved. 

About two-thirds of the male inmates of the Poughkeepsie 
Alnmshouse are foreigners. Many of these have been in the 
Boston Almshouse. The same remark applies to almost ev- 
ery Poorhouse visited by the agent. — 


The diet in this establishment is rather better than usual in’ 


Poorhouses — milk being plenty and a prominent article. 
_ The Keeper and his wife (the Matron) are remarkably intel- 
ligent and efficient, and the institution in admirable order. 
Last year the cholera prevailed in the neighborhood,. but not 
a case occurred in the House. In 1832, one third of the in- 
. mates died of that disease. The opthalmia prevails among 
children — a dreadful scourge in asylums for youth. 
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Otsego County Poorhouse, near Cooperstown, (WN. Y.) 


Otsego is an interior County, and there are only three for- 
eign paupers in the House. Pauperism is now less than at any 
time for eight years. Only 58 paupers now supported 3 138 
last winter. The buildings for paupers are two stories high, 
like those at Poughkeepsie. The wards are warmed by 
stoves in which wood is used; the -funnel is carried up into 
the second story into drums of sheet iron, called “dumb 
stoves,’ of peculiar construction, which warm the rooms per- 
fectly — making a saving of one half in fuel, as the Keeper 
states. 

The small-pox broke out in the House last winter ; more 
than fifty cases and twelve deaths occurred. 

In the State of New-York, the Superintendents of the Poor 
are required to make out and transmit annually to the Secre- 
tary of State, complete statements of the numbers and expen- 
ses of the poor in their respective Counties. The Secretary 
of State prepares an abstract, which ts laid before the Legis- 
lature and published. ‘These abstacts present the following 
results for the last four years :— ; 
In 1331, in 54 Counties, 15,564 paupers were 


relieved, at the aggregate expense of - - $245,433 21 
In 1832, in 51 Counties, 34,094 paupers were 
relieved, at the aggregate expense of - - 267,767 80 
In 1833, in 55 Counties, 35,777 paupers were 

relieved, at the aggregate expense of - - 225,239 14 
In 1834, in 55 Counties, 32,798 paupers were . 7 

relieved, at the aggregate expense of - - 304,913 21 


The returns of the numbers of paupers, in different years, 
vary so much that they cannot be relied on ; but the aggregate 
expense account is presumed to be correct, and shows an in- 
crease of pauperism, under the admirable system of that State, 
i. e. County Poorhouses with farms. In his last report, the 
Secretary of State says, ‘‘ If the Poorhouse establishments 
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are regulated by a strict regard to the principle of ministering 
only to the absolute wants of the necessitous, no good reason 
is perceived, why the number of persons relieved or sup- 
ported in them should augment in a ratio greater than popula- 
tion. In order to guard against such an augmentation of the 
number who are dependent on them, care should be taken that 
the system may not hold out to any one the promise of greater 
care and coimfort than are ordinarily enjoyed by those who 
rely on their own labors for their support, and that it should pro- 
vide unceasing employment for those able to work.”’ ‘* Dur- 


ing the last five years, the annual expense of maintaining each 


pauper,”’ [i. e. in Poorhouses] ‘‘ has been as follows, viz:— 
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The abstracts, annually prepared by the Secretary of State, 
contain a mass of information and valuable suggestions, and 
are transmitted to the Poor Officers throughout the State. 
It is much to be regretted that the statistics of pauperism are 
not in like manner collected and published in all the States 
that have Poor Laws. 


HARTFORD, CONN. 


The population of the City and Township of Hartford in 
1830 was 9,789. The Selectmen are Overseers of the 
Poor, who generally select one or two of their number to 
attend to the management of all their pauper concerns. The 
Almshouse is a mile from the City, and has a farm of about 
sixty acres attached. Present number of inmates in the house, 
thirty five ; greatest number last winter, sixty five, average 
number for several years past, about fifty. The cost of sup- — 
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porting the establishment including interest on its cost, 
‘does not exceed $1,600 annually, and from two to three 
hundred dollars annually is given in out-door relief, principal- 
ly wood. Before the present house was provided, the pauper 
expenditure of the town was between three and four thousand 
dollars a year. The Almshouse is managed by a Master, 
whose wife acts as Matron ; their annual salary $365 ; an 
hired man is employed in the summer on the farm. No for- 
eigners are supported in the house except such as are sen- 
tenced there by magistrates, as common drunkards, &c., for 
aterm of forty days; the foreign poor in Connecticut being 
provided for by the State on contract with an individual. 
There are but few children in the Hartford Almshouse 3 
about fifty boys and girls, who are: orphans, or the offspring 
of indigent parents are provided for in Asylums supported by 
voluntary contributions. 
The poor are aided by charitable societies, in wood and 
necessary articles in winter only, to the amount of a few hun- 
dred dollars, given with much care and discrimination ; hence 
the idle and vicious class of poor seek other cities and large 
towns, where eleemosynary.aid is more easily obtained.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H. 


This town had a population of 8,089 in 1830. Its ex- 
penses for the support of the poor, for several years past, 
have been about four thousand dollars annually for the town’s 
poor. ‘The town receives about one thousand dollars a year 
from the County, for the support of persons who have no le- 
gal settlement in New-Hampshire — that is, such persons as 
in Massachusetts would be State paupers. ‘The County pays 
one dollar per week for adults, and half a dollar for children. 
Particular accounts of all expenditures in Portsmouth are pub- 
lished annually, but the precise amount expended for out-door 
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relief cannot be ascertained, because considerable supplies for 
the poor at their homes are drawn in wood and articles from 
the Almshouse. 

Nine Overseers have charge of providing for the poor. 
For many years the poor have been kept in an old build- 
ing, situated in the midst of the town, and badly calculated 
for the purpose. Last year a commodius new building of 
brick was erected about a mile out of town, on high ground, 
which has a farm of one hundred and sixty five acres of land, 
It has cost more than thirty thousand dollars. The main 
building is constructed on the same general plan as the House 
. of Industry ; the basement. story being better divided into 
apartments for labor and convenience. Like other places 
Portsmouth pays the passages of pauper strangers to other 
States, as appears by their published accounts. Masters of 
vessels are required to give bonds that passengers shall not 
become chargeable as paupers; a failure to report and give 
bonds subjects the master to a fine of two hundred dollars for 
each passenger illegally landed. 

The wards in the Portsmouth new Almshouse are warmed 
by Alger’s Cylinder Stoves. One stove answers for two 
rooms, being set in an arch left for the purpose in the parti- 
tion wall. Economy is thus secured. 


PORTLAND. 


There are twelve Overseers of the Poor, appointed annu- 
ally by the City Council. The Almshouse is near the City 
onasmall farm. The building is within a high enclosure, 
and is occupied not only as an Almshouse and generally in< 
firmary and asylum for the poor of all ages, but as a House 
of Correction and Marine Hospital. It is badly constructed 
for heating, ventilation and convenience. The average num- 
ber of inmates, exclusive of sick mariners, has been 130 for

the last year or two, of whom about one third are foreigners. 
The Master of the House has a salary of four hundred and 
fifty dollars, and has one or two hired men on the farm or at 
work in a brick yard belonging to the establishment. Paupers 
are employed on the farm, at brick making, and at the neces- 
sary work of the house. The pauper expenditure of Port- 
land was $4,000, last year. In Maine, no provision is made 
by the State to reimburse towns for the support of foreign 
poor. 


FOREIGN PAUPERS. 


The alarming increase of this class of poor in our country, 
especially within the last five years, has drawn public atten- 
tion to the subject. In most parts of the eastern states there 
has been a diminution of native paupers and expenditure for 
their support, while the number of foreign poor has been 
constantly increasing. 

As nearly as can be ascertained, the number of persons 
supported, for longer or shorter periods of time in the year 
1834, in the Almshouses of the four principal American 
Cites were as follows,— 

New York, Americans, 1893, Foreigners, 2093. 


Philadelphia, we 1676, a 1895. 
Baltimore, a 675, MY 479. 
Boston, ace 542, 6 841.

It is thus seen that Boston is more burdened by poor emi- 
grants than any other atlantic city, in proportion to popula- 
tion. In some of the counties of New York, bordering on 
the Canada frontier, the evil is still greater. Of .87 persons 
admited in 1833 into the Poorhouse in Clinton county, (on 
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Lake Champlain) 152 were foreigners. The foreign poor in 
Niagara County Poorhouse were, in 


1830 - - - - - 33 
1831 - - = ~ - 61 
1832 - - - - -  Sibae 


The Matron of the Munroe Countyhouse, near Rochester 
stated, that two thirds of the persons in the house were for- 
eigners, and that some of them had been inmates of English 
workhouses. An Overseer of the poor in Rochester says 
that seven eighths of those who apply to him for relief are 
foreigners, and the state of things in the new City of Buffalo 
is quite similar.. ‘Fhe bulk of these foreigners are from Great 


Britain ; in Philadelphia and Baltimore a small proportion are 


Germans. 
It was unnecessary for the British ‘“‘ Poor Law Commis- 


sioners’”’ of 1833 to recommend “‘ that parishes be authorized — 


to pay the passages of paupers out of the country.”’ Such 
was already extensively the practice. Capt. John S. Davis, 
of Portsmouth, N. H., a respectable and intelligent ship mas- 
ter, states, that in May, 1829, he was in London, where 
he saw in the North American Hotel, two English gentlemen 


who stated, that they were the Wardens of a parish; that | 


they had procured the passage to New York of about thirty 


of their parish paupers, had got them willing to go, clothed | 


them, paid their passage money, and made them up a small 
purse. ‘They further remarked, that this was the most econo- 
mical disposition that they could make of their poor. At thet 
time, says Capt. Davis, the exportation of parish paupers had 
become in England, a well known and regular business, and 
certain American vessels were called the ‘* Workhouse line.’’ 


It is an undoubted fact, that the ingress of foreign paupers in-. 


to the United States has increased greatly since 1830, not so 
much by their introduction into United States sea ports di- 
rect, as by the way of the provinces, adjacent to New Eng- 
land and New York. The State laws requiring masters and 
owners to give bonds or pay commutation money for alien 
passengers, prevents, to some extent, the landing of paupers

in the ports of the United States. But they impose no ob- 


struction to the introduction of the late tenants of English 


workhouses from Canada by land. 

The New-York Almshouse Commissioners, in a report 
made to the City Council in September last, say — ‘‘ The 
present law in relation to alien passengers, requires the master 
or consignees to give a bond of indemnity, to save the City 
harmless for two years ; or it authorizes a commutation for 
such passengers instead of bond. ‘The class of alien passen- 
gers, who have been arriving in New-York for several years 
past, are not of so provident a character, taking them gener- 
ally, as those which came to the country in previous years. 
In fact, there are cases constantly occurring, in which it is 
evident that the towns in Europe, and societies of individuals, 
pay the. expense of sending to this country their paupers, and 


persons unable to get their living in any country. 


‘¢ Decrepit, and maimed, and lunatic persons, have been so 
transported and landed on our wharves ; and from the wharves 
they immediately come under our charge. We do not see 
why the consignees should be released at the expiration of 
so short a term as two years ; we think they should indem- 
nify the City for at least four or five years, and that if the law 
was so altered, there would be a great saving to the City, by 
being relieved from supporting the poor of other countries, 
which the captains and owners of vessels are induced, by the 
money received from the Overseers of the Poor of other 
countries, to bring here. 

‘¢ In the cases we commute, the officers of the Board are 


very liable to be deceived ; and not unfrequently, passengers, 


whom they have judged well and capable of getting a living 
one day, have, two or three days afterwards, been found to 
be entirely unable to do any thing for themselves. It is a 
practice we think should be followed with great caution ; for 
it is believed that the number of operatives now arriving in 
our country, will find it difficult, in our cities at least, to pro- 
cure employment, even were they both willing and able to 
work. For these reasons, we have advised-the Mayor to 
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commute for none at a less rate than one hundred and fifty 
dollars each.”’ 


After giving an account of affidavits taken in proof that par- 


ish officers, in England, ship paupers to this country, the 

Commissioners proceed: ‘‘ The principle, or rather the want 
of it, which permits the British government or their parish 
officers to send their paupers here, will also lead them to send 
their culprits here, as the cheapest mode of getting rid of them. 

Some of these paupers arrive direct from England, Ireland, 

and Scotland ; but many of them arrive at Quebec, and find 
their way down through the interior of the State. Now we 

apprehend that the subject is highly important, not only to 

New-York, but to all our Atlantic Cities ; and we know of 
no complete remedy for the evil, but some national or United 

States regulation on the subject.”’ 

It has been proposed by the City authorities of Baltimore, 
that the Atlantic Cities should memorialize Congress on this 
subject. 

The term ‘‘ state paupers’’ is known only in Massachusetts 
and Connecticut. In New Hampshire paupers who have no 
settlement within the state are provided for in the town where 
they fall into distress, and the county reimburses the town at 
one dollar a week for adults and half that price for children. 
Connecticut has a system of its own, and unlike that of any 
other state. Formerly the state paid towns for the support 
of foreign poor in the same way that Massachusetts does, and 
in 1817 the demands on the state treasury on this account 
~ were over $15,000. Since that period contracts have been 
made with an individual, a respectable farmer near Hartford, 
for terms of four or five years each. He frees the state from 
all charge for poor not having a legal settlement in Connecti- 
cut. Each succeeding contract has been lower than the last, 
till the present is at $1,800 a year. When state paupers re- 
quire aid in towns it is afforded and the contractor is charged 
one dollar a week for their support till able to be removed to 
his establishment. He pays out about four hundred dollars- 
annually on this account. Most of the poor now on the hands 
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_ of the contractor are able to labor; of 45:men, women and 
children there a few weeks since, 17 were men at work on 


the farm. It would seem that impotent poor foreigners seek 
other asylums than the Connecticut state poor house ; which, 
however, appears to be well provided and well regulated. 

In the other states generally the town or county where a 
pauper may happen to be must provide for him, or adopt the 
common expedient of paying for his transportation to some 
other state or country. 

Complaints are every where made of the impositions prac- 
ticed by foreign paupers and rogues who claim charity. 
While so many British poor crowd the Atlantic cities and 
the Canadian frontier, it does not appear that Canada is bur- 
dened by American poor. By the Annual Report of the 
Montreal General Hospital, an institution similar to the poor 
houses in the United States, it appears that the inmates for 
for the year ending May Ist, 1835, belonged to

‘names of the Parish Officers who made this offer, were a Mr. 
Christmas and a Mr. Lads. 

In Backsbill a neighbouring town, there were fourteen pau- 
per families sent out on or about 8th April last. )

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


The accompanying statements, accounts of pauper expen- 
diture, and tables contain all the information collected by your 
Agent, in relation to Almshouses and pauperism, which he 
deems of sufficient importance to lay before the Committee. 

The principal points of difference between the Boston 
system of managing the affairs of the poor, and the systems 
of other cities, appear to be the following :— ‘ 

Ist. Boston has two Boards of qos Ofiears' the 
‘¢ Overseers of the Poor,’? who give out-door relief, and the 
‘¢ Directors of the House of Industry,’’ who have charge of the 
Almshouse, each keeping an office in the City, and each 
a Secretary, necessarily confined to the office. Other cities 
have but one board of officers to manage pauper concerns, 
and but one office, where all accounts relating to their busi- 
ness, and all the requisite information may be found. . 
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2. In Boston the Overseers and Directors, who have no 
pay for their services, devote much time to the investigation 
of cases, and are annoyed at all mes at their houses and 
places of business by applicants for admission to the Alms- 
house, or for out-door relief. In other cities the guardians 
of the poor have one or more officers employed on moderate 
salary, called agents or visiters who make all necessary ex- 
aminations (all applications being made at the office) and re- 
port to the Board, who act on the information thus obtained. 
The visiters become well acquainted with paupers, their arts 
and impositions, and it is supposed a clear saving is made by 
employing such officers. | 

3. Out-door relief is granted in Boston much more liber- 
ally than in other cities except Philadelphia, and in that City 
the Guardians of the Poor gave public notice in May last, that 
all regular pensions would be discontinued in July, and no aid 
given out of the Almshouse, except temporary and that con- 
fined to extraordinary cases. 

4. In-other cities and large towns the practice of trans- 
porting or forwarding paupers who properly belong elsewhere, 
is extensively practised. Their passage is paid by some 
cheap conveyance to, or towards, the place where they be- 
long or where they wish to go. Many are thus sent back to 
Europe, and. more are forwarded into other states. 

5. The Almshouses in other large cities differ from the 
Boston House of Industry in having room, machinery and ap- 
paratus for manufacturing clothing, only for inmates use from the 
raw materials and from yarn. In this way, employment is se- 
cured for the paupers ; but machinery, stock and supervision 
are expensive ; the cloths manufactured are not of durable 
quality, and a comparison of accounts seems to show that 
oakum and wool picking, as practised in the House of Indus- 
try, produce the most favourable pecuniary results. 

6. In various large Institutions, quite different modes of 
are adopted for heating apartments in winter. In cities, wood 
fires are generally given up, and anthracite coal is used either 
in hot air furnaces, grates or stoves. The furnaces are most 
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expensive in consumption of fuel. Apparently the most eco- 
nomical mode of warming apartments, in a two story building, 
is by stoves in the lower rooms with the funnels carried up into 
large sheet iron drums called ‘‘dumb stoves’’ in the rooms above, 
which are said to warm these apartments nearly or quite as 
well as the lower. It has been determined to throw two 
rooms into one in the House of Industry, and if this mode of 
heating will answer, a saving of fuel to the amount of one half 
at least, may be easily made. 

In regard to the diet afforded to the inmates of Almshouses, 
while it is not alike in any two, it does not differ materially 
in any quantity or quality, so far as the healthy inmates are 
concerned. In one establishment the sick and convalescent 
are allowed a great variety of delicacies and stimulants, that 
Boston physicians would not allow to their wealthy patients 
in private practice. The inmates of the House of Indus- 
try have a greater allowance of animal food at dinner than 
is granted in some other establishments, and less agreea- 
ble breakfasts and suppers. It is supposed by many, that the 
living in poor houses generally is better than that enjoyed by 
a large proportion of the poor who never claim public charity ; 
and hence, these establishments hold out inducements to the 
idle and improvident. 


‘¢ Poor is the diet of the pauper in the poor house ; 
Poorer is the diet of the small rate payer 3 
Poorest is the diet of the independent laborer.’” 


In some English work houses the diet is 


‘¢ Four hot meat meals per week, 

Half a pound of butter per week, 

One pound of bread per day, , 
Vegetables of various sorts as much as they ean eat, 
One pint of beer per day, 

Pudding on Sundays. 


So far therefore as diet is concérned, the independent la- 
borer, as well as the small rate payer exist with the pauper 
above them, instead of below them ; and although a sense of 
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honest pride induces them to cling to their independent sta- 
tion, yet the double error of such a vicious system is, Ist. 
That it encourages the laborer to become a pauper ; and 2d. 
That it discourages the pauper from becoming an independent 
laborer.”’ London Quarterly Review.” 
The causes of pauperism are too well known to require” 
more than a passing remark: It is generally estimated and 
admitted by Poor Officers, that at least three-fourths of the 
Poor Tax is expended for the support of persons who have 
fallen into poverty, directly or indirctly, through intemperance. 
Some state the proportion to be much greater. ‘The Over- 
seer of the Portland Almshouse states, that some ume since 
he examined his register of inmates, and concluded that ninety- 
seven in one hundred were made dependent by intemperance 
in themselves, or in those that ought to have been their sup- 
porters. Idleness, extravagance, improvidence, and other 
vices allied to intemperance, with ignorance and injudicious 
almsgiving, are also leading causes of pauperism. In relation 
to the paupers in the New-York Almshouse, in January, 
1833, the Superintendent, Jamieson Cox, Esq., used the 
following strong language in a letter to the Secretary of State: 
*¢ The number of male adults, at present in the Almshouse, 
is 572, out of which number there are not ten who can be 
called sober men. ‘The number of female adults is 601, and 
-I doubt whether there are fifty of them who can be called so- 
ber women. I consider the present pauper law as calculated 
to encourage intemperance, from the fact that,’ the moment 
that they become habitual drunkards, the public provides an 
asylum for them, at which they remain during their pleasure. 
When they are ordered to work, many of them take their 
discharge. ‘They soon become miserable objects about our 
streets, and are sent again to the Almshouse, and by the time 
they get well take their discharge, and so on from year to 
year. I believe that all persons, whom the public support as 
habitual drunkards, ought to be committed to a work-house 
for at least twelve months, where they could be compelled to 
earn their liying ; when their time expires, if they take their 
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discharge and again become intemperate, commit them again 
for twelve months, and so continue.” 3 

‘¢T send you a weekly return of our Almshouse, ending on 
the 5th inst., by which you will perceive we have 1,352 pau- 
pers ; 1,017 of whom are natives ; (this last number includes 
all the children born of foreign parents ;) $35 are foreigners, 
who travel here from all parts of the United States. There 
can be no doubt the Almshouse was originally intended for 
old respectable poor ; but as at present organized, it has be- 
come an asylum of thieves, prostitutes, and the worst of the - 
human family.’? ‘* The police, in my judgment ought not to 
have the control of the inmates of an Almshouse. They 
have, in many instances, committed persons for six months, 
who were not residents of the County, and in some where 
they were not residents of the State.” 

Some eminent civilians and philanthropists entertain the 
opinion, that the general effect of Poor Laws is to encourage 
pauperism — and, on the whole, to cause more poverty and 
suffering than are relieved by their operation ; hence such 
~ men call for the repeal of the Poor Laws, with the view of 
leaving the poor to the care of individual and christian char- 
_ity. Col. Young, of Saratoga, a distinguished member of the 
New-York Senate, made a proposition, a few months since, 
to abolish the Poor Laws of that State. But as the Poor 
Laws are already established, and have become a part of our 
civil policy in most of the States, the more common opinion 
is, that out-door relief should be administered with great care 
and discrimination, and that Almshouses should be made com- 
fortable asylums for the really impotent and deserving poor, 
while the unworthy, the idle and the vicious, if they gain ad- 
-mittance, should be required to submit to wholesome restraint, 
labor to the extent of their ability, and live no better than the 
poor laborer and feeble widow who never ask for public aid. 

It is supposed that nothing short of such a strict administra- 
tion of the laws can save this country from the evils of exten- 
sive pauperism. 

Wherever a lax administration has prevailed, or where a 
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provision has been made for the poor, called liberal, a numer- 
ous class has been found ready to adopt the popular pauper 
song of England : — 


‘¢ Hang sorrow and cast away care, 
The parish is bound to maintain us.”’ 


‘<In old times, the English law punished a vagrant by cut~ 
ting off his ear ; and, said the ancient law, ‘‘if he have no 
ears,’ (which means if the law should have robbed him of 
both) ‘‘ then he shall be branded with a hot iron ; his city, 
town or village being moreover authorized to punish him, ac- 
cording to its discretion, with chaining, beating, or other- 
wise.’ The Legislature, driven by the progress of civiliza- 
tion from this cruel extreme, most unfortunately fell into an 
opposite one, wearing the mask of charity. Instead of mu- 
tilating individuals, it inflicted its cruelty on the whole fabric 
of society, by the simple and apparently harmless act of rais- 
ing the pauper a degree or two above the honest, hard-working, 
hard-earning, and hard-faring peasant. The change, for a 
moment, seemed to be a benevolent one ; but the prescrip- 
tion soon began to undermine the sound constitution of the 
laborer : it induced him to look behind him to the workhouse, 
instead of before him to the plough. The poison next made 
its appearance in the form of out-door relief, and it thus sick- 
ened from their work those who were too proud to wear the 
livery of a pauper.””— London Quarterly Review for April, 
(1835. é 
Your Agent has made inquiries as opportunities presented, 
in relation to the extent and practical effects of charitable so- 
cieties. These are numerous in some Cities, and are repre- 
sented as doing great good, so far as their operations are con- 
ducted with judgment and discrimination. But the legal 
guardians of the poor almost universally complain of improper 
_alms-giving as tending to produce and perpetuate pauperism. 
One gentleman in another city, himself an Agent of a Benev- 
olent Society, remarked, ‘‘ we have injudicious alms-giving 
enough to pauperize the City.’’ A new class of benevolent 
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associations have lately gone into operation in Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston. Their object is not so much to relieve 
poverty as to prevent it. They instruct the ignorant, find 
them employment, and teach them to rely on their own indus- 
try and resources rather than on eleemosynary aid. ‘The poor 
and the degraded are encouraged to respect themselves- and 
to be respected ; to be cleanly and sober ; to attend church 
and improve their minds and characters, and to send their 
children to school. In these operations of true charity, the 
ministers of the poor in this City, and numerous coadjutors of 
oth sexes, bear a distinguished part. 

Besides institutions for the relief of the poor by. wiblic 
charity, your Agent visited a great number of prisons, hospi- 
tals and asylums of various kinds for the relief of physical suf- 
fering, and the education and reformation of orphans, neglect- 
ed and refractory children and youth. The reports of pris- 
ons, and especially the elaborate reports of the Prison Disci- 
pline ‘Society, contain full information in this department. 
Public opinion is somewhat interested and divided on the 
question whether prisons on the Auburn plan, that is seperate 
cells for the night, the prisoners working silently together by 
day, or the Eastern Penitentiary of Pennsylvania plan, that 
is, solitary confinement and solitary labor, are best. The 
former is tested, found to be economical, and in point of re- 
forming convicts a great improvement on old prisons ; the 
latter, of which the only specimen is in Philadelphia, has been 
in operation but six years. Thus far, but few have been re- 
committed, and its friends, particularly its talented and re- 
spected Warden, Samuel R. Wood, Esq. are confident that 
its tendency, for the moral reformation of criminals is much 
superior to the Auburn plan. 

The Houses of Refuge in New York and Philadelphia, for 
the reformation of juvenile delinquents, continue to enjoy a 
high reputation, and to confer on an interesting portion of the 
population of those great Cities, incalculable benefits. The 
annual reports are full and highly satisfactory. Good arrange- 
ments and liberal provisions have placed their buildings and 
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workshops in fine order ; and the happy appearance of the in- 
mates at work, at their meals, in school and in the chapel, in- 
dicate that these establishments are conducted with great skill, 
benevolence and success. 

It is believed that there is an increasing conviction in the 
community of the importance of bringing great moral princi- 
ples to bear on all questions respecting pauperism and crime. 
Much has been done to give to our great institutions, both 
penal and charitable, a remedial character ; and the preventive 
measures now in operation, especially in regard to the moral- 


ly exposed among the young, are full of promise for the gene- 
ration that will come after us.

In 1824, an elaborate Report on Pauperism was made to 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania, by a committee, of which, 
William M. Merideth, Esq. of Philadelphia, was chairman. 
The report states, that ‘in the year 1821, notwithstanding 
the great number of poor relieved by the public bounty, at a 
vast extent in the City and County of Philadelphia, there ex- 
isted in that City and County, at the very least, 160 charita- 
ble and beneficent societies, besides 69 religious institutions, 
all which, it is well known, have a fund for the relief of the 
poor of their own congregations.’? ‘The committee say, ‘¢ af- 
ter mature consideration of the whole subject, your committee 
are irresistibly led to the conclusion, that in every country . 
where our system of poor laws has prevailed, the number of 
paupers, and the amount of assessment for their relief, have 
progressively increased, and in a ratio not to be accounted for 
by the increase of population or the rise of provisions and the 
necessaries of life.”’

STATEMENT, 


Shewing the comparative state of Pauperism in the four principal Cities. 
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New-York, 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, 
Boston, 
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The weekly cost of supporting paupers in the New-York 
and Philadelphia Almshouses, is taken from printed reports. 
To find that of Baltimore, the amount of out-door relief, and 
other items not chargeable to the Almshouse, have been de- 
ducted from the whole expenditure, and the remainder divi- 
ded by the average number of City paupers in the House, and 
the quotient divided by 52. To find that of Boston, the sum 
drawn from the City Treasury has been taken as a basis, the 
amounts received from towns and for bonded passengers added, 
the difference of stock on hand at commencement and end of 
years added or subtracted, and then the result found by the 
same process as with the Baltimore accounts. It should be 
noted that the farm attached to the Baltimore House has a 
wood lot; which supplies the fuel—a heavy item im all the 
other accounts. 

In 1827, a Committee of the Guardians of the Poor of 
Philadelphia visited New-York, Boston, Baltimore, &c., in- 
quiring into the management and expenses of the poor, who 
reported that the weekly expense of supporting each pauper 
in the Almshouses of the principal Cities, was, in 1826, in 
Philadelphia, seventy-five cents ; New-York, sixty cents ; and 
in Boston, séventy-eight cents. It must be understood that, 
in all these statements of the weekly expense of each person, 
the nef expense is given, after deducting produce of farm, 
avails of labor, &c. It may also be well to state that, in the 
New-York and Boston Almshouses, the number of children 
is much greater, in proportion, than in Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore ; and that there is apparently much less sickness in 
the Boston House than in either of the others. » 

The Poor Tax in Boston is relieved by the interest of 
$100,000, permanent funds in the hands of the Overeers, as 
trustees — and, to a considerable amount, by the operations 
of the Boston Dispensary. ‘The expenses incurred for small- — 
pox patients, in other cities, are charged to pauper account.

Nore. ‘The mode of stating the detailed account of the Recrrprs 
anp Payments at the City Treasury having been varied from that 
heretofore adopted, the Auditor thinks proper to make a slight ex- 
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planation, in order to prevent erronious conclusions, which may 
otherwise result from a casual examination of the Doenments con- 
nected with his Report. In stating the Expenditures under the vari- 
ous heads of Appropriation, it has been the custom, heretofore, to 
deduct from each amount, those items of income immediately result- 
ing from the respective expenditures. The arrangement of this Re- 
port, adopted in order to render the detailed account conformable 
to the aggregate amounts stated in the Treasurer’s Account, has 
made it necessary to separate, throughout, the items of Income and 
of Disbursements. 'To explain this—by recurring to Page 12 it will 
appear that the Appropriation for Wideniug Streets was $32,500—on 
turning over to Pages 31 and 82, it will be found that the Expendt- 
ture for that purpose, was $37,623 43—thus, without further exam- 
ination, it would appear that the Appropriation granted by the City 
Council for Widening Streets, had been exceeded. But, if the per- 
son examining these documents will turn to Page 23, he well find 
there three items of credit, on account of widening Doane, Franklin, 
and Elm Streets, amounting to $5,161 60, which immediately re- 
sulted from that expenditure, which are fairly creditable to it, and 
which supply the supposed deficiency.

Auditor’s Office, Dec. 15th, 1835. 


The Auditor of Accounts is required, by Ordinance, to lay 


before the City Council, annually, a statement of the opera- 


tions of the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt.. 


The mode heretofore adopted by the City Council, of author- 
izing specific Loans for the purpose of meeting such portions 
of the City Debt as fell due within the year, was abandoned 
the last financial year ;—and a Loan of $450,000 was author- 
ized for the general purposes of that year, iricluding the liqui- 
dation of such portions of the Debt as came to maturity. ‘This 
course has so far mingled the transactions in relation to the 
payment of the funded Debt with other financial operations of 
the City Government, as to render it somewhat difficult to 
state any distinct account with the Committee who have that 
particular subject in charge. ‘The new arrangement of the 
accounts of Income and I xpenditure, as made in this Report, 
giving all the receipts and payments under their respective 
heads, renders the statement of thé account of this Committee 
of less importance, probably, than in former years.

penditures, was laid before the City Council, on the 28th of 
February last. Those Estimates were referred to a Joint 
Committee, by whom an order was reported, which was passed 
by the City Council, in the following form, viz :
